Form'd all ofgold, with wealthy ſtones enchac't. 
He tooke the oyles out, and his neareſt friends 
Askt, in what better guard it might be uſde ? 
All giving their conceitstoſeverall ends; 
He anſwerd, his affeQions rather chuſde

THE READER. 


= F all books extant in all kinds, Homer is the firſt andbeſt. No one 
T AAA before bs (loſephus af firmer, ) mor before hims (ſaith Vellcius Pater- 
& Þ| culus)w4s there any whom he imitated: nor after bim,any that could 
/& imitate him, And that Poeſie may be no cauſe of detraction fro allthe 
=) mine we give him; Spondanus (preferring it to all Arts and ſci- 
ences) vnanſmerably argues and prones. For the glorie of God, and the ſinving of bus 
zlories, no man dares deny) man was chiefly made. And what art performes ths 
chicfe end of man,with ſo much excitation, and expreſſion as Poeſie? Moles, Dauid, 
Salomon, lob, Efay, Ieremy, &c. cbiefly wfang that to the end about ſaid. And ſince 
the excellence of it cannot be obtained by the labour aud art of man(as all eaſily con- 
feſſe it,) it muſs needs be acknowledged a dinine infuſion. To proue which in a word, 
ths diſtich, (in my eſtimation) ſernes ſomething nearely : 

Great Pocſie, blind Homer, makes all ſee 
Thee capable of all Arts, none ofthee. 

For out of him (according is our moſt graue andiudicial Plutarch) are all Arts ded. 
ced,confir med,or illaſtrated.1t « not ther fore the worlds vilifying of it,that can make 
it vile: for ſo we might argue,ty blaſpheme the moſt incomparably ſacred. It is not of 
the world indeed: but(like Truth) hides it ſelfe fro it. Nor s there any ſach reality of 
wiſdomes truth tn all humane excellence asin Poets fittions. That moſt vnlzar tr foo. 
liſh receipt of Potticall licence,being ofall knowing men tobe exploded; exceptinz it, 
4s if Poets had a tale-telling priniledze aboue thers,) no Artiſt being ſoſtriftly, and 
inextricably confined toall the lawes of learning , wiſedome , and truth, as a Poce, 
For were not his fictions compoſed of the ſinewes and ſoules of all theſe ; how conld 
they differ farre from, and becombinedwith eternitie ? Toall ſciences therfore, I 
uſt ſtill (with eur learned and ingenious Spondanus) preferreit; as haning a per- 
petnal commerce with the dinine Maieſty ; embracing and illuſtrating all his moſt holy 
precepts.and inioying continuall diſcourſe with his thrice perfet},and moſt comforta- 
ble ſpirit. And as the contemplatine life s moſt worthily & diainely preferred by Pla- 
to, 10 the altiur,as much 25 the head to the 7200 the eye tothe head; reaſon to ſence; 
the foale to the bodie: theend it ſelfe,to all things directed to the ema: quitt to motion; 
ard Etermitic to Time ; ſo much preferre I diuine Poeſie to all worldly wiſadome, To 
the onely ſhadow of whoſe worth yet, I entitle not the bold rimes of every CApiſh and 
im pudent Braggart,(though be dares aſſume any thing) ſuch 1 ture ouer io the wed. 
#ir7 of Cobweb,and ſhall but chatter on molenils (farre ander the hill of rbe Muſes) 
when their fortunar ſt ſelfloue aud ambition hath aduanced them bighe#t. Poeſie is the 
flower of the Sun, &x diſdains to open ro the eye of a candle. So kings hide their trea- 
« ſares,e9 connſels fro the vulgar; ne cuileſcant (ſaith our Spond.) we bane example + 
fecredenongh that true Peeſie humility poverty & contempt,are badges of atuintty, 
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honours, riches, and maziftracie, nelcio quos, turgide ſpiratis (that 1 may vfe the 
words of ons friend ſtill,) Qui ſolas leges 1nſtinians crepatis; paragraphum vnum 
aur alterum, pluris quam vos ipſos facitis, &c. 7 (for my part)ſhall ener eſtgeme it 
mach mire manly and ſacred,in this barmeleſſeand pious ſtudte, to ſit till I finke into 
my 7ranegthen ſhine in our vaing lorious bubbles,and impieties,;al your poore policies, 
wiſ-domes, their trappings, at 10 more valuing thew 4 muſty Nat. And much 
[:{ſe I wey the frontleſſe detractions of ſome ſtupide ignerants; that no more knowing 
me then their owne beaſily ends;and T,euer (10 my knowledge) bleſi from their ſight; 
whiſper behind me vilifying of my tranſlation : out of the French affirming them; 
when both tn French,and all other lamgwages but hg owne,our withall.skill enriched 
Poer,ts ſo poore and wnpleaſing, that no man can diſcerne from whence flowed hs ſo 
cenerally giuen eminence,and admiraticn. 4nd therefore(by any reaſonablecreatures 
conference,of my ſleight comment,and conuerſion)it will eafuly appeare how 1 ſhunne 
tbers : and whether the original! be my role or not. In which, he ſhall eaſily ſee,I vn. 
derſtand the underſtandings of all other interpreters,and commenters mn places of his 
moſt depth importance, and rapture. 1n whoſe expoſition andilluſtration,zf 1 abhorre 
from the ſence that athers wreſt, and racke out of hims; let my beſt aetractor examine 
how the Greeke word warrants me. For my other freſh fry, let them fry in thir fooliſh 
cals; nothing ſo muchmeighed as the barking of puppies,or foiſtinghounas, too vile 
rothinke of our ſacred Homer, or ſet their prophane feet e within their lines lengths 
of bis threſhelds. If faile in ſomthing, let my full performance in other ſome reifore 
me; haſte ſpurrin; me on with other necefities.For as at my concluſcon 1 proteſt , [ 
here at my entrance,leſſe then fifteene weekes was the timeggn which all the laſt twelue 
Looks wereentirely newiramſlated. No conference bad with any one lining in al the no- 
welties I preſume 1 haue found.Only ſome on or twoplaces I haue ſhewed to my worthy 
and moſt learned friend, M.Harriots, for hu cenſure how mach mine owne weizhed: 
whoſe tudgement and __—_ in al kinds,T know 10 beincomparable,and bottom- 
leſſe:yea,to be admired as muchas his mo blamelcs life, and the right ſacred expence 
of his time,ts to be honoured and reucrenced Which affirmation of his cleare vnmat- 
chedneſſe in all manner of learning;1 make in contempt of that naſtie obiedtion often 
thruſt vpon me; that hethat will indge, muit know more then he of whom he idees; 
for j* a man ſhould know nether God nor himſelfe. Another right learned, honeft,and 
; entirely loned friend of mine,M.Robert Hews, I muſt nerds put into my confeſt con- 
j ference touchine Homer,thengb wery little more then that I had with M, Harriots- 
which two, 1 proteſt, are all, and preferredto all. Nor charge 1 their authorities with 
& any allowance of my generall labour;but onely of thoſe one or two places, which for in- 
| tances of my innouation,and how it ſhewed tothem,l imparted. If any taxe me for too 
| much periphbraſis or circumlecution in ſome places, let them reade Laurentius Val.

ern31v,gs it i 7 IR Jigriſying denegarc,or abnuere; eg Hellen (in contempt 
of ber too much obſerning men) bids ber renounce heaven, and come live with Paris 
till be make her his wife or ſerwant, ſcoptically or proven frebiug it : which doth 
Valla, Embanus, a»d al ether interpreters ( but theſe ad ver um) hawe viterly miſt. 
And this owe example 1 thouzht neceſſarie to inſert here , to ſhew my detractors 
that they haue no reaſon to vitifie my corcumlocution ſometimes, when their mo#t ap. 
proued Grecians, Homers interpreters generally hold hins fit to be ſo connerted. Yet 
how mnch 1 differ, and with what authoritie, let my impartiall, and indiciall reader 
iudge. Alwaies conceiuing how pedanticaltand abſurd an affettation it is in thein. 
terpretationof any Author(machmore of Homer )to twrve him word for wordgwhen 
(according 10 Horace and other beſt lawginers to tranſlaters) its the part of euery 
knowing and indiciall interpreter , mot to follow the number and order of words, but 
the matterall things themſelues,and ſemences to weieh diligently,and to cluthe and 
adorne them with words, and ſuch a ſtile and farme of Oration , as are maſt apt for 
the language into which they are connerted.If 1 haue not turned him in any place falſ- 
ly (as all other ba interpreters hane in many and mos? of bis chiefe places;) If 1 haue 
not left behind me any of his ſentemcegclegancie, height, intention, and innention: if in 
' ſome few places (eſpecially in my firſt edition,being done ſo long fince,/+ following the 
comon tratt)I be ſomthing pazapbraſticall ex faulty, it inſtice in that poore faultt if 
they will needs haut it ſo)to drowne all tbe reſt of my labour? But there ts a certaine 
ennious Windfacker,that houers vp and down,laborioaſly engroſing al the aire with 
bu luxurious ambition;and buzzing into every eare my detraitton; affirming Iturne - 
Homer out of the Latine onely, e&yc. that ſets all bus aſſociates,ana the whole rabble 
of my maligners on their wings with him, to beare about my empaire, aud poyſon my 
reputation. One that as he thinkes, whatſoener he gines to others,he takes from him- 
felfe; fo whatſoener he takes from others, be addes to himſelſe.One that in this kinde 
of robberie, doth like Mercurie, that fole good, and ſupplied it with counterſeit bad 
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fil ' One like the rwo olattons, Phyloxenus and Gnatho , that wonld ſtill emprie 
their moſes in the diſhes they lowed , that no man might eate but themſelues, Foy /o 


hs Caſtril!, with too hote 4 liner, andinuft after bu owne glorie, and to devonre all 


' himſelfe , diſconrageth all appetites to the fame ofanother.I haue ſtriken, ſingle hims 


45 you £43. Nor note I this;t0 caft any rubbes, or plaſter out of the particular way of 
wine owne eitimation with the world, for 1 reſolue this with the wilfully 6b ſenre:; 
Sine honore, viuam nulloq, numero cro, 
[ithout mens honors 1 will line, and make 
No number, in the manleſſe courſe they take. 
But to diſcouraze (if it mizht be) the generall detrattion of induſtrious, and well 
meaning verive. 1 know I cannot 190 much diminiſh , and deiect my ſelfe z, yet the 
paſſing little that Iam, God onely knowes; to whoſe ener-implored reſpet?, and com- 
fort, I onely ſubmit me.If any further edition of theſe my ſily endenors ſhall chance, 
1will mend what i amiſſe (Goa aſiiſting me) and amplifie my barſh Comment 10 
Homers farre more right, and mine owne earneſt, and ingenious love of him; Not- 
withſtanding, 1 know, the curious,and enutous, will neuer fit downe ſatisfied. 4 man 
may £0 over and oner, till be come 0uer and ouer;, aud his panes be onely big recom- 
pence encry man us ſo loded with bus particular head, and nothing in all reſpet?s per- 
{«&, but what isperceined by few. Homer himſelfe hath met with my fortune, in ma- 
ny maligners ; and therefore may my anttthagc put wp with motion. And lo lattte 
1 will reſþe# malignitie ; and ſo much encourage my ſelfe with mine owne knowne 
ſtrength, and what 1 finde within me, ofcomfort, and confirmence, (examining my 
ſelfe throughout , with 4 farre more iealoys and ſeuere eye, then my greateſt enemic.z- 
mitating the: 
Tudex ipſe ſui totum ſe explorat ad vnguem, &c.) 
T hat aftertheſe lliads , 1 will (God lending me life and any meaneft meenes) with 
more labour then 1 haue loit bere , and all uncheckt alacritie , dine through hg O- 
dyſles.

In the meane ſpace ,1intreat my impartrall, aud in- 
aictall Reader, that all things to the quick be will not pare; but humancly and vobly 
pardon at feits, and if be finde any thing per ſeth, receive it onenuied, 


Of Homer. 


O F his countrie, 4nd time, the difference « [0 infenite among} all writers, that 

there is wo queſtion (in my contecture) of bis antiquitie beyond all. Towhich 0+ 
pinion,the neareſt I will cite, Addam Cedrenus placeth him vnder Davids gy Solo- 
mons r#/c;( the defltruction of Troy wwder Sauls.And'vf one age with Solomon, 
Michael Glycas Siculus affirmerh him. Ariſtotle (in rertio de Poectica) affirmes 
be was borne in the lle of 10, begot of a Genius, one 8f them that wſed to dance with 
the Muſes,and 4 vir ome of that Ile, compreſt by that Genirs, who beir2 4w:cke with 
child (for ſhame of the deed) came anio a place called Fgina, and i/:re was taken of 
theenes, and browtht to Smyrna, to Mczon k:#7 of the Lidians, whe fox her beau- 
tie maricd ber, After which, (he walking neaye the flood Mcletes; on that ſhore be- 
ins oueriaken with the throwes of her delinerie, ſhee brought forth Homes, and 1n- 
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ffantly died. The infant was receined by Mazon, and brought wy as bis owne till b & 


death; which was not long after. And according tothis, when the Lydians i» Sm yr- 
na, were afflicted by the Zolians, and thought fig to leaue the ritie, the Captaines by 
a Herald willing all to go out that would, end follow them; Homer ( being 4 little 
child) ſaid be would alſo 5unzcv. (that is, ſequi. ): 4nd ofthat, (for Meleſigenes; 
which was his firſt name) be was calied Homer. Theſe Plutarch, 

T he warieties of other reports touching this , I omit for lenth + and in place 
ther fore, thinke it not wnfit to inſert ſometbing of his praiſe, and honor amonzſt the 
greateſt of all Ages, not that our moſt abſolute of him ſelfe, needes it; but that ſuch 
autenticall reſtmonies ef his ſplendor and excellence, may the better congince the mas- 
lice of bis maligners. | 

Firſt, what kind of perſon Homer was, (ſaith Spondanus) bis ftatne teacheth; 
which Cedrenus deſcribeth. T he whole place we will deſcribe, that our relation may 
hold the better coherence; as Nyiander connerts it. T hen was the OfRzgonon ar 
Conſtantinople conſumed with fire, and the Bath of Seucrus, that bore the neme 
of Zeuxippus: iz which there was much warietie of} ſpectacle, and ſplendor of Arts; 
the workes of all Ages being conferred, and preſerned there, of Mutble, Rockes, 
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Stones and Images of Braſſe, to which, this onely wanted, that the ſaules of the 


perſons they preſented, were not imthem. _Amonzſt theſe maſter peeces, and all-wit- 
exceeding workmanſhips, ſtood Homer, as be was in bis age; thowehtfall,and mu- 
feng: his hands folded beneath his boſome,, his beard untrimmed, and hangin; 
downe; the haire of bis heagiin like ſort thinne on both ſides beforez his face with ace 
and cares of the world(as theſe imagine) wrinkled and auſtere;his neſe proportioned 


80 his other parts;hu eyes fixtor turned vp tobis eye broweslike one blind (a it is re. 


ported he was ) not borne blind(ſaith Vell. Paterculus)which he that imazins (ſaith 
he) is blindof all ſenſes.Y pon his under coate he was attircd with a looſe robe; ang at 
the baſe beneath his feete,a braJen chainhung. T his was the {4tue of Homer, which 
in that conflagration periſhed. Another renowned ftatne of his (ſaith Lucian in his 


Encomion of Demoſthenes) food im the remple of Prolomy, on the per hand of 


his own ſtatue. Cedrenus _— remembreth a Library ta the Pallace of the kin7 a: 
Conſtantinople, that contained 4 thouſand 4 hundred 4x4 twonty bookes: amons /t 
which there was the gut of « Dragon, of an bundred and twentie foote lonz ; in 
which, in letters of gold; the lliads, and Odifles of Homer were in ſerived : whith 
miracle (in Baliliſcus the Emperonrs time) was conſumed with fire. 

For his reſpett among#t the moſt learned; Plato in Tone calleth him 4:15» 1; 


*»6raToy o# on; Poctarum omnium, & preſtantifimum, & divintffimum. 


1n Phzdone 6:7 2omrw, diuinum Poctam, and i» Thezterus, Socrates citin? 
dinerſe of the moſt wiſe and learned for confirmation of bis there held opinion, { 45 
Protagoras, Heraclitus, Empedocles, Epicharmus, and Hamer) who («ith So: 
crates) 4 gatnſt ſuchan armie being all led by ſuch a Captaine as Homers dares fight 
or reſiſt, be he will be held ridicwow? Thy for Scaliger, and all Homer, enuiow 
«nd ignorant detrattors. Why therefore, Plato in averber place baniſbeth him with 
all other poets out of his Common-wealth , dealing with them like a Politician in- 
deed, vſemen, and then caſt them off, (theugh Homer he 1hink- fir to ſend out crow. 
ned, and ennointed;) 1 ſee not, ſince he maketh ſtill ſuch honorable mention of ham, 
and with bs verſes (a5 n ith precious Iemmes) eerie where enchaceth his writings. 
So Ariſtotle, continually celebrated him. Nay eaen a mon2(t the Barbarous,not one- 
ly Homers name, but bis Poems haue bene recorded and rnereenced. The Indians 
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(/aith Elianus var. hiſt. lib.1x2.cap 48.) intherr owne tongue had Homers Poems ' 


tranſlated and ſung. Nor thoſe Indians alone, but the kings of Perfia. And among ft - 
the Indians(of all the Greek Poets, Homer being ener firſt in eſtimatio;)whenſoeuer 
they v{ed any dimine dmties accordimg to the cuſtome of their houſholds and hoſpitals. 
ties, they innited ener, Apollo,aud Homer. Lucian is bis Encomion of Demoſth; 
#ffirmeth alf Poets celebrated Homers birth dayygy ſacrificed to him the firſt fruites 
#f their verſes. Ss Therſagoras 4nſwereth Lician,he wed to doe bim ſelfe, Alex. Pa- 
phius («ith Euſtathius delivers Homer, «s borne of Egyptian Parents, Damaſa- 
poras bring bis father,and Frhra bis mothergbis nowr ſe betng a certaine Propbeteſſe, 
«nd the dawzhter of Orjs,Ifts Prieſt, from wiek breaſts ,of temtimes,honey flowed in 
the mouth of the infant. After wbich, in the night, he vitered nine ſenerall votes or 
voices of ſowles,niz.ofa Swallow,s Peacocke,a Done,a Crow,a Partrich,a red-Shank, 
« Stare, 4 Blackebird, and 4 Nightingale: and being « little boy, was found play« 
in hs bed with nine Dowes. Sibylla being at « feaſt of bis Parents ,was taken withſo- 
daine fri, and fing verſes, whoſe beginning was acuanyyye mruwnt polynice,ſig- 
nifying mach victerie;in which ſong alſo ſhe called him waar246,great in gloriegand 
cipayinic, ſignifying gerland-ſeller;and commanded him to build « temple to the Pe- 
gridarij, ihat #5, to the Maſes. Herodotus sffirmes, that Phxmius teaching 4 pub. 
like ſchoole at Smyrna ) was his meifter; and Dionylius is bis 56+ oration 
faith, Socrates was Homers {choller.In ſhort;what be was his workes 
ſhew moſt truly;to which (if 10u pleaſe) go 0 


and examine him.

But 7ovs hath orderd I ſhould grieve, and to that end hath caſt 
My life into debates, paſt cnd. My fclfe, and Thets ſonne, 
(Like girles) in words fought far a gicle, and Ith'offence begunne : 
Put if we ever talk as friends, Troy's thus deferred fall, | 
Sha!l never vcx us more one houre. Come then, to viales all, 
That firong Mers, all may bring ta field ; each man his lances ſteclc 
Sce ſharpned well ; his ſhield well lin'd, his horſes meated well, 
is chariot carefully made ftrong ; that theſe affaires of death, 
\Weall day may hold fiercely out : no man muſt reſt or breath. 
The boſomes of our targatiers muſt all be ſteept in ſwear. 
The lancters arrhe muſt fall diſſolv'd ; our chariot-hocſe with heat 
Muſt ſceme tomelt. But if I finde one ſoldier take the chace, 
Or ſtirre from fight, or fight not ſtill, fixt in his enemies face , 
Or hid a {hipboord-; all the world for force, nor price, ſhall ſave 
His hated lite ; but fowles and dogs, be his abhorred grave. 
He ſaid, and ſuch a murmure roſc, as on a lofty ſhore 
The waves make, when the Southwind comes, and tumbles them before 
Againſt a rock, grown necre the ftrand, which diverſly beſer, 
Is never free, but hereand there with varicd uprores beat. 
All roſe then, ruſhing to the fleer, perfum'd their tents, and cat : 
Each ofiring to th'immortall gods, and praying to ſcape thhear | 
Of warre and death, The King ofmen, an Ox of five yeeres ſpring 
{almighty 7ove [lue : call'd the Pceres, firſt Neſtor, then the King 
[4omengu : attcrthem, th' Ajaces, and the fonne 
OfT3dews; Hbscus the ſixth, in counſel! Paragon 
{ 0 /ove him felfe. All theſe he bade, but< at a martiall cry. 
Good Menclaws, fince he ſaw his brother buſily | 
mployd at that time, would not Nandon invitation, 
Pur of himielte came, Al about the offring overthrown 
»t00d round, took faſt-cakes, and the King himſelfe thas praid for all : | 
© 1044,0108 great, moſt glorious, that in that ſtarry hall, j 
| Sit 
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Sit'ſt drawing darke clouds vp toaire: let. notthe Sunne go downe, 
Darkneſſc ſupplyingit; till my hands, thePallace, and the'towne 
Of Priam overthrow, and burne; thearmes on Hefors breaſt 
Diuiding; ſpoiling with my ſword, thouſands (in intereſt | 
Of his bad quarrel!) laid by him, in duſt, and catingcarth- 

He pray 'd, 7owe heard him not, but made, moreplentifull the birth 
Of his fad coiles; yetrooke his gitts. Prayers paſt, cakes on they threw: 
The Oxe then (to the alter drawne, ) they kill'd 2nd from him drew 
His hide : then cuthim vp; his chighes (in two hewne) dubd with far, 
Prickt on the ſweer-breads, and with wood, leauelefle, and kind!'d at 
Appolſed fire, they burnethe thighes; which done, the inwards ſlit, 
They broild on coates, and cate.

Surnam'd Chalcodontiades, the mightic 42ents guide; 


Swift men of foor, whoſe broad-ſet backes, their\trailing haire did hide, 


Well ſeenc in fight and ſoone could pierce, with farre exrended darts 
The breſtplates of their enemies, and reach their deareſt hearts. | 
Fortie blacke men of ware did failein this 4iphenors charge.

And Srhenelws,the deare lou'd ſonne, offamous Copawens : 
Together with Eurial/ur, heire of Meci/ſaws, = 
The king of T alzonides, paſt whom, in deeds of warre, 
The famous ſouldicr Diomed, of all was heldby farre;

Who did in Lacedemons rule, th'ivamealur'd concauc hwid :

CAmycdlas, Hales harbor- towne, that Neptune beats Vpon : 

All theſe did Menelaws leade, (his brother that in crics 

Of warre was famous) ſixtic ſhips, conuaid theſe enemies, 

To Troy in cheefe; becauſe their king, was chicfly iniur'd there, 

In Hellems rape; and did his beſt,to make them buy ir dearc. 
Whodwelrt in Py/es fandiefoyle, ang Arcne the faire,

In Cypariſſews, »Amphygen, and little Poteleon; | 

The rowne whereall the [liots dwelt, and famous Doreon,

To ancicnt 7 hamyrs of Thrace) did vic him cruelly, 

He coming from E7y:w court the wiſe Ochalian king : 

Becauſe he proudly durſt affirme, he could more ſweetly ſing, 

Then that Pycrean race of 7ove; who (angry with his vant) 

Bereft his cyc-(ight, and his ſong, that did the eare enchant; 

And of his skilltotouch his Harpe disfurniſhed his hand : 

All thele in ninctichollow keeles, grauc Neſtor did command: 
Therichly bleſt inhabitants ofthe Arcadian land 

Below Cy/lenes mount, that by Epyars rombe did ſtand; 

Where dwelt the bold neare fighting men; whodid in Pheneas fine : 

And 0rchomen, where flockes of ſhcepe, the (bepheards cluſtring eriue : 

In Rype andin Stratie, the faire Mantinean towne, 

And ſtrong Eziſpe, that for height, is eucr weather blowne, 

Teges, and in Stmphalus Parrbaſiaſtiongly wall'd, 


 Allthcfe A/cews fonne; to field (king Agapenor ) call'd, 


In {ixtic barks he brought them on and cuecrie borke well mand,

The king of faire Amgetades, who from Dulichizs came, 

And from Fuchinans Iweet Iles, which hold their holy frame 
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By ample Els region, AMeres Phelides led : 
Whom Duke Phylews, Tones belou'd, begat,and whilome fled 
To large D#lychius for the wrath, that fir'd his fathers breaſt. 
Twile twentic ſhips with Ebon ſailes, were in his charge addreft. 
The war-like men of Cephale, and theſe of 1thacs, 
Wooddy Nerytus, and the men of wet Crocilis : 
Sharp «A2ilipha, Samos 1 le, Zacynthas, fea incloſd; 
Epyrme,and the men that hold, the Continent oppoſd; 
Alltheſe did wiſe Y {ifs leade, in counſell Peere to 7ove: 
Twcluc ſhips he brought, which in their courſe, vermilion ternes did moue. 
Tha, Andremons wel-ſpoke ſonne, did guide th'Etolians well, | 
Thoſe that in P/europ, Olenon, and ſtrong Pylene dwell : 
Great Calcss that by ſea-fide ſtands, and ſtony Ca/ider; 
For now no more of Oenexs fonnes ſuruiu'd; they all were gone : 
No more his royall ſclfe did liue, no more his noble ſonne, 
The golden Meleager now,their glaſſes all were run. 
All things were lete to him in charge, the Xtolians Chicfe he was, 
And fortic (hips to Troian warres, the ſeas with him did paſſe, 
The royall fouldier 14omen, did leade the Cretans ſtout : 
The men of Gnoſſus, and the towne, Cortima, wall'd about» 
Of Lidtus and Myletiws towres, of white Lyceſtas ſtate, 
Of Pheſts and of Rhiffias, the cities fortunate: 
And all, the reſt inhabiting, the hundred townes of Crere, 
Whom warc-like 1d4omwer did leade, copartner in the flecte, 
With kil-man Merion, eightie ſhips, with them did Troy inuade. 
Tlepelemuw Heraclides, right ſtrong and bigly made, 
Brought ninc tall ſhips of warre from Rhodes, which hautic Rhbod/ans mand, 
Who dwelt in three diſcuerd parts, of that moſt plcaſant land; 
Which Zyndas and 14liſſus were, and bright Camyras, cald: 
Tlepolemus commanded thele, in batrel vnappald : 
Whom faire 4fioche brought forth, by force of Herenless 
Let out of Ephyr with his hand, from riuer Sefees; 
When many townes of princely youths, heleueld with the ground. 
T lepolem (in his fathers houſe, for building much renownd, 
Brought vp to headſtrong ſtate of youth) hismothers brother {luc, 
The flowre of armes, Lycymniws, that ſomewhat aged grew : 
Then ftraight he gathred him a fleete, aſſembling bands of meri, 
And fled by ſea, to ſhun the threats, that were denounced then, 
By other ſonnes and nephewes of th' Alciden fortitude. 
He in his exile came to Rhodes, driven in with tempeſts rude : 
The Rhodians were diſtin in tribes,and great with 7owe did ftand, 
The king of men and Gods, whogane, much treaſure to their land. 
Nirexs out of Symas haven, three wel-buile barkes did bring 
Nirewus faire Aglaies ſonne, and Charopes the king : 
XAireus was the faireſt man that to fairc 7/5ex came, 
Of all the Greekes, ſane Pelews ſonne, who paſt forgenerall frame. 
But weake this was, nor fit for warre, and therefore few did guide, 
Who didin Caſſze, Niſprus, and Crapathbue abide, 
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Phydippms and bold CAntiphw, did guide to Troian toyles, 
The - 1th of crowned Theſſalms, derin'd from Herewtes, 
Who went with thirtic hollow ſhips well ordred to to the (cas, 
Now will I ſing the ſackfu!l croopes, Pelaſgian Argos held, 
That in deepe Alus, Alope, and foft 7 rechina dweld, 
In Prhyaand in Helade, where live the louely dames, 
The Atyrmidons, Helenians, and Achines, robd of Fames : 
Ali which the great «£ac1es, in fiftic ſhips did leade. 
For, theſe forgat warres horrid voice, becauſethey lackr their head, 
That would hauc brought them braucly toorth; but now at flecte did lic, 
That wind-like vſcr of his feet, faire T het& progenic; 
Wroth for bright cheekt Bryſews loſle; whom from Zyrneſſus ſpoiles, 
(His owne exploit) he brought away, as trophceof his toiles, 
When thattowne was depopulatez he ſunke the Theban towres; 
3/yneta, and Epiſtrophw, he ſent to Plautoes bowres, 
Vhocame of king Euenus race, great Helepiades: 
Yet now he idely liues enragd,but ſoone muſt leauc his calc, 
Ot thoſe that dwelt in Phy/ace, and flowric Pyrraſon 
The wood of Ceres,and the foyle, that ſhegpe are fed vpon, 
ten and Antr9n, built by ſea, and Prelers full of grafle, 
Protefilaus while he liu'd, the worthie captaine was : 
Whom now the fable certh detaines : his teare-torne faced ſpoule 
He wofull left in Philace, and his halfe finiſht houſe : - 
A fatall Dardane firſt his life, of all the Greckes, bereft, 
As he was leaping from his ſhip; yet were his men vnleft 
With out a Chietc, for though they wiſht, to hauc no other man, 
But good Prereſilay their guide, Podarces yet began 
To goucrnethem, 1phitz lonne, the ſonne of Philacur, 
Moſt rich in {heepe, and brother to ſhort-lig'd Prove/claw : 
Ofyonger birth, leſſe, and lefſe trong;yerſeru'd he to direkt 
The companies, that ſtill did more, their ancient Duke affe. 
Twiſetwentic Icttic ſailes with him, the ſwelling ſtreame did take. 
But thoſe that did in Pheres dwell, at the Bzbreian lake, 
In 3ebe,and in Glephira,140/cus builded faire: 
{n thrice {ix ſhips to Pergamw : did through the ſcas repaire, 
With o'd 44meres tender ſonne, Eamelws, whom hebred, 
Ot Alc Plies fairciht child, of all his femall ſeed. 
The fouldiers that before the ſiege, Afethones valcs did hold: 
Thaumaciz, flowrie Melibe, and. Oliſon the cold, 
Duke Pheloczeres gouerned, 1n darts of fineſt (leight : 
Senen veſlels in his charge conuaid,/their honorable freight; 
By fiftie rowers in a barke, moſt expext in the bow: 
But he in ſacred Lemmes lay, brought miſerably low, 
3y trormentof an ulcer growne, with Zy4745 poyſon'd bloud : 
Whole ſting was ſuch, Greece left him there, in moſt impatient moode : 
Yet thought they on him at his ſhip, and chuſde to lead his men, 
MHeeon, Oyicxs baltard ſonne, brought forth to him by Rey. 
| From 
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om Thriccebleake Ithomens cliffes, and haplefe Oechaly 
Ev tes Citiernl'd by him, in wilfull ryrany, | 
In charge of E {cu/apius ſonnes, phyſitian highly praiſd: 
I 1chaon, Podalirins, were thirtie veſſels raifd : 
\Who neare Hiperias fountaine dwelt, and in Ormentias : 
The ſnowy rops of Tiranrwr, and in Afterius : 
Encmons lonnc Euripiles, did leade into the field : 
Whoſe rownes did fortie blacke-faild ſhips, to that encounter yeeld. 
Vho Gyrte», and ©Argiſſa held, Orrhen and Elons ſeate, 
And chalkie 9 /goſſine, were led by Polipere; = 
The iſſue of Perithons, the fonne of 7aprrey, 
Hith the « Athenian Theſens friend, Hypodomy did bearc ; 
Vhen he the briftled ſauages : did giue Ramny/ie, 
And drauc them our of Pelize, as farre as Ethics. 
Hecame notfingle,but with him, Leonteas, Corons ſonne, 
An atme of 414rs; and Corons life, Ceners ſeed begun. 
Twifc twentic [hips, atrended theſe. Cunews next did bring, 
From C1phus, twentie faile and two, the Fnzans followings 
And ficrce Per.eb;, that about, Dodones frozen mold, 
Did plant their houſes, and the men, that did the medowes hold, 
Which Titorefizs deckes with flowers, and his (weet curent leades, 
Into the bright Pexeis, that hath the filuec heads, 
Yet with his admirable ſtreame, doth not his waues commix; 
But glides aloft on it like oyle: for tis the floud of Stix, 
By which thiimmortall Gods doe ſweare. Tewrhredows honor'd birth 
Prothom led the Magnets forth, who neare the ſhadic earth, 
Of Pelias,and Peneron, dwelt; fortic reuengefull faile 
Did follow him, theſe were the Dakes, and Princes of anailc, 
T hat came from Greece : but now the man, thatouerſhin'd them all. 
Sing Muſe - and their moſt famous Steeds, to my receitall call, 
That buth th'_Arrides followed, faire Phereriedes, 
The braucſt mares did bring by much; Zumelius manag'd theſe: 
Swift of their fecte a5 birds of wings; both ofone haire did ſhine, 
Both of an age, both of a height, as meſur'd by aline: 
Whom filuc: bow'd Xpo4o bred, in the Pierean mead; 
Both ſlicke and daintie, yet were both, in werre of wondrous dread.

in the ayre, not in preſent att with them. From thy, immediatly and miſt rabid. 
ly be ranges 10 VIyſles reprehenſion, for killing the wocers with his bow, in the 
Odyſſes. T hen to bis late vomit againe inthe Iliads the very next word, and en- 
with Achilles horſe for ſpeaking, (becauſe himſelfe would have all the tongne) 
when, tn ſacred writ, Balaams eſſe could have taught bim, the like hath = , 
heard of. Tet nom tothe Odyiles againe with a breath, andchallengeth Viyſles 
ſhip for ſuffering Neptoneto turue it to 4 rocke, Here is ſtrange laying out for 4 
maſter ſocuriouſly methodicall. Not with what Graces, with what Muſes, we 
may aske he was inſpired: but with what Harpyes ? what Furies ? putting the 
puridum mendacinm «pon Homer. Patidus, incptus, frigidus, pucrilis, (being 
termes fitter for a ſcold or a vawa, then a man ſoftened by learning) he belcbeth 
againſt him, whom all the world hath reverenced, and admired, as the fountatre 
of all wit, wiſedome, and learning. 141 touch is it to me then, to beare ſpots of 
depravations, when my great maſter u thus muddily dawb'd with it?

Which in her marriage roome muſt lie; whoſe beauties have ſuch force, 

That they arc wiſht of many Knights, but areſach precious things, hk 
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T hat they are kept for horſe that draw the chariots of Kings; 
Which horle (ſo deckt) the charioteere eftcemes a grace to him: 
Like theſe (in grace) the bloud upon thy ſolid thighes did ſwim, 
O Aenelaus, downe thy calves and ankles to the ground; 
For nothing deckesa ſouldicr ſo, as doth an honour'd wound. 
Yet (fearing he had far'd much worſe) the haire ſtood up en end 
One 42497:m10m, when he ſaw fo much blacke bloud deſcend. 
And ſt:fncd with the like diſmay, was CHenelaws to - 
Bur (keing th'arrowes ſtale withont;) and that the head did goe = 
No further then it might be ſeen, he cald his ſpirits againe : 
Vhich Agamempon marking not (but thinking he was flainc) 

c grip't his brother by the hand,and ſigh'tas he would breake : 
Which figh the whole hoſt tooke from him, who thus at laſt did ſpeake - 
O deareſt brother, is't for this? that thy death muſt be wrought, 

Wrovght 1 this truce? For this haſt thou, the fingle combar foughr 
For all the armie of the Greckes? For this hath 1lion ſworne, 
And trod all faith beneath thcir feet? Yer all this hath not worne 
The right we challeng'd out of force; this cannot render vaine 
Our ſtricken right hands; ſacred wine, nor all eur offrings ſlaine. 
For though 0lympize be not quicke in making good our ill, 
He will be ſurc, as he is (low; and ſharplicr prove his will: 
'Thcir owne hands ſhall be miniſters ofthoſe plagues they deſpiſe - 
Which ſhall their wives and children reach, and all their progenies. 
For both in minde, and ſoule, I know, that there ſhali come a day, 
When llion, Priam,all his powre ſhall quite be worne away 
When heaven-inhabiting /ove ſhall (bake his fierie ſhicld at all, 
For this one miſchicfe. This I know, the world cannot reeall. 
But, be all this; all my griefe ſtill, for thee will be the fame, 
(Dcatre brother:) if thy life muſt hcre put out his royall flame; 
I Chall ro ſandic Argos turne, with infamic, my face, 
Andallthe Greckes willcall for home: old Priamand his race 
Will fame in glory; Helena untoucht, be ſtill their prey, 

ſhall lay; 


And thy bones in our enemies earth, our curſed fatcs 

Thy Sepulcher be trodden downe, the pride of Troy deſire,

Nor {hall this ever chance (faid he) and therefore be of cheare, 

Leſt all the armie (led by you) your paſhons put in feare: 

Thearrow fell in no ſuch place, as death couldenter at; 

My girdle, curets doubled here, and my moſt truſted plate, 

ObicRcd all twixtme and death, the ſhaft ſcarce piercing one. 

Good brother (ſaid the King, I wiſh it were no further gone; 

For then our beſt in medicines $kild, ſhall ope and ſearch the wound 

Applying balmes to caſe thy paines, and ſoone reſtore thee ſound. 

This ſaid, divine T a/rbybiws he cald, and bad him haſte 
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Macha2n ) Eſcalapins lonne, who moſt of men was grac't 
With Phyſickes ſoveraigne remedies) to come and lend his hand 
To Mene/auzs, (hotby one well skild in the command 
Of bow and arrowes, oneof Troy, or of the Lycian aid, 
Who much hath glorificd our foe, aad us as mach diſmaid, 
He heard and hafted inſtantly, and caſt his eyes about 
Thethickeſt ſquadrons ofthe Greekes, to finde Machaow out. 
He found him ſtanding guarded well, with well-arnyd men of Thrace; 
With whom he quickly ioynd, and ſaid, Man of «poles race ? 
Haſte, for the King of men commands toſec a wound impreſt 
In Mernelaws (greatin armes) by one inſtructed beſt 
In th'art of archeric, of Troy, or of the Lycian bands, 
Thatthem with much/renowne adornes, us with diſhonour brands. 
Machaon much was mov'd with this, who with the herald flew 
From troupe to troupe, alongſt the hoſt, and ſoone they came in view 
Of hurt ©Arrides, circled round with all the Grecian Kings, 
Whoall gave way, and ſtraight he drawes the ſhaft: which forth he brings 
Without the forkes, the girdle then, plate, curets, ofthe pluckes, 
And viewes the wound, when firſt from it the clotterd bloud he ſuckes, 


Then medicines wondroufly compold, the skilfull Leech applycd, 


W hich loving Chyrop taught his Sire; he from his Sirc had tryed. 
Whiletheſe were thus employed to calc, the CX17ean marrialiſt, 
The Troians arm'd, and charg'd the Greekes, the Greekes arme and reſiſt. 
Then not aſleepe, nor maz'd with feare, nor ſhifting off the blowes, 
You con'd behold the King of men, bur in fuſl ſpeed he gocs 
To ſet a glorious fight onfoot: and he examples this, 
With toyling (likethe worſt) on foot, who therefore did diſmiſſe 
His braſſe-armv'd chariot, and his ſteeds with Prolomems ſonne, 
(Sonne of Pyraides) their guide, the good Exrymidon; 
Yet (ſaid the King) attend with them, leſt wearinefſe ſhould ſeile 
My lims, ſurcharg'd with ordering troupes, ſo thicke and vaſt as theſc: 
Ewrimidon then rein'd his horſe, that trotted neighing by; 
The King a foot-man, and ſo ſcowres the ſquadrons orderly, 
Thoſe of his (wiftly-mounted Greekes, that in their armes were fic, 
Thoſe he put on with chearefull words, and bad them not remit 
The leaſt ſparke of their forward ſpirits, becauſe the Treians durſt 
Take theſe abhord advantages, bar let them doc their worſt: 
For they, might be afſur'd that 7eve would iſe nolies, 
And that, who with the breach af eruce, would hurt their enemies, 
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With Vultures ſhould be torne themſelves; that they ſhould razetheir towne, 


T heir wives andchildren at their breaſt, led vaſſalsto their owne. 
But fuch as he beheld hang off from that increaſing fight, ' 

Such would he bitterly rebuke, and with diſgrace excite -  - 

Baſe Argives, bluſh ye not to ſtand, as made for Buts todarts? 

Why are ye thus diſcomfited like Hinds that have no hearts ? 

Who wearicd with along-run field; are inſtantly emboſt, 

Stand ſtill, and in their beaſtly breaſts, isall their courage loſt : 

And fo ſtand you ſtrooke withamaze, nor dare to ſtrike a ſtroke, 
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Would ye the foe {hould nearer yer, your daſtard ſpleenes provoke ? 
Even where on Neptunes fomie ſhore, our navies lic in fight ? 
To (ce if /ove will hold your hands, and teach ye how to fight ? 
Thus he (commanding) rang'd the hoſt, and (paſſing many a band) 
He came to the Ceetenſian troupes, where all did armed ſtand Bi 
About the martiall 14omen; who bravcly ſtood before, 
In vantguard of his troupes, and matchr, for ſtrength a ſavage Bore. 
Aeriones (his charioteere) the Rereguard bringing on - 
Which ſcene to Arrews ſonne, to him it was a fghe alone; , 
And 14emens confirmed minde, with theſe kinde words he ſeekes; 
Azamemnen 19 O Idomen! | ever lov'd thy felfe paſt all the Greckes; 
pon In warre, or any worke of peaces at table,every where; 
For whenthe beſt of Greece beſides, mixe ever, at our cheere, 
My good old ardent wine, with ſmall; and our inferiour mates ; 
Drinke even that mixt winemeafur'd roozthou drinkſt without thoſe rates 
Our old wine, neate; and evermore thy boll ſtands full like mine; 
To drinke ſtill when, and what thou wilt. Then rowſe that hcarrt ofthine 
And whatſoever heretofore thou haſt aſſum'd tobe, | 
This day begreater. To the King in this ſort anſwerd he, 
11mm 466 CArrides, what Tever ſeem'd, the ſame at every 
7:10. Thisday ſhall ſhew me atthe full, and I will firthy heart. 
Bur thon ſhonldſt rather cheare the reſt, and tell them they in right 
Ofall good warre, muſt offer blowes, and ſhould begin the fight. 
(Since Troy firſt brake the holytrucc) and not induretheſe bravee, 
To take wrong firſt,and then be dar'd ta the revenge it craves: 
Afſſuring themehar Troy, in fate, muſt have the worſe atlaſt; 
Since firſt, and gainft a truce, they hurt, where they ſhould havecmbract. 
T his comfort andadvice did fit Atrides heart indeed, 
 Whoftillthrough new raifd ſwarmes of men, held his laborious ſpeed : 
And came where both th' 4;aces ood; whom like the laſt he found, 
Arm'd, caskt, and ready for the fight. Behinde them, hid the ground, 
A cloud of foot, that feem'd to ſmoke. And as a Gotcheard ſpies, 
How the croupe: On ſore hill top, one of the Sca, arainy vapour riſe, | 
sf 4iax iced, Driven by the breath of Zephyrus, which (though farre off he reſt) 
Comes on as blacke aspitch, and brings at in his breaſt, 
Vhereat, he frighted, drives his herds apace into a den - 
So (darkning earth, with darts and lhields) ſhew'drheſe with all their men. 
This ſight, with like ioy fir dthe King, who thus let forth the flame, 
Agamerma ts In crying out to both the Dukes: O you ofequall name," 
02 415 TI muſt norcheare; nay, I diſclaime all my command of you, 
Your ſelves command with ſuch free mindes,and make your ſouldiers ſhew., 
AS you, nor I led, but themfelves. O would ourfather 7ove, 
11136704, andthe god of light, would all our bodies move 
With ſuch brave fpirirsas breathein you :then'Priems loftic towne 
Should ſoone be taken by our hands, forever overthrowne. 
411i» Then held he on toother troupes, and Neftor, next beheld 
»4+ins bs CTheſubtlePylian Orator) range up and downethe field, 
415,  Ermbattelling his men at armes, andtirring all to blowes; 
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Points every legion out his Chicfe, and every Chiefc he ſhowes 

The formes and diſcipline of warre- yet his Commanders were 
Allexpert, and renowned men: Great Pelagon was there; 

Alaſtor : manly Chromiue, and Hemon worth a Throne, 

And 3yas that con(d armies leade: withtheſe he firſt pur on | 

His horſe troupes with their chariots: his foore (of which he chuſde 
Many, the beſt and ableſt men, and which he ever uſde, 

As rampirc to hisgenerall powre) hein the rere diſpoſd. 

The ſloathfull, and the leaſt in ſpirit, he in the midſt incloſd; 

Thar fuch as wanted noble wils, baſe need might force to ſtand. 

His horſe troupes (that the Vantgard had) he tritly did command 
To ride their horſes temperatcly; to keepetheir rankes, and ſhun . 
Contuſion; leſt their horſemanſhip and courage made them run 

(Too much preſum'd en) much roo farre: and (charging ſo alone) 
Engage themſelves in th'enemics ſtrength, where many fight with one. 
Who his owne chariot leaves to range, let him not freely goe, 

But ſtraight unhorſe him with a lance : for tis much berter ſo. 

And with this diſcipline (ſaid he) this forme, theſe mindes, this truſt; 
Our Anceſtors have wals, and rownes, laid levell with the duſt. 

Thus proimpr, and long innr'd toarmes, this old man didexhort ; + 

Andthis ._/rrides likewiſe tooke in wondrous cRearefull ſort : 

And ſaid, O Father! would to heaven, that as thy minde remaines

But age, that all men overcomes, hath made his prize on thee,

As they report that haue beheld him labour in a fight. 

For me, I never knew the man, nor in his preſence came : 

But excellentabove the reſt, he was in generall fame. 

And one renownd exploit of his, ] am aſſur'dis true, 

He came to the Mycenian Court, without armes, and did fue 

At Godlike Polinices bands, to have ſome worthy aid, 

To rhcir defignes, thatgainſt the wals of ſacred Thebes were laid, 
He was great Polinices gueſt, and nobly cntertaind - 

And ofthekinde Mycenian ſtate, what he requeſted gaind, 

ſo mcere conſent: but when they ſhould the ſame in aR approve, 
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(By forme ſiniſter prodigics,held out to them by 7owe) 

They weredifcourag'dzthence he wear, andſafely had his paſſc 
Backe to Eſopus floud, renown'd for Bulruſhes and grafle; 

Yet, once more, their AmbaſTadour, the Grecian Peeres addreſle, 
Lord 7y4ems to Eteocles: to whom being given acceſſe, 

He found him feaſting with a crew of Cadmians in his ball, 
Among(t whom, thoughan cnemy, and onely oneto all; 

To all yer, he his challenge made at every martiall feate, 

Andcaſly toild all, ſince with him, Atizerva was ſo grear, 

The ranke. rode Cadmians (much incenſt with their ſo foule diſgrace) 
Lodg'd ambuſcados for their foe, in ſome well choſen place, 

By which he was to make returne, T wiſc five and twenty men, 

And two of them great Capraines roo, the ambuſh did containe. 
Thenames of thole two men ofrule, were Aeon, Hemons ſonne, 
And Lycophontes, Keepe-field cald, the heire of e4wtophon, * 

By alt men honord like the gods: yer theſe and all their friends, 
Were ſent to hell by 7ydews hand, and had untimely ends. 

He truſting to the aid of gods, reveald by Auguriez 

Obeying which, one Chicfe he ſav'd, and did his life apply, 

To be the heavy meſſenger of all the others deaths, | 

And that ſad meſſage (with his life) ro Aeon he bequeaths, 

So bravea Knight was Tydews: of whom a ſonne is ſprong, 
Inferiour farre in martiall deeds, though higher in his tongue. 

All this. Tyd:des (ilent heard, aw'd bythe reverend King; 
Which ſtung hot Srhenelus with wrath, whothus putforth his ſting - 
Atrides ? when thou know'ſt the truth, ſpeake what thy knowledge is, 

And doe not lyc ſoz tor I know, and I will bragge in thisz 


Thar we are farre more able men, then both our fathers were; Sthenefus 1gugh 
We tooke the ſeven-fold ported Thebes, when yet we had not there oe tes 


$8 great heipe as our fathers had, and fought beneath a wall, 
Sacred to Ars, by helpe of 7owe; and truſting to the fall 
Of happy ſignes from other gods, by whom we rooke the rowne

And therefore never more compare our fathers worth with ours. 
Tydides frownd at this, and faid; Suppreſſe thineangers powrs, |

Admonilhing all Greckes to fight: for if Troy prove our prize, 
The honour and the joy is his. If here our ruine lyes, 
The ſhame and griefe for that, asmuch, is hisin greateſt kindes. 
As hethen his charge, weigh we ours: which is our dantleſſe mindes. 
Thus from his chariot (amply arm'd) he jumpt downex0the ground - 
The armor of the angry King, ſo horribly did ſound, 
It might have made his braveſt foe, let feare rake downe his braves.

But ſhew'd mixt tongues from many aland, of men cald to theiraid : 
Mmi/ort* Rude Hears had th'ordring of their ſpirits: of Greeks, the learned Maid. 
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Yor 41 144445, But terror follow'd both the hoſts, and flight; and furious ftrife, 
Diſco! (4+ 6/ttr The fiſter, and the mare of 1 275, that ſpoyle of humane life, 
4 -..,, Andnever is her rage arreſt, at firſt ſhe is but ſmall, 
ms, Yerakter, (but a little fed) ſhegrowes ſovaſt, and tall, 
Thar while her feet move here 1n carth, her forhead 1s in heaven. 
And this was ſhe that made even then both hoſts ſa deadly given. 
Through every troupe ſhe ſtalkt, and ſtird rough ſighes up as ſhe went :

The men of elder times werethey, that his high power begat, 
Such men as had Herca/ean force; my father Hercules

The dart yet vexthim b:rtcrly, which ſhould have beenepuld ours vr 0 ect 
But none conſidered then ſo much; ſo thicke came on the rour, © ON 
And fild cach hand ſofull of cauſe, ro plye his owne defence; 
Twas held enough (both faine) that borh wetenobly carried thence, 
Y lyſſes knew rhe events of both, and rooke it much to hart, | 
That his friends cnemie ſhould (cape; andin a twofold part 
His thoughts contended; if he ſhould purſue Sarpedors life, 
Or take his friends wreakeon his men. Fate did conclude this ſtrife; Plyſe vane. 
By whom twas otherwiſe decreed, then that Ylyſſes ſtecle 
Should cnd Sarpedon. In this doubr, AMiuervetooke the wheele 
From fickle Chance; and made his minde refolvero right his friend 
With thar bloud he could furcft draw. Then did Revenge extend 
Her full power on the multitude; Then did he never miſle, 
Alaftor, Halius, Chromita, Noemon, Pritanis, 
_Alcander,and a number more, hefluc, andmore had ſlaine, 
If HeFor had not underſtood; whoſe powre made in amaine, 
And ſtrooke feare through the Grecian troupes; but to Sarpedon gave SarpeYon to 
Hope of full reſcue, who thus cryed, O HetFor! helpe and ove | _ 
My body from the fpoyleof Greece; that to your loved towne, - 
My friends may ſeeme borne; and then, letearth poſſcfſe herowne, 
Inthis ſoyle, for whoſe ſake I left my countries; for no day 
Sha!! ever ſhew me that againe; nor to my wife diſplay

'Twixt him and death; but both himſelfe, and he that had command 


Of his faire horſe, Cadſaxs, tell liveleſſe on the ground, 
Euryalmns; Opheltine, and Dreſus dead did wounds 
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Nor eaded there his fierie courle, which he againe begins, 

And ran to it ſucceſlefully, upon a pairc ef twins, 

( I hat firſt cabd father, though baſe borne, renown d Zeomedon) 
On Nai A barbarzagot, a Nymph that (as ſhefed 

Her curled flockes) Bucokon woo'd, and mixt in love and bed. 
Boththeſc were ſpoild of armes, and life, by £1 eciftages. 

Then Po!ypares, for ſterne death, 4/tialwdid ſeile : 
vioſſes luc Percoſins: Tewcer, Aretaon : 

Antiloachus (old Neſtors joy) 4blerws: the great ſonne 
Of Arrews, andking of men, E/atws, whoſe abode 

He held at upper Pedaſus, where Satnius river flow'd. 
The great Heroe Leitws, ſtaid Philacwe in flight, 

From further life: Ewripi/me, Melanthins reft of light. 

The brother to the king of men, 4dreſtws tooke alive, 
Whoſc horſe, (affrighted with the flight) their driver now diddrive, 
Amongſt the low-growne Tamriske trees, andat an arme of one 
The chariot in the draught. tree brake, the horſe brake looſe, and ron 
T hc ſame way others fled, contending all to towne: © 
Himſelfe cloſc atthe chatiot wheelc, upon his face was throwne, 
And there lay flat, roll'd up in duſt: 4:rides inwards drave, 

And (holding at his breaſt his lance) Adreſfw ſought to fave 

His head, by loſing of his feet, and eruſting to bis : 

On which, theſame parts of the king, he hngs, and offers fees 

Of worthy value for his life, and thus pleads theirreccipr: 

Take me alive, O Arrews ſonne, and take a worthy weight 

Of brafle, elaborate iron, and gold: a heape of pretious things 
Arcin my fathers riches hid, which (when your ſervant brings

Head of thine anger: thou ſhouldſt need , no ſpirit to ſtirreup thine, 
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But thine ſhould fer the reſt on fire; and with a rage divine

Come forch, leſt thy faire rowres and Troy, be burn'd about thine earcs. 
Paris acknowledg'd (as before) all jultthat Hefor ſpake; 
Allowing iuſtice, though it were for his injuſtice ſake: 
And where his brother put a wrath, upon him by his art, 
He takes it (for his honours ſake) as ſprung out of his heart: 
And rather would have anger ſeeme his faule, then cowardiſe: 
And thus he anſwer'd: Since with right you ioyn'd checke with adviſe, 
And I heare you; give cquall carc; It is not any ſpleene 
Againſt the Towne (as you conceive) that makes me ſo unſcenc; 
But ſorrow for it: which ro caſe, and by diſcourſe digeſt,

This ſentence quicke, and briefly given, the Greeks did all admire: 

Then faid the King, Herald,thou hear'ſt, in him, the voice entire Ag menmonis 
Of all our Pecres, to anſwer thee, for that of Priams ſonne: lie, 

Bur, for our burning of the dead, by all mcanes I am wonne 

Tofatisfie thy King thercin, without the ſlendreſt gaint 

Made of their ſpoyled carkaffes; bur freely (being {laine) 

They ſhall be all confum'd with fire : to witneſſe which, I cite 

H'gh thundring 79we,thatis the king,of 7unos beds delight. 

With this, he held his ſcepter up, to all the skie thron'd powers:

 Aſumptuous banquet was prepar'd, and all that nightthe Peeres, 
And faire-hair'd Greeks conſum'd in feaſt: ſo Trojans, and heir aide. 
And all the night 7ove thunderd loud : pale feare all thoughts diſmaide. 
While they were gluttonous in carth, 7ove wronght their banesin heaven: 
They powr'd full cups upon the ground; and were to offerings driuen, 
In ſtead of quaffings: and to drinke,nonedurſt attempt, before 
In ſolemne ſacrifice they didalmightie owe adore. 
Then to their reſts they all repair'd: bold zealethere feare bercav'd:

” Tough Hector ſhould report thee faint, and amorous of thy caſe, 
The Troians nor the Troian wiues, would neucr giue him truſt, . 
VWhoſc yourhfull hasbands thy free hand, hath ſmotherd fo in duft: 
Tl1:s (aid, he turn'd his one-bou'd horſe, to flight, and troope did take; 
When 7797 and his men with ſhouts, didgreedy purſuit make, 
Aqd pour'd on darts, that made aire ſigh: then Hefor did cxclaime, 
, 11:70: brave OT yaeus lonne, the Kings of Greece doe moſt renowne thy name 
ro pied. With higheſt place, feaſts, and full cups, who now will doe thee ſhatne : 
Thou ſhalt belike a woman uſde, and they will ſay, Depart 
Irnmortall minion, ſince toſtand, Hefor thou haſt no hart, 
Nor canſt thou ſcalc our turrets tops, nor Icade the wines to flect 
Of valiant men, that wifelike fear'ſt, my aducrle charge to meet. 
This, two waies mou'd him, ſtill to flye,or turne his horſe and fight: 
Thriſethruft he forward to aſſault, and cuery time the frighe

(To ſhew the change of vitory) Troians ſhould viRors ſhinc. 
Then Heor comforted his men; Allmy aduentrous friends, 
12745, Be men, and of your famous ſtrength, thinke of the honourd cnds. 
1 know, beneuolent 7«piter; did by his becke profeſle 
Conqueſt, and highrenowne to me; and tothe Greckes diſtreſlc, 
O fooles, to raiſe ſuch filly forts, not worth the leaſt account, 
Nor able to reſiſt our force, with eaſe our horſe may mount, 
Quite ouer all thcir hollow dike: but. when their flect I reach, 
Lermemory to all the world, a famous bonfire teach :

The ſhield of old Ne/ezdes, wTich Fame lifts to the skies, 
Eyen tothe handles, telling it, to be of maſkie gold: 
And frew the ſhoulders ler us rake, of Diomed the bold, 
The royall curace Yu/can wrought, with art ſo exquilite. 
Thele if we make our ſacred {poyle, I doubt not, but this Night, 
Euen to their naute to enforce, the Greekes vnturned flight. 
This 7#»0 tooke in high diſdaine, and made Olympus ſhake, 
As {he bur ſtird within her throne, and thus to Neprune [pake; 
Jamo 16 NA _O Neptune, whata ſpite is this? thou God fo huge in power,

Theſe Greckes that have in Helice, and Aege, offred thee 
So many andſo wealthy gifts, letthem the viRtors be; 
If wethat arc the aids of Greece, would beate home theſe of Troy, 
And hinder broad. cyd 7oves proud will, it would abarc his joy. 
He (angry) told her, ſhe was rafh, and he would nor be one, 
Of all the reſt, ſhould ſtriue with 7ove, whoſe power was matcht by none? 
Whilesthey conferd thus, all the ſpace; the trench containd before, 
(From thar part of the fort rhar flankr, rhe nauic-anchoring ſhore) 
Was fild with horſe and targateirs, who therefor refuge came, 
By CU r5-[wift Hcitors power engagde; Tove gavehis ſtrength the fame : 
And he with ſpoilcfall fire bad burne the flect : if 7u79s grace 
had not inſpirdethe King himſelfe,to run from place to place, 
And ſtir up cuery ſouldiers power, to ſome illuſtrious deed; 
Firſt viſiting their leaders tents, his ample purple weed 
He wore, to ſhew all who he was: and did his ſtation take 
A wiſe V1y/ſes (able barkes, that did the battell make 
.Ofall the fleet; from whence his ſpeech, might with more caſe be diiuen 
To 44x and Achilles ſhips, to whoſe chiefe charge were giuen 
The Vantguard and the Rereguard both; both for their force of hand, 
And truſty boſormco. There arriu'd, thus urg'd he to withſtand 
Th'inſulting Troians; O what ſhame, ye emptie hearted Lords, 
Is this to your admired formes? where are yanr glorious words ? 
In Lemnos vannting you the beſt of all the Grecian hon : 
We are the ſtrongeſt men (yeſaid) we will command the moſt, | 
Eating moſt fleſhof high hornd beeues, and drinking cups full crownd ; 
And cuery man a hundred foes, two hundred will confound ; | 
Now all our ſtrength, dar'd to our worſt, one Hef#or cannor rame, 
Who preſently with horrid fire, will all our fleet inflame, 
O Father 7ove, hath cuer yer, thy moſt unſuffred hand 
AfMiQed, with ſuch ſpoyleof ſoules, the King of any land ? 
And taken ſo much fame from him? when I did nener faile 
(Sinceunder moſt unhappy ſtarres, this fleet was under faile) 
Thy gloriousaltars, I proteſt; butaboveall the gods, 5 
Have burnt fat thighs of beeves to thee, and praid to raze th'abodes 
Oſ rape-defending [lions yer grant (almighty 7ove) 
One favour, that we may at leaſt, withlife from hence remove - 
Not under ſuch inglorious hands, the hands of death employ, 
And where Troy ſhould be ſtoopt by Greece, let Greece fall under Troy. 
To this even weeping King, did 7#ve,remorſefull audience give, 
And ſhookegreat heaven to him, for figne, his men and he ſhould live - 
Then quickly caſt he off his hawke, the Eagle prince of aire, 
That perfe&s his unſpotted vowes, who ſciſd in her repaire 
A ſacking hindecalfe, which ſhe truſt, in her enforcive ſeeres, 
Andby 1oves altarlet it fall, amongſt th'amazed Peeres, 
Wherc thereligious Achive Kings, with facrifice did pleaſe 
The author of all Oracles, divine Sareurmides. 
Now when they knew the bird of 7ove, they turnd couragious head - 
When none (though many Kings put on) could make his vaunr, he led

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Tyaidesro renewd aſſault: or iſſucd firſt the dike, 
Oc firſt did fight: bur tarre the firſt, ſtone dead his lance did ſtrike 
 Arm'd eArgelaw, by deſcent, ſurnam'd Phradmonides; 
He turd his ready horſe to flight; and Di#meds lance did ſeiſc 
His backe betwixt his ſhoulder blades, and looke out at his breſt; 
He fell, and his armes rang his fall. Th'i_7rrides next addreſt 
Themſelves to fight; th' 4iaces next, with vehement ſtrength endude : 
Tdomenems and his friend, ſtout Merion, next purſude : 
And after theſe Z2ripeims, Evemons honord race - 
Theninth, with backward wreathed bow, had little Texcey places 
I 4 reucer ſerving He Rill fought under 44x ſhield; who ſometimes held it by, 
| Þ under 4% Andthen he lookt his obje& out, andlet his arrow flye - 
'S: cop And whomſoever in the preaſſe, he wounded, him he fluc, 
Then under 44ax ſeven-fold ſhield, he preſently withdrew: 
He far'd like an unhappy child, rhat doth to mother run 
For ſuccour, when he knowes full well, he ſome ſhrewd turne hath done. 
What Troians then wereto their deaths, by Texcers ſhafts impreſt - 
Haplefſe 0rſy/ochus was firſt; O7menus, Opheleſt, - 
Detor, and hardy Cronive, and Zycopbondivines 
And © Amopaon, that did ſpring, from Polyemons line, 
And Aenalippme: all on heapes, he tumbled to the ground. 
The King rejoyc'tto ſee his ſhafts, the Phrygian ranks confound: 
Ar1mermnen to VVho ſtraight came neare, and ſpake to him; O Texcer lovely man, 
1 eucers Strike {till ſo ſure, and be a grace toevery Grecian; 
And tothy father Telamon, who tooke thee kindely home, 
(Although not by his wife, his ſonne) and gavethce foſter roome, 
Even from thy childhood; then to him, though far from hence remau'd, 
Make 200d fame reach; and to thy (clfe, I vow what ſhall be prov'd: 
If he that dreadfull Z 2 beares, and Pal/as grant ro me 
Th'expugnance of well-builded Troy, I firſt will honour thee, 
Next to my (elfe with ſome rich gift, and pur it in thy hand: 
A three-foot veſlell, that for grace, in ſacred Fanes doth ſtand : 
Orewo horſe and a chariot, orclſe a lovely Dame, 
T hat may aſcend on bed with thee, and amplific thy name. 
Texter to Aga Teucer right nobly anſwerd him: Why (moſt illuſtrious King) 
memnon, I being thus forward of my ſelfe, doſtthou adjoynea ſting ? 
Without which, all the power I have, Iccaſe not to employ : 
For, from the place where we repulſt the Troians towards Troy, 
T all the purplc field have ſtrew'd, with one or other {laine: 
Eight ſhafts I ſhot, with long ſtcele heads, of which not one in vaine; 
All were in youthfull bodies fixt, well skild in warres conſtraint : 
Yet this wild dog, with all my aime, I have nopowcrto taint- 
This ſaid, another arrow forth from his ſtifle ſtring he ſent, 
j At Hefgr, whom he long 'd to wound, bur till amiſſe it went : 
! His (haft ſmit faire Gorg11h10n, of Priams princely race, 
l Who in Zpina was brought forth (a famous cowne in Thrace) 
| þ By Caſtian:ra; that, for forme, was like celeſtiall breed. 
| And as a crimſon Poppie flower, ſurcharged with his ſeed, 
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And vernall humours falling thicke, declines his heavie brow; 
So, of one ſide, his helmets weight, his fainting head did bow: 
Yet Texcer would another ſhaft at Hed#ors life diſpoſe; 
 Sofaine, he ſuch a marke would hit: but ſtill beſfdes ir goes; 
Apollo did avert the (haft : but HedFors charioteere | 
Bold ©rcheprolemus he ſmit, as he was ruſhing neere_ 

To make the fight - to carth he fell, bis ſwift horſe backe did flic, 
And there,were both his ſtrength and foule,cxilde crernally. 


Huge pricfe, for He&orsſlaughter'd friend, pincht-in his mightic mintle: 


| Yet was heforc't to leave himrhere, and his er} pom refignd 
Tv his ſad brother, that was by; Cebriones: whoſe care

And Hettor from his [hining coach (with horrid voice) leapt on, 

To wreake his friend on Texcers hand; and np he tookea ſtone,

With ſuch fell ſpeed, that in his draught, he his right ſhoulder ſtrooke, 
Where twixt his necke andbreaſt, rhe ioynt, his natiue cloſure tooke:

With the long labours you have ug'd, in your viRtorious fight, and Pallas. 
| Deſtroying Trojans: gainſt whoſe lives, you heape ſuch high deſpight. Scrptice, 
Ye (hould have held your glorious courſe; for be affur'd, as farrc 
As all my powres (by all meanes urgd) could have ſuſtaind the warre *: 
Not all the hoſt of Deities, ſhould have retir'd my hand | 
From vowd inflitions on the Greeks: much lefle, you two withſtand. 
But you before you ſaw the fight, muchleſle the {laughter there, 
Had all your goodly lineaments, poſleſt with ſhaking feare; 
And never had your chariot borne, their charge to heaven againe : 
Bur thunder ſhould have [mit you both, had youone Trojan ſlaine:

Our kindc obedience, nor our griefes, but bearc our powers applide 
To iuſt proteQion of the Greeks, that anger tombe not all _ 
ln Troyes foulegulfe of perjuric, and let them ſtand, ſhould fall, 
Grieve not (faid 78ve) atall done yet: for if thy taire eyes pleaſe, 
This next 1cd morning they ſhall ſee the great Saturnides 
Bring more deſtruRion to the Greekes: and Hefty ſhall not ceaſe, 
Till he have rowſed from the Fleet, {wift- foot «&zcides :; 
In that day, when before their ſhips, for his Patroc/me ſlaine,

Hefor (intending to conſult) nearc co the gultie floud 
Farrctrom the Flcer, led to a place, purc,and exempt from bloud, 
The Troians forces: from their horſe, all lighted, and did hearc 
Th'Oration 7ove-lov'd HeiZor made, who held a goodlyſpcare, 
Eleven fuil cubirs long the head was braſſe, and did refleRt 
A wanton light before himſtill, it round ahout was deckt | 
\W:th ſtrong hoopes of new burniſhr gold.On this he leand,and faid : 
Heare me my worthy friends of Troy,and yeu our honord aid : 
A little ſince, TT had conceit, we ſhould have made retreate, 
By light of the inflamed fleet, with all the Greekes eſcheate; 
But darkneſle hath prevented us, and faf'd, with ſpeciall grace, 
Theſe Achives, and their [hore-hal'd flect. Let us then render place, 
Toſacred Night, our ſuppers drefle; 2nd from our chariot free 
Our faire-man'd horſe, and meate them well: then let there convoid be, 
From forth the citie preſently, Oxen, and well fed (heepe , 
Sweet wine, and bread, and fell much wood,that all night we may keepe

\bout the wals, and let our Dames, yet flouriſhing in yeares, 
That (having beauties to keepe pure) are moſt inclin'd to feares, Fo 
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{Since darkneſſe in diſtreſſctull rimes, more dreadfull is then light) 
Make loftic fires in every houſe- and thus, the dangerous night, 
Held with ſtrong watch; if th'enemie have ambuſcadocs laid 
Neare to our wals (and therefore ſeeme, in flight themore diſmaid, 
Intending a ſurpriſe, while we, are all withour the rowne) 
They every way {hall be impugn'd, to every mans renowne.

That I (hall now expulſe theſe dogges, fates fent to our abodes; 
Who bring oſtents of deſtinie, and blacke their threatning flcer. 
- But this night let us hold ſtrong guards: to morrow we will meet 
(With fierce-made warrc) before their ſhips, and Ile make knowneto all,

Their ſuit is wretchedly enforc't to free their owne defpaires; 

And my lifc never ſhall be hir'd, with thanklefle deſperate praires- 
For never had Þ benefit, that ever foild the foc; 

Even (hare hath he that keepes his rent, and he to field doth go 
With equall honour cowards dic, and men moſt valiant : 

The much pertormer, and the man, that can of nothing vaunt. 

No overplusI ever found, when with my minds moſt ſtrife. 

To doethem good, to dangerous fight I have cxpos'd my life. 

But even as to unfeatherd birds, the carefull dam brings meate, 

W hich when ſhe hath beſtow'd, her ſelfe hath nothing left to ear - 


So when my broken ſleepes have drawne, the nights t'extremeſt length, 


And ended many bloudy daies, with ſtill-<mployed ſtrength, 
To guard their weakeneſſe: and preſerve, their wives contents infra; 


— 
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- T have beene robd before their cyes; twclue Cities I haue ſackt, 
Aſaild by ſea; eleven by land, while this fiege held at Troy: 
And of all theſe, that was oſt deare, and moſt might crowne the joy 
Of Azamemnon, he enjoyd; who here bchinde remain'd: | 
Which when he tooke, a few he gave, and many things retaind: 
Other, to Optimates and Kings, hegave, who hold them faſt, 
Yet mine he forceth; onely I, fit with my loſſe diſgrac't. 

Bur ſo he gaine a lovely Dame, to be his beds delight, 

It is enough; for what cauſe clſc, do Greeks and Trojans fight? 
Why brought he hither ſuch an hoſt? was it norfor a Dame? 
For taire-hair'd Hefen? and doth love, alone the hearts inflame 

Of the Atridestotheir wines, of all the men thatmouc? 

Every diſcreet and honeſt minde cares for his private love, 
As much as they:as I my ſelfe, lou'd Brifis as my life, 

Although my captiue; and had will, to take her for my wife. 
Whom, ſince he forc't, preuenting me; in vaine he ſhall prolong 

Hopes to appeaſe me, that know well the deepneſſe of my wrong. 

But good Y1yſſes, with thy ſelfe, and all yon other Kings, 

Let him take ftomacke to repell Troyes fierie threatnings: 

Much hath he done withour my helpe; built him a goodly for, 

Cut a dike by it, pitcht with paics, broad, and of dcepeimport: 

And cannot all theſe helps reprefle, this kil-man He&ors fright? 

When I was arm'damong the Greeks, he would not offer ghe 

Without the ſhadow of his wals; but to the Sczan ports, 

Orto the holy Beech of 7ove, come backt with his conſorts; 

Where once he ſtood my chargealone, and hardly made retreat; 

And to makenew proofe of our powers, the doubtis not fo grear. 

To morrow then with ſacrifice, perform'd timperiall 79we 

And all the Gods, Ile lance my flect, and all my men remove; 
Which (it thou wilt uſe ſothy ſight, or think'ſt it worth reſpeR) 
In forchead ef the morne thine eyes (hall ſee with failes ere& 

Amidſtthe filbie Helleſpont, belpt with laboriovs oares: 

And ifthe ſca-god ſend free faile, the fruitfall Prhian ſhores 

Within three daycs we (hall attaine; where T have ſtore of priſe, 

Left,when with prejudice I came to theſe indignitics; 

There have I gold as well as herc,and ſtore of ruddie brafle, 

Dames (lender.clegantly girt, and ſtcele as brightas glafle; 

Theſe will 1 take as I retire, as ſhares I firmly fave; 

Though .A2amemsuon be ſo baſeto take the gifts he gave: 

Tell him all this, and openly; I on your honors charge, 

That others may take {ſhame to heare his luſts command o large: 

And ifthere yet remainea man, he Hopeth to deceive, 

_ (Being di'd in endlefſeimpudence) that man may learne to leave 

His truſt and Empire: but alas, though like a VVolfe he be, 

Shamelefſe and rude; he durſt not take my priſe, and looke on ms. 

Inever will partake his works, nor counſels, as before, 

He once deceiv'd and injur'd me, and he ſhall never more 

Tye my afteftions with his words; enough is the increaſe 
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Of one ſucceſſein his deceitsz which let him ioy in peace, 
4nd beare it to a wretched end, wiſe ove hath reft his braine, 
' To bring him plagues; and thelc bis gifts, I (as my focs) diſdaine: 
ven inthe numneſle of calme death, I will revengefull 
Though ten or twcntic times {o much, he would bcſtow on mc: 
All he hath here, or any wherc; or 0r7chomen containcs, 
To which men bring their wealth for ſtrength; or all the ſtore remaines 
In circuit of Egyptian Thebes, where much hid treaſure lies, 
Whole wals containc an hundred ports, of ſo admir'da lize, 
Two hundred ſouldiers may afront, with horſe and chariots paſle. 
Nor, would he amplitic all this, like ſand, or duſt, or grafle, 
Shou'd he reclaime me, till his wreake, payd me forall the paines, 
7he fre 1nd That with his contumely burnd, like poyſon in my veines. 
ng 4 Nor (hall his daughter be my wife, although ſhe might contend 
With golden Y wwe for her forme; or if ſhe did tranſcend 
Blew-eyd Minerva for her works: let him a Grecke (ele& 
Fit for her, anda greater King. For if the Gods prote& 
My fafctic to my fathers courr, he ſhall chuſe me a wife. 
Many faire Achive Princefles of unimpeached life, 
In Heileand in Pthia live, whoſe Sires do cities hold, 
Of whom I can have, whom 1 will: And more, an hundred fold, 
My true minde in my countrey likes, to takea lawfull wife, 
Then in another nation; and there delight my life 
With thoſe goods that my father got, much rather then dic here. 
Not all the wealth of wel-buile Troy, poſſcſt when peace was there: 
All chat 4po//os marble Fane, in ſtony Pythos holds, 
I value equall with the life, that my free breaſt infolds: 
Sheepe, Oxen, Tripods, creſt-deckt horle, though loſt, may come againe: 
Put when the white guard of our tecth, no longer can containe 
Our Fumane ſoule, away it flies; and once againe,never more 
To her fraile manſion any man, can her loſt powres reſtore. 
And therefore ſince my mother-queene (fam'd for her ſilver feet) 
Told me two fates about my death, in my direFion meet: 
T he one, that if I here remaine, rafſhiſt our viRorie, 
My ſafe returne ſhall never live, my fame ſhall neuer die: 
If my returne obtaine ſucceſle, much of my fame decayes, 
But death ſhall Jinger his approach, and I liue many dayes. 
T his being reveal'd, twere foolith pride, rabridge my life for praiſe. 
Then with my ſelfe I will aduiſe,orhers to hoiſe their ſaile, 
- For, gainſt the height of Ilion, you ncucr ſhall preuaile: 
TJove with his hand proteReth it, and makes the ſouldiers bold. 
This tell the King in cuery part: for ſo grauc Legats ſhould; 
That they may better counſels uſe, to ſaue their ſlect and friends 
By their owne valours; ſince this courſe, drown'd in my eager cnds, 
Phenix may in my tent repo; and in the morne, ſtere courſe 
For Pthia, if he thinke it good; if nor, [le uſe no force. 
Allwondred at his ſternereply; and Phenix full of fearcs, 
His words would be more weake then juſt, ſupplide their wants with teares. 
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If thy returne incline thee thus, (Pelews renowned joy) 
And thou wile let our ſhips be burnd, with harmefull fire of Troy, EO ANE EN 
Since thou art angry, O my fonne; how {hall I after be re Actilles, 
Alone in theſe extremes of death,relinquiſhedby thee? 

I, whom thy royall father ſent, as ordererofthy force, 

When to <4trides from his Conrt, he left thee, for this courſe, 

Yer young, and when in skill of armes, thou didft not ſo abound; 

Nor hadſt the habite of diſcourſe, that makes men ſo renownd : 

In all which, I was ſet by him, tinſtru&thee as my ſonne, | 
That thou mightſt ſpeake when ſpeech was fit,and do, when deeds were dons; 
Notfit as dumbe,for want of words, idle, for skill tomove - 

I would not then be left by theez dearc ſonne, yn. nts love, 

No not if God would promiſe me, to raze the prints of time 

Caru'd in my boſorne, and my browes;, and grace me with the prite 
Of manly youth, as when art firſt, I left ſweer Helles ſhore 


Decke with faire Dames, and fled the grudge, my angry father bore; Movers (enum 
Who was the faire _Awynror cald, ſurnam'd Ormenides : — 84 ooo 
And fora faire-haird harlots ſake, that hisaffeAs could pleiſe, ter (lent merais 


Contemnd my mother his true wife, who ceaſlefle urged me 
To uſe hisharlot Chxi, and ſtill would claſpe my knee 
To doc her will thatſo my Sire mighe turne his love to hate 
Of that lewd Dame; converting it, to comfort hereſtate, 
At laſt, I wascontent to proue, to do my mother good, 
And reconcile my fathers love; who ſtraight ſuſpitious fleod, 
Purſuing me with many a curſe, 2nd to the Furies praide 
No Damemight love, nor bring me ſeed; the Deitics obayd 
That governe hell: infernall 7ove, and ſterne os - mh 
Then durſt I in no longer date, with my fterne father be : 
Yet did my friends, and neare allies: incloſe me with deſires

He made me rich, and tomy charge, did much command commend : 

I dweltin th'utmoſt region, rich P:his doth extend, 

And governd the Dolopians, and made thee what thou art, 

O thouthar likerhe gods art fram'd: fince {deareſt tomy heart) | 
Tus'de thee fo, thou loy'dſt none elle; nor any where wouldſt cate, y 
Till Thad crownd my knee with thee, and carn'd thee tendreſt meate, 

Aud given thee wine ſo much, for love, thatin thy infancie, 

(Which fill diſcretion muſt proteR, and a continual! cyc } *

Ay boſome lovingly ſuſtain'd; the winethine could not beare : 
Then, now my ſtrength needs thine as much,be mine to thee as dearc; 
?1uch have I ſuffred for thy love, much labour'd, wiſhed much; 
Tainking ſince I muſt have no heire, (the gods decrees are ſuch) 
{ would adopt my ſelfe my heire: to thee my heart did give 
What any Sire could give his ſonne; in thee Thopt to live: 
O mitigatc thy mighty ſpirits: ir fits not one that moves 
The hearts of ail, ro live unmov'd, and ſuccour hates, for loves : 
The gods themſelves are flexible, whoſe vertnes, honors, powers, 
Arc more then thine: yct they will bend their breaſts as we beud ours. 
Perfumes, benigne devotions, favors ot oftrings burnd, 
And holy rites, the engines are, with which their hearts are turnd, 
By men that. pray to them; whoſe faith, their ſinnes bave falſified : 
Prayers, hem For, prayers are daughters of great 7ove; lame, wrinkled, ruddic cyd, 
n ©/913,999 , And cver following injury, who (ſtrong and ſound offeer) 
+ 114-149 Flyes through the world, afliting men: belecving prayers, yet 
1:24, (Toall that love that ſeed of 7ove) the certaine blefling per 
2:4. * To have love heare, and helpe them too: bur if he ſhall refule, 
And tand inflexible to them, they fiye to love, and uſe | 
Their powers againſt him;thatthe wrongs he doth ro them, may fall 
On his owne head, and pay thole paincs, whoſe cure he failes ro call. 
Then great © Achilles honour thou, this ſacred ſeed of 1ove, 
And yeeld to them, fince other men of greateſt minds they move : 
If /214-m1emnon would not givetheſelfe ſame gifts he vowes, 
But offer other afterwards;and in his ftil-bent browes 
Entombe his honour and his word; I would not thus exhort 
(With wrath appeaſde) thy aide to Greece,though plagu'd in heavieſt fort: 
But, much he preſently will give, and after, yceld the reft : 
T'aſfure which, he hath ſent to thee, the men thou loveſt beſt, | 
And molt rcnownd of all the hoaſt, that they might ſoften thee :_ 
"Then ler not both their paines and prayers, loſt and deſpiſed be. 
Before which, none could reprehend, the tumult of thy heart : 
But now to reſt incxpiate, were much too rude a part. 
Of ancient worthies we have heard,when they were more difpleaſde, 
(Totheir high fames) with gifts and praycrs,they have becnc ſtill appeaſde. 
For inſtance, I remember well, a ta& perform'd of old, 
r0ihe rare: Which to you all my fricnds Ile tel]: The Curcts warres did hold 
x: Withthe well-fought Etolians; where mutual lives had end 
About the citic Ca/;don;th'Ftolians did defend 
Their flouriſhing country, which to ſpoyle, the Curets did contend. 
Diana with the golden throne (with Oenexs much incenct, 
Since with his plenteous lands firſt fruits, ſhe was not reverenc'c; 
Yet other gods, with Hecatombes, had feaſts, and ſhe alone, 
(Great 7oves bright daughter) left unſeru'd, or by oblivion, - 
Or undue knowledge of her dues)much hurt in heart ſhe ſwore: 
| And lheentag'd, excited much: ſhe ſerit a ſylvan Bore | 
os Clivens, From their greene groves, with wounding tuskes, who uſually did ſpoilc 
| King Geners fields: his lofty woods, laid proſtrate on the ſoile; 
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Rentby the roots,trees freſh,adornd, with fragrantepplc flowr's: 
VVhich Melcager (Oenews (onne) flue with aflernbled pow'rs 
>{ hynters, 2ad of fierceſt hounds; from many Cities brought: 
For. fach he was, that with few lives, his death could not be bought. 
Hcapes ofdcad humanes, by bis rage, the funerall piles applide: 
Ver ({laine atlaſe) the Goddeſle ſtird,about his head, and hide 
A wondrous tumultz and a warre, berwixtthe Curers wrought 
And brave Ziolians. All the while, fierce Meleager fought, 
Til far'd the Crrets: neare the wals, nonedurſt advance hiscreſt 
Though they weremany: but when wrath inflamde his hautie breſt, 
(VVhich oft the firme minde of the wiſe, with paſſion doth infeſt) 
Since ewixt his mather Queene and him, aroſea deadly ſtrife; 
He left the Court, and privately, liv'd with bis lawfull wife: 
Faire C/copatra, femall birth, of bright Aarpiſſas paine, 
And of 74evs, who, of all, terreſtriall men, did raigne 
( Ac that time) king of fortitude; and, for Marpiſſas ſake, 
Gainſt wanton Phoebe, king of flames, his bow in hand did take, 
Since he had ravilht her, his joy; whom her fricnds, after, gave 
The ſurname of A4/cyone; becauſe they could nor fave 
Their daughter from Alcyores Fate: in Cleopatras armes 
Lay Meleager, fecding on, his anger for the harmes 
His mother praid might fall on him; who, for her brother {laine 
By Xelearzer, griev'd, and praid, the Gods to wreake her paine, 
Withall che horrour could be pour'd, upon her furious birth: 
Still knockr (he with her impious hands, the many-fceding cacth, 
To urge ſterne P/uto and his Queene, tincline their vengefull cares; 
Fell on her knees, and all her breaſt, dew'd with her fieric teares 
To make them maflacre her tonne; whoſe wrath enrag'd her thus. 
Erynais (wandring through the ayre) heard, out of Erebas, 
Pray rs, fir for her unpleaſed minde; yer Meleazer lay, 
Obſcurd in furie; then the bruitof the tumultuous fray, 
Rung through the turrers as they ſcald, then came the Ftolian Peeres, 
"To Aelcager with low fuits, to rife and free their feares: 
Then ſent they the chiefe Pricſts of Gods, with offered its rattone 
His differing turie; bad him chuſe, in ſweer-folid Calidow, 
Of tac moſt fatand yeeldie ſoyle, what withan hundred ſteares, 
Might in an hundred dayes be plowde; halfe, that rich vintage beares, 
And halfe of naked carth to plow: yet yeelded not his ire. 
Then to his loftie chamber-doore, aſcends his royall Sire | 
With ruthfull plaints: ſhooke the ſtrong barres; then came his ſiſters cries, 
His mother then, and all intreat- yet ſtill more ſtifle he lyes: 
His friends, moſt reverend, moſt eſteem'd; yernone impreſfion tooke, 
Tillthe high turrets where he lay, and his ſtrong chamber ſhooks  _- 
With the invading enemic: who now forc'e dreadfull way | 
Along the citic: then his wife (in pittifull diſmay) | 
Beſought him weeping: telling him, the miſeries ſuſtaind 
By ail che citizens, whoſe cowne, the cnemic had gaind; 
Men ſlaughterd, children bond{laves made; ſweet Ladics forc't with luſt: 
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Fires climing towres, and turning themto heaps of fruitiefle duſt, 

Theſe dangers ſoftned his ſteele heart: up the tour Prince aroſc, 

Indude his bodie with rich armes, and freed th'Etolians woes: 

His ſmorherd anger giving ayre, which gifts did notaſſwage, 

But his owne pcrill, And becauſe, hedid not diſ.ingage | 

T heir lives for gitts, their gifts he loſt. But for my ſake (deare friend) 

Be not thou bent to ſee our plights, to theſe extremes deſcend, 

Ere thou a{fiſt us; be not ſo, by thy ill angel, turn'd 

From thinc owne honour : it were ſhame, to ſee our navie burn'd, 

And then come with thy timeleſle aide. For offer'd preſents come, 

And all the Greeks will honour thee, as of ccleſtiall raome. 

But if without theſegifrs thou fight, forc't by thy private woe, 

Thou wilt be n:ching fo renown'd, thoughthou repell the foc. 
Achilles anſwer'd the laſt part, of his oration, thus: 

Phenix,renown'd and reverend, the honors urgde on us 

We need not; 7ove doth honour me, and to my faftic (ces, 

And will whilesI retaine a ſpirit, or can command my knees. 

Thendo not thou, with tearcs and woes, impaſhon my affeRs, 

Becoming gracious to my foe : nor fits itche reſpeRs 

Of thy vow'd love, to honour him, that hath diſhonour'd me; 

Leſt ſuch looſe kindnefle loſe his heart, that yet is firme to thee, 

It were thy praiſe to hurt,with me, the hurter of my ſtate; 

Since halfe my honour and my Realme, thou maiſt participate, 

Lettheſe Lords then returne th'event; and do thou hererepoſe; 
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And when darke ſleepe breakes with the day; our counſels ſhall diſcloſe 


The courſe of our returne or ſtay, This ſaid, he with his cyec 

Made to his friend, a covert ſignc, to haſten inſtantly 

A good ſoft bed, that the old Prince, ſoone as the Peere were gone, 

Mighttake his reſt; when ſouldier like, brave Aiax Telamon 

Spake to Y/y/ſes, as with thought, Achilles was not worth 

The high direRion of his ſpeech; that ſtood fo ſernly forth, 

Vnmov'd with th'other Orators : and ſpake, not to appeaſe 

Pelides wrath, but to depart: his arguments were thelc: 
High-iſſued Zeertiade:? let us infiſt no more 

On his perſwaſion; I perceive the world would end before. 

Our ſpeeches end, in this affaire: we muſt with utmoſt haſte 

Returne his anſwer, though but bad: the Peeres are clſewhere place, 

And will not rife till we returne; great The:#fonnehath ſtor'd 

Proud wrath within him, as his wealth, and will not be implor'd; 

Rudethar he is; nor his friends love,reſpeRs, do what they can: 

Wherein paſt all, we honour'd him. O unremorſefull man! 

Another for his brather {lainc, another for his ſonne, 

Accepts of ſatisfaRion : and he che deed hath done 

Lives in belov'd focietie, long after his amends; | 

To which his foes high heart for gifts, with paticace condeſcends: 

But theea wilde and cruell ſpirit, the Godsfor plague have given, 

And for one girle; of whoſe faire ſexe, we come to offer ſeven, 

The moſt exempt for excellence, and many a better priſe: 
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Then put a ſweet minde in thy breaſt, reſpe& thy owne allies, 
Though others make thee not remiſſe: a multitude we ate, 
Sprung of thy roya!l familie, and our ſupremeſt care 

Is to be moſt familiar, and hold moſt loue with thee, 

Ofall the Greeks, how great an hoſt, ſocuer here there be.

Out of thy heart I know thou ſpeakſt, and asthou holdſt me deare: 

* Burſtill as ofkcnas I thinke, how rudely I was uſde, 

And like a ſtranger tor all rites, fir for our good, refuſde: 

My heartdoth ſwell againſt the man, that durſt be ſo pretane 

To violate his ſacred place: not for my private bane. 

| Butſince wrackt vertues generall lawes, he (ſhameleſle did infringe: 

For whoſe ſake I will looſe the reines, and give mine anger ſwinge, 

Without my wiſedomes leaſt impeach. He isa foole, and baſe, 

Thar pitries vice plagu'd minds, when paine, not love of right giues place, 

And therefore tell your King, my Lords, my juſt wrath will not care

The lotric Syrus, that was kept, in Enyzim hold. 

Now at the tent of 4rrews ſonne, cach man with cups of gold Agameniien i 
Recciv'd th' Ambaſſadors return'd, all cluſterd neare to know = Phſes, 
Whar newes they brought: which firſt the King, would have Y/y/es ſhow. 

Say moſt praiſe- worthy /thacus, the Grecians great renowne, 
Will he defend us? or not yer, will his proud ſtomacke downe? A 

Fiyſſes made replie; Not yer, will he appeaſed be, mn 
But growes more wrathfull, prizing light, thy offerd gifts and thee; 
And wils thee toconſult with us, and take ſome other courſe 
To fave our armie andour flect: and fayes, with all his force, 

The morne ſhall light him on his way, to Prhias wilhed foile: 
For never ſhall high-ſcated Troy, be ſackt with all our toilc: 
Tove holds his hand twixt us and it: the ſouldiers gather hcatt. 
Thus he replies: which Aiax here, can equally impart, 

And borh theſe Heralds: Phenix ſtaycs, forſo was his defitc 
To go with him, if he thoughr good; if not, hemight retire. 
All wondred ke ſhould be (o ſterne: at laſt bold Dromed (pake: 
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\Vould God, CAtrides, thy requeſt, were yet to undertake; 
And vi thy gifts unofferd him, he's proud cnovgh belide: 


- But this ambaſſagethou haſt ſent, will make him burſt with pride. 


Bur let us fufſer him to ſtay, or goat his defire: 
Fight when his tomacke ſerves him belt; or when 7ove ſhall inſpire: 
Meznz while our watch being ſtrongly held, letusalittlereſt 
After our food: ſtrength lives by both; and vertue is their gueſt. 
Then, whea rhe roſic-finger'd Morne, hulds our her filver light, 
Bring forth chy hoſt, encourage all; and be thou firſt infight..

And quickly make returne to thee? Heanſwerd: Rather ſtay, 

Leſt otherwiſe wefaile to mect: for many a different way 

Lies through our labyrinthian hoſt; ſpeake cuer as you goe,

And would notbethe firſt in name, unleſſe the firſt in deed. 

Now ſing faire Prefidents of verſe,thatin the heavens embowre, 
Who firſt encountred with the King, ofall the adverſe powre : 
Iphydamas, Antenors ſonne, ample and bigly ſer, | 
Brought up in paſture-ſpringing-Thrace, that doth ſoft ſhcepe beget : 
In grave Ci/ſ2ws noble hoyſe, that was his mothers Sire; 

(Faire T heano) and when his breaſt was heightned with the fire 

O fgaiſome youthy; his grand-Sirc gave his daughter to his love - 
Who ſtraight his bridall chamber lefr, Fame, with affeRion ſtrove, 
And made him furnifh twelve fairc {hips, to lend faire Troy his hand. 
His (hips hein Percope left, and came to Troy by land : 

And now he tryed the fame of Greece, encountring with the King, 
Who threry his royall lance and milt - 7phydawas did fling, 

And firooke himon the arming waſte, bencath his coate of braſſe, 
Which force him ſtay upon his arme, ſo violent it was : 

Yet pictc't it not his wel. wrought zone; but when the lazic head 
Tried hardnefle with his filver waſte, it turnd againe like lead. 

He follow'd, graſping the ground end: but witha Lyons wile, 

That wreſtsaway a hunters ſaffe; he caught it by the pile, 
And pluckt itfrom the caſters hand, whom with his ſword he ſtrooke 


!>bydarras laine Beneath the carc, and with his wound, his timeleſſe death he rooke: 
13 4gamem"s He fell and fleptan ironfieepe; wretched young man, he di'de 


Farre from his newly. married wite, in aide of forraine pride, 
And (aw no pleaſure of his love; yet was her joynturegreat: 
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An hundred Oxengave he her, and vow'd in his retrear 
Two thouſand head of ſheepe and Goats, of which he ſtore did leave: 
Much gave he ofhis loves firſt-fruits, and nothing did receive. 

When Coow (one that for his fgrme, might feaſt an amorous eye, 
And elder brother ofthe flaine) beheld this trapedic: 

Deepe ſorrow late upon his eyes, and (ftandin laterally, 
And tothe Generall undiſcernd) his Iavelin he let flic: 
That twixt his elbowand his wriſt, cransfixt his arme'efle arme- 
The bright head ſhin'd on th'other ſide. The unexpeRes& harme 
Impreſt ſome horror inthe King : yet ſo he ceaſt nor fight, 
Bar ruſhe on Coop with his lance, who made wharhaſte he might 
(Scifing his \laughter'd brothers foot) to draw him from the field, 
And cald the ableſt to his aide; when under his round ſhield 
The Kings brafſe Tavelin, as he drew, did ſtrike him helpleſſe dead: 
W ho made 7phydemas theblocke, and cutoff Coops head. 
Thus under great Atrides arme, Antenors ifſuethriv'd, 

And to ſuffice preciſeſt fate, to P/#tos manſion dived, *' 
He with his lance, ſword, mightic ſtones, pour'd his Heroicke wreake 
On other Squadrons of the foe, whiles yet warme bloud did breake 
Through his cleft veines: but when the wound, was quite exhauſt and crude; 
The cager anguiſh did approve hisPrincely fortitude. | 
As when moſt ſharpe and bitter pangs, diſtra@Qa labouring Dame, 
Whichthe divine 7/1hiz, that rule the painfull frame 
Of humane child-birthponreon her: ch'7/55h7e that arc 
The daughters of Ser#rmis: with whoſc extreme repaire - 
The woman in her travell ſtrives, ts take the worlt it gives: 
Wirth thought it muſt be, tis loves fruit, the end for which ſhe lives; 
The meane to make her ſelfe new borne: what cemforts will redound: 
So 42amemnos did ſuſtaine, the torment of his wound, 
Then tooke be chariot, and to Fleet, bad haſte his chariotcere; 
But firſt pour'd ont bis higheſt voice, to purchaſe every care: 

Princes and Leaders of the Greeks, brave friends, now from our flect Acamennce ts 
Do you expell this boyſtrous ſway: 7ove will not let me meet the Gree(c 
Tlluſtrate HeZFor, nor give leave, thar I ſhall end the day es 

In fight againſt the 7/zow power: my woundis in my way. 
' This ſaid, his readie charioteere, did ſcourge his ſpritefull horſe, 
That frecly to the ſable flect, perform'd their fierie courſe: 
Tobeare their wounded Soveraigne, apart the Marriall thruſt, 
Sprinkling their powerfull breaſts with foame, and ſnowing on the duſt. 

When He&or heard of his retreat, thus he for fame contends: Ws Pay 
Troians, Dardanians, Lyciaws, all my cloſe-fighting friends, « Tr0hams. 
Thinke what it isto be renown'd: be ſouldiers all of name: 

Our ſtrongeſt cnemie is gone; 7ove vowes ro dous fame: , 
' Then in the Grecian faces drive, your one-hov'd violent ſteeds, 
And farre aboverheir beſt, be beſt, and glorific your deeds. 

Thus as a dog given Hunter ſets, upon a brace of Bores, 

His white-toothd hounds;pufs,ſhowts,breaths rerms,& on his cmpreſe pores 
All his wilde art to make them pinch; ſa Heor urg'd his hoſt 
O 2 | To 
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To charge the Greeks, and he himlelfe, moſt bold, an d aRivemeſt: 
14. brake into the heat of fight: as when a tempeſt caves, 
©:00ps. from the clouds, and all.on heaps, doth cuffe the purple waves! 
Who then was firſt, and laſt, he kild, when 7ove did grace his deed, 
Aſſes, and Autonows; 0pys,and Clytus ſeed: % 
Prince Doleps,and the honor'd Site, of ſweet Eerya/us; 
(Opheltes) Agelams next; and ſtrong Hipponous: 
Orus, E[ymnus, all of name. The common ſouldiers fell, £4 
As when the hollow flood of aire, in Zephires cheeks deth ſwell, 
2, And ſparſeth ali the gatherd clouds, white Net#s powerdid draw, - 
Wraps waves in waves, hurls up the froath, beat witha vehement flaw: + 
© were the common ſouldiers wrackt, in troops, by HeZers hand, 
Then ruine had inforc't ſuch works, as no Greckscould withſtand: 
Then in their flect they had bcenc houſ'd, had not Zacrtes ſonne 
Stird vp the ſpirit of Diowed, with this impreſfion, 
wiſſets pie Ty&ides, what do we ſaſtaine, forgetting what we are? 
- Stand by me (deareſt in my love) twere hortibleimpaire 
For our two valours tocndure, acuſtomaric flight, 
To lcave our navie ſtill ingag'd,and butby firs ro fight. 
2 onodanſwey  Heanſwerd, Tam bent to ſtay, and any thing ſuſtaine; 
4/5, Butourdclighttoprove us men, will prove bur ſhort and vaine; 
For 7cve makes Trojans inſtruments; and virtually then, 
Vields armes himſelfe: our croſle affairs, are not twixtmen and men. 
This ſaid, Thimbrews with his lance, he tumbled from his horſc; 
Neare his leftnipple wounding him: Y1yſſes did enforce 
Fairc Molion, minion tothis King, that Diomed ſubdude: | 
Both ſcnt they thence, till they xeturn'd: who now the King purſude 
And furrowedthroughthe thickned troops: As when two chaced Bores = 
Turnc head gainſt kennels of bold hounds,and race way throughtheir gores: 
So(turnd from flight) the forward Kings, ſhew'd Trojans backward death: 
Nor fled the Greeks but by their wils, to get great HeFor breath. 
| Thentooke they horſe and chariot, from two bold citie foes, 
vinſerand D'?* Merops Percofiua mightic ſonnes: their father could difcloſe, 
"442" Beyondall men, hid Auguries; and would not give conſent 
To their egrethon totheſe warres: yet wilfully they went; 
For Fares, that order ſable deathy cnforc'etheir tragedies: 
Ty4ides (\ue them with his lance,and made their armes his prize. 
Hypporochis, and Hyppodes, Y lyſſes reft of lights 
But 7ove, that out of 14s lookt, then equalifde the fight; 
A Grecian for a Traian then, paid tribute tothe Fates; 
'Yerroyall D :9med (luc one, cven in thoſe cven debares, 
That was of name more then thereſt; Paons renowned ſonne, 
ThePrince A gaſtrophus, his lance, into his hip did runnc; 
His Squire detaind his horſe apart, that hindred him to flic; 
Which he repented at his heart; yet did his feetapplie, 
His ſcape with all the ſpeed they had, alongſt the formoſt bands; 
And there his lovedlife diſſolv'd. This, HeFor underſtands, 
And raſht with clamor on the King; right ſoundly ſeconded 
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With troupes of Trojans: which perceiu'd, by famous Diemed. 
The deepe conceit of loves high will, ſtifned his royailhaice, 
Who ſpake to neare- fought 77hacb ws; the fate of this affaire 
is bent to us: come lct us ſtand, and bound his violence. 
Thus threw he his long Tavelin forth, which ſmote his heads defence 
Fuli.on the top, yet picrc't no 8kin; brafſe rooke repulſe with braſle, 
His helme (with three folds made,and ſharpe) the gift of Phavbzs was. 
The biow made HedFor take the treupe; ſunke him upon his hand, 
And ſtrooke him blinde: the King purſude before the formoſt band, 
His darts recovery: which he found, laid on the purple plaine - 
By which time, Her was reviv'd, and taking horſe againe, 
Was farre commixt within his ſtrength, and fled his darkſome grave. 
He followed with his truſty lance, and this cluſive Brave : by 
Once more be thankful ro thy heeles, (proud dog) for chy eſcape : 
Miſchicfe fate neere thy boſome now; and now another rape 
Hath thy Apol/o made of thee, to whom thou well maiſt pray. 
When through the ſinging of our darts, thou findſt ſuch guarded way - 
But I ſhall mcer.wich thee arlength, and bring thy lateſt houre, 
If with like favour any God, be fautor ofmy powre: 
' Mcane while, ſome other ſhall repay what I ſuſpendin thee. 
This ſaid, he ſet the wretched ſoule, of Peons iſſue free; 
Whom his late wound, not fully (lue: but Priems amorous birth, 
Againſt Tyd:zdes bent his bow, hid with a bill of carth, 
Part of the ruinated tombe, for honor'd 1/&s built : 
Andas the Carace ofthe {laine (engraven and richly gilt) 
Tydides from his breaſt had ſpoild, and from his ſhoulders rafc 
His target and his ſolide helme, he ſhot, and his keene ſhaft 
(That never flew from him in vaine) did naile upon the pround 
The Kings right foot: the ſpleenefull knight laughe ſweetly ar the wonnd, 
Crept from his coucrt, and triumpht: Now art thou maimd, ſaid he, 
And would to God my happy hand had ſo much honor'dme, 
To haue infixt itin thy breaſt, as deepe as in thy foor, 
Euento th'expulſure of thy ſoule: then bleſt had beene my ſhoote 
Ofall the Trojans: who had then breath'd from their long unreſts, 
Who feare thee as the braying Goats abhorrce the king of beaſts, 
Vndanted Dzomed replide: You Braver, with your bow, ' 
You ſlick-haird louer: you that hunt and fleere at wenches (o : 
Durſt thou but Rand in armes with me, thy filly accherie 
Would giue thee little cauſe to vaunt,as litcle ſuſſer I 
In this ſametall exploit of thine, perform'd when thou wert hid : 
Asifa woman or a child, that knew not what it did, | 
Had touchr my font: a cowards Neele hath never any edge : 
But mine (raffure it ſharpe) ſtill layes dead carkaſles in pledge; 
Touch it, it renders liuelefſe ſtraight- it ftrikes the fingers ends 
Ot haplefle widowes in their cheeks, and children blind of fricnds : 
The fubjcR of it makes earth red, and aire with ſighes inflames : 
And leanes lims more embrac't with bicds, then with enamour'd Dames, 
Lance.fam'd F/yſſesnow came in, and Rept before the King, 
| ()2 | Knee! 
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Kneeld oppolite, and drew the ſhaft: the eager paine did ſting 
i4ough all his body: ſtraight he rooke his royall chariot there, 
And with dire&tion co the flecr, did charge his chariotcere. 
Nuw was Yes deſolate, feare made no friend remaine : 
He thus ſpake to his mighty mind: What doth my ſtate ſuſtaine ? 
[f I hould flye this ods in feare, that thus comes cluſtring on, 
Tiwere high diſhonour- yet twere worle to be ſurprild alone : 
Tis 7ove that drives the reſt ro flight, but that's a fainr excuſe, 
Why doc { tempt my minde fo much ? pale cowards fight refule. 
He that affects renowne in warre, muſt like a rocke be fixt, 
\Wound, or be wounded: valours truth puts no reſpeR betwixt. 
In this contention with himſclfe, in flew the ſhadic bands 
Ofrargateeres, wholieg'd him round, with miſchiefc-filied hands. 
As whena ctew of gallants watch the wild muſe of a Bore; 
T heir dogs put after in full cry, he ruſhethon before : : 
Whets, with his lather-making jawes, his crooked tuskes for bloud : 
And (holding firme his uſuall haunts)breakes through the deepned wood -- 
They charging,though bis hot approach beneverioabhord - . 
So, to aſlaile the 1ove-lov'd Greeke, the 1/zans did accord, 
And he made through them: firſt he hurt, upon bis ſhoulder blade, 
Deops, a blameleſſe man ar armes: then ſent to endleſle ſhade 
Th09n and Fanomm: and ſtrooke the ſtrong Cherſidamas, 
As from his chariot he leapt downe, beneath his rarge of braſle - 
Who fc!}, and crawld upon thecarth, with his ſuſtaining paimes, 
And lefr the fight: nor yet his lance, ieft dealing Martiall almes : 
But Soc brother by both ſides, yong Carops did impreſlc - 
1 hien Princely Sores to his aide, made brotherly acceſle, 
And (comming neere) ſpake in his charge; O great Laertes ſonne, 
Infariare in {lye ſtratagems, and labours never done : 
This hourc, or thou ſhalt boaſt to kill the rwo Hyp aſides, 
And prize their armes, or fall thy ſclfc, in my refolv'd acceſſc. 
This faid,he threw quite through his (hield, his felland wcell.driven lance: 
\'Vhich held way through his curaces, and on his ribs did glance, 
Plowing the flethalongſt hisfides: but Pallas did repell 
Alliaward paſſage rohis lite. Y/yſſes knowing well 
The wound undeadly, (fcting backe, his foot ro forme his ſtand) 
Thus ſpake to Socws+ O thou wrerch, thy death is in this hand: -

That ſtayft my viftory on Troy: and wherethy charge was madc 


In doubttull r:rms (or this or that) this ſhall thy life invade. 
This trivhted Sores to retreate, and in his faint reverſe, _ 
The lance betwixt his ſhonlders fell, and through his breſt did perce - 
Downefell he ſounding, and the King, thus ptayd with his miſcaſc - 
O Som, youthat make by birth, the two Hypaſides : 
Now may your houfe an4 you perceive, death can outflic the flyer - 
Ah wretch, rhou ranſt nor ſcape my vowes: old Hypsſs thy Sirc, 
Nor thy well honord mothers hands; in both which lyes thy worth, 
Shall cloſe thy wretchedeyes in death; but Vultures dig them forth, 
And hide them with their darkſome wings: but when 7/y//es dies, 
Is Divineſt 
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Divineſt Greeks ſhall rombe my corſe, with all their obſcquies. 

Now from his bodie and his (hield, the violent lance he drew, 
That Princely Soca had intixt: which drawne, a crimſon dew 
Fell from his boſome on the carth: the wound did darc him fore. 
And when the turious Tro:ans law, 7lyſſes forced gore: 
(Encouraging themſelves in grofle) all his deſtruion vow'd, 
Then he retir'd, and ſummond aide: thriſe ſhowred he allow'd, 
{As did denote a man ingag'd) thriſe Menelags earc 
Obſerv'd his aid-ſuggeſting voice: and 47ax being nearc, 
He told him of Y!yſſes ſhowts, as if he were enclofde 
From all affiſtance : and adviſde, their aids might be diſpoſde 
Againſt the Ring that circled him: leſt, charg'd with troopes alone 
(Though valiant) he might be oppreſt, whom Greece fo built upon. 

Heled, and 44x ſeconded: they found their 7ove-lov'd King 
Circled with focs. As when aden of bloodie Lucerns cling 
About a goodly palmied Hart, hurt with an hunters bow, 
Whoſe ſcape, his nimble feet inforce, whilſt his warme bloud doth flow, 
And his light knees have power to move: but (maſtred of his wound, 
Emboſt within a ſhadichill) the Lucerns charge him round, 
And reare his fleſh; when inſtantly, fortune ſends in the powres 
Of ſome ſterne Lion, with whoſe fight, they flic,and he devours: 
So charg'dthe lians 7:hacs, many and mightic men: 
But then made Menelaze in, and horrid 4:ax then, 
Bearing a target like a tower: cloſe was his violent ſtand, | DIE w9g 


Andevery way the foc diſperſt, when, by the royall hand, neaus 10 the ve+ 


Kinde Menelarus led away, the hurt Laertes ſonne, ſoue a Vig/)es, 


Till his faire {quire had brought his horſe: viRtorious Telamer 

Still plicd the toe, and put to ſword, a yong Priamides; 

Doriclus, Priams baſtard ſonne: then did his lance impreſle 

Pandocus,and ſtrong Pyraſm; Lyſander and Palertes, 

As when a torrent from the hils, \wolne with Satury/an ſhowres, 

Fals on the ficlds; beares blaſted Oaks, and witherd rofine flowres, 

Looſe weeds, and all diſperſed filth, intorhe Oceans force: 

So matchleſſe 4;ax beat the field, and ſlaughterd men and horſe. ; 


Yet had not Hedor heard of this, who fought on the left wing 


Ofall the hoſt, neare thoſe ſweet herbes, Scamamders flood doth ſpring: 
Where many forcheads trode the ground, and where theskirmiſh hurnd 
Neare Nefter, and King 1domen, where Hettor ouer-turnd 

The Grecian ſquadrons; authoring, high ſervice with his lance, 

And skilfull manadge of his horſe: nor yet the diſcrepance 

He made in death betwixt the hoſts, had made the. Greeks retire, 

If faire. haird Helens ſecond ſpoiiſe; had not repreſt the firc 

Of bold Machaons fortitude, who with a three-forkt head 

In his right ſhoulder wounded him: then had the Grecians dread, 
Leſt in his ſtrength declin'd, the foc, ſhould ſlaughter their hurt friend: 
Then Creres King urg'd Welerdes, his chariottoaſcend, 

And getting neare him, take tim in, and beare him to their rents; 


A Surgeon is to be preferd, with phyſicke ornaments. 
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>eforc a multitude : his life, gives hurclives native bounds, 
\\Virh {weet inſperſion of tit balmes, and perfe& ſearch of wounds. 
Thus {pake the royall 7domen: Xeleides obcyd, 

And to his chariot preſently, the wounded Greeke convaid 
1 he ſonne of Eſculapine, the great Phylition: 

To fleet they flew. Cebriones perceiv'd the {laughter done 

By 41a on the other troops, and ſpake to HetFor thus: 

Whiles we encounter Grecians here, ſterne Te/amonize 

Is yonder raging, turning up in heapes our horſe and men: 

[ know him by his ſpacious {hid{d: ler us turne chariot then 

Whetec both othorle and foot the fight, moſt hotly is propoſde, 

In mutuall flaughters: harke, their throats, from crics arc never cloſde. 

Fhis ſaid, with his (hrill ſcourge he ſtrooke the horſe that faſt enſude;, 

Stung with his laſhes, coffing ſhiclds, and carkaſſes imbrude: 

The charior rxce was drownd in bloud, and th'arches by the ſcat, 
Diſperplcd from the hortes hoves, and from the wheelebands beat. 
Great Heeor long dto breake the ranks, and ſtartle their cloſe fight: 
YVho horribly amaz'dthe Greeks, and plycd their ſudden fright 

Virh buſie weapons, ever wingd. his lance, ſword, weightie ſtones: 
Yet charg'd he orher Leaders bands, not dreadfull Telamons, 

Vith whom he wiſely ſhund foule blowes : but 7ove (that weighs above 
Allhumane powTs) to 4/ax breaſt, divinerepreſſions drove, 

And made him {hnn, who ſhund bimſclfe: heceaſt from fight amaz'd- 
Caſt on his backe his ſeven- fold ſhic]d, and roundabout him gazd, 
Like one turnd wilde; lookr on himſclfe in his diſtra& retreat: 

Knee before knee did ſcarcely move: as when from heards of Neate 
Whole threaves of Bores and mungrils chaſe,a Lion skulking ncare, 
{och he ſhould taint the wel-priſd fat, of any ſtall-fed ſteere, 
Conſuming all the night in watch; he (greedie of his prey ) 

Of thruſting 6n, is oft thruſt off: ſo thicke the Tavelins play 

On his bold charges, and fo hor, the burning fire-brands lhine, 
Which he (though hortible)abhors, about his glowing eyne; 


. And early his great hearr retires : ſo £11ax from the foe, 


{or feare their fleet ſhould be inflamd: gainſt his ſwolne heart did go. 
As when a dull mill afſe comes neare a goodly field of corne 

Kept from the birds by childrens cries; the boyes areoverborne 

By his in{cn{ibleapproach, and ſimply he will cate: 

About whom many wands are broke, and ſtil] the children beat, 

And ſtil! the (cite. providing Aſle, doth with their weekneſle beare, 

Not ſtirring till his panch befull; and ſcarcely then will ſteere. 
Soethchuge ſonne of Telamon, amongſt the Troians fard, 

Bore ſhowers of darts upon his ſhicld, yet ſcornd to flie, as (card; 

And ſo kept ſoftly on his way; nor would he mend his pace 

Forall their violent purſuits, that ſill did arme the chaſe 

With ſinginglances: bur atlaſt, when their Cur-like preſumes, 

More urgd, the moreforborne; his ſpirits did ratifie their fumes, 

And he revokt his ative ſtrength, turnd head, and did repell 

The horſe troopes that were new made in:twixt whom the fight grey fell; 
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Andby degrecs he ſtole retreat, yet with ſuch puilne ſtay 
That none could paſſe him to the fleet : in boththe armies (way 


He ſtood, and from ſtrong hands received, ſharpe Iavelins on his (kicld; 

W here many ſtucke,throwne on before; many fell ſhort in field, 

Ere the white bodie they could reach; and ſtucke, as telling how 

They purpo('d to have picrc't his fleſh: his perill pierced now 

The cycs of Prince Eurypilus, Ewemons famous ſonne; 

Whocame cloſe onyand with his dart ſtrovke Duke 4piſaon, 

Whoſe ſurname was Phanfiades, even tothe concrete bloud =

Then ſtood he firmely with his fricnds, retiring their retire: . 
And thus borh hoſts indifferent joyn'd,the fight grew hot as firs. 
New had Neleides ſweating fteceds, brought him, and his hure friend 
Amonegft their fleet; «&1cides, that withly did intend 
(Standing aſternc hiscall neckt ſhip) how deepe theskirmiſh drew 
Amongſt the Greeks, and with what ruth, the inſecution grew: 
Saw Neſtor bring Mach40n hurt, and from,wirhin did call 
His friend Pazroclu; who like Mars, informe celeſtiall RIO 
Cameforth with firſt ſound of his voyce (firſt ſpring of his decay) ETD 
Andaske his Princely friends defire, Deare friend, ſaid he, this day 
I doubtnor will cnforce the Grecks, to ſwarme about my knees, 
I ſee unſufferd Need imployd, in their extremities. 
Golweet Patroclus and enquire, of 0'd Neleides, 
Whom he brought wounded from the fight, by his backe parts, I gueſſe 
It is Machaon: but his face, I could not well deſcrie, 
They paſt me in ſuch carneſt ſpeed. Patroc/w preſently 
Obeyd his friend, and ran to know. They now deſcended were, 
And Xeſtors {quire, Earimidewn, the horſes did ungeare:

They moſt thanks 7ove for vitoriez Neſtor, themoſt of men. 

Such was I cuer, if I were, employd with other Peeres, 

And I had honour of my youth, which dies net in my yeeres. 

But Great 4c-Ues onely joyes, habilitic of a& 

In his brauc Prime, and doth not daine rimpart it where tis lacke. 
No doubt he will extremely mourne, longafter that blacke houre, 
Wherein our ruine ſhall be wrought, and ruc his ruthleſſe powre: 

O friend, my memorie revives, the charge Menetius gaue

Adorning thee in his bright armes, that his reſembled forme

He met renownd Eur ypiles, Evemens noble ſonne,

Tam to uſc all haſte, 
Tofignific to Thers lonne, occurrents that have paſt 
At Ne/tors hoflourable ſute, but be that worke atchicv'd, 
When this is done, I will not leave thy torments unreliev'd, 
This ſaid, athwarthis backe hecaſt,beneath his breaſt, his arme, 
And nobly helpe him to his tent : his ſervants ſeeing his barme, 
Diſpread Ox-hides upon the earth, wheron Machaowlay : 
Patroclus cut out the ſharpe [haft, and clearcly waſht away

And halfe-god race of men wereſtrew'd; and thar all theſe might yeeld 
Full tributeto the heavenly worke: Neptune and Phabae wun | 
Tove to unburthen the blacke wombes,of clouds (fild by the Sunne) 
And peurethem intoall their ſtreames, that quickly they might ſend 
The huge wall ſwimming to the Sea. Nine dayes their lights did ſpend 
To nights, in tempeſts; and when all, their utmoſt depth had made, 
Tove, Phabus, Neptune, all came downe,and all in ſtate did wade 

To ruine of that impious fort: Great Neprane went before, 

Wrought with his trident, and the ſtones, trunkes, roots of trees he tore 
Our ot the rampirc: toſt them all, into the Helleſpont; 

Even all the proud toile of the Greeks, with which they durſt confront 
The to-be- ſhunned Deities: and not a ſtone remain'd, 

Ofall their huge foundations, all with the earth were plain'd. 

Which done; againe the Gods turn'd backe, the filver-flowing floods, 


- By that vaſt channell, through whoſe vaults, they pour'd abroad their broods,

Here overthrows atroope, and there; a running ring doth ſtay

| That we may freely charge them thus, and then will take oar parts : 
[ would with all ſpeed, with thyaffault: that ugly ſhame might thed 
(Thus farre from home) thefe Grecians blouds; Bur if they once rurne he: 
And ally onus frew their flcet, when in fo deepea dike = 
We ſhall lye ſtruggling; not a man of all the hoalt is like | 
To live, and carry backe the newes: and therefore be ir thus : 
Here leave we horſe, kept by our men, andall on foot ler us

(Their pafſage beaten through the wall) with hazardons detire, 
That they mighr once but fight at fleet. With Zeor, Capraines were, 
Poly1amas, and Cebriones, who was his chariotecere :

The fourth charge, good «Aineas led, and with him were combine 
CArchelochus, and Acamas (CAntenors deareſt kinde) 
And excellent atcevery fight. The fifth brave companie, 
Sarpedon had to charge; who chuſde, for his commands ſupply, 
Aſteropaus great in armes, and Glaucrs, for both theſe 
Were beſt of all men, but himſelfe : but he was fellowleſfe.

(Foole that he was) butall to flectc: and little knew how nearc

Put on tlYall-covering miſt of Fate, and then did hang upon 

The lance of great * Dencalides- he fatally ruſhr on - 
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Thc ict hand way; by whichthe Greekes, with horſe and charior, 
Came uſually from field to fleet : cloſe to the gates he gor, 

Which both unbard and ope he found, that ſothe eaſter might 
Ancntry be for any friend, that was behind in flight; 

Yet not much eafier fora foc: becauſe there was a guard 
Maintaind upon it, paſt his thought, who ſtill putforit hard, 
Eagerly ſhowting: and with him, were five more friends of name, 

That would nor lcave him, though none elſe would hunt that way for fame 
(In their free choice) but he himſelfe, oreſtes, Iamenss,

And (mightily incenſt with 79ve) ſtoopt ſtrait from that ſteepe hill, 
That ſhooke as he flew off ſo hard, his parting preſt the height. 
The woods, and all the great hilsneare, rrembled beneath the weight 
Of his immortall moving fect: three ſteps he onely tooke, 
Before he far-off &gs reacht; but with the foutth, it ſhooke 
With his dreadentrie. In the depth of theſeſcas, he did hold 
His bright and glorious pallace buile, of never. ruſting gold; 
Andthcrearrivd, heput in Coach, his beazen-foored ſteeds, 
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The horie'f  Ail golden man'd, and pac't with wings; and all in golden weeds 
"vpwre,  Hecloth'd himſelfe. The golden ſcourge, (moſteleg 
He tooke, and mounted to his (cate: and thenthegodt 
Todrive his chariot through the waves. From whirlep 
The whales exultcd under him, and knew their King-the $ 
For joy did opcn; and his horſe, ſo wife, and lightly flew -

Medeſacaſte, one that ſprung, of Priams baſtard bed.

Amongſt the Troiamr; he was lodg'd, with Priam, who held deare 
His naturall fonnes no more then him, yer him, beneath the care

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As whea an Aſh on ſome hils top, (it ſelfe topt wondrous well) 
The teete hewes downe, and he preſents his yong leaves to the ſpoyle:

Yee (not content) 0/eades, inrag'd to ſee there dead |

And full at Hefors feet it fell. Amphimachus deceaſe 
(Being nephew to the god of waues) much vext the Deities mind, 
And to the ſhips and tents he marcht: yet more, to makeinclinde 
The Grecians, tothe Trojan bane. In haſting to which end, 
Idomene's met with him, returning from a fricnd, 
Whoſe hamme late hurt, his men broughrtoff, and having given command 
To his Phyfirians for his curc, (much fir dto put his hand 
To Troyes repulſe) helefe his tent. Him (like Andremons fonne, 
Prince Thos, that in P/euron rulde, and lofty Calidoy, 
Th #tolian powres, and like a god, was of his ſubje&s ſou'd). 
Neptune encountred: andbutthis, his forward ſpirit mov'd. 
1domenews, Prince of Crete? O whither now are fled | 
Thoſe threats in thec, with which the reſt, the Troians menaced ? 
OT boas (hc replide) no one of all our hoſt ſtands now

Sol (ſaid Merion) army tent, and ſable barke, may ſay,

To ſerve me for my preſent uſe; and rthereforcaske Ithee. 

Not that Ilacke a fortitude to ſtore me with my owne: 

For ever in the formoſt fights, that render men renowne, 

I fight. when any fight doth ſire. and this perhaps, may well 

Be hid to others, bur chou knowt, and I to thee appcale. 

I know (replidethe King) how much, thou weigh'ſt in every worth, 
What ncedſt thou therefore urecr this? If we ſhonld now chuſe forth 
The worthicſt men for ambuſhes in all our flect and hoſt - 

(Fo ambuſhes are ſervices that tryemens vertues moſt, 

Since there, the fcarefull and the firme, will, as they are, appeare : 

The fearefull altering ſtill his hue, and reſts not any where; 

Nor is his ſpirit capable, of thaambuſh conſtancic, 

But riſerh, changeth ſtill his place, and croucheth curiouſly 

On his bent hanches; halfe his height. ſcarce ſecnc above che ground. 
For feare to be ſecne, yet muſt ſee: his heart with many a bound,

And firſt ſpake Merio»: On which part (ſonne of Devc:lion) 
Serves thy minde to invade the fight? is't beſt ro ſerupon 
The 7r9/ams in our battels aide, the right or left-hand wing, 
For all parts I ſuppoſe employd. Tothis the Crezas King, 
Thus anfwerd: In our navies midſt, are others that affift, 
The two Aiaces, Tencer too; with ſhafis, theexperteſt 
Of all the Grerians, and though ſmall, is greatin fighss of ſtand. 
Aqnd theſe (though huge he be of ſtrength) will ſerue to fill the hand

Enflame our fleet: if 79vs hitnſelfe, caſt nothis fier-brands

Great Aiax Telamonins, to none alive will yeeld, 
That ycelds to death; and whoſeliferakes, Ceres nutritions 
That can be cut with any iron, or paſhe with ic ſtones, 
Not to «&arides himfclfe; he yeelds for combats ſer, 
Though clearc he muſt give place for pace,and free ſwinge of his fect. 
Sincethen, the barrell (being our place, ofmoſt care} is made good

This orderd; ſwift Merioves,went, and forewent his King;

A great Hero, and hadgrace, to be the loved ſonne

melo 16 41994 Vaine-ſpoken men, and glorious; what haſt thou ſaid? would I 
As ſurely were the ſonne of 1902, and of great 1890 borne; 
Adorn'd like Palls, and the God, that lifts to earth the Morne; 
As this day ſhall bring harmfull light, to all your hoſt; and thou, 
1 ([t thou dar'ft ſtand this lance) the earth, before the ſhips ſhale ſtrow, 
Thy boſome torne up ; and the dogs, with all the fowle of Troy. 
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Be ſatiate wich thy fat and fleſh. This ſaid, with ſhowting joy 

His firſt teroupes follow'd; and the laſt, their ſhowts with ſhowrsrepeld : 
Greece anſwerd all, nor could her ſpirits, from all ſhew reſt conceald. 

And to ſo infinite a height, all acclamations ſtrove, 

They reacht Ran IEP about, the unreachtthrone of 790. -

Bat not to ſhew their errors, 

or that 1 underſtand how others take this place different from my tranſlation, 1 

ſe this note, ſo much as to intimate what Homer would have noted, and doth 

teach, that men brought up with that gemile, and ſofi-ſpirit-begetting-milke, 
are lowg lived, and in nature moſt inſt and innocent. Which kinde of food, the 
0ſt ingemious and grave Plutarch, in his oration,De cſu carnium, ſeemes to pre- 
fer before the food of fleſh: where be ſaith, By this meanes alſo, Tyrants laid the 


foundations of their homicides: for, (45 amongſt the Athenians) firſt, they put to 


aeath the moſt notorious and vileſt Sycophant Epitedeius; ſo the ſecond g3 third: 
then being accuſtomed to blond they ſlew good, like bad: as Niceratus,the Empe- 
rour Theramenes, Polemarchus the Philoſopher,gyc. Soatthe firſt, men killed 
[ome harmefall beaſt or other, then ſame kinat of fowle, ſome fiſh; till taught by 
theſe, and ſtirred up with the (uſt of their pallats, they proceeded to ſlaughter of 
the laborious Oxtthe man clotbingor adorning ſheepe, the houſe guarding cocke, 
(Fc. and by little and little clojed with theſe. warre,and the food of men, men fell

24rland.) Panzdes bade both recite briefly their beſt: for which Heliodus cited 
theſe verſes: which as well as I could, in haſte, I have tranſlated ont ofthe vegin- 
ning of bus ſecond Booke of workes and dayes.

Theſe verſes (howſoever Spondanus ſtands for Homers) 1# reſpect of the peace 
and thrift they repreſent, are hike enough to carry it for Heliodus, even in theſe 
times indcements. Homers ver ſes are theſe. 

Thus Neptune rowſd theſe men; 

And round about th' A4zaces did their Phalanxes maintaine, 

Their {latien firme, whom Ars himſelfe, (had he amongſt them gone) 
Could not diſparage; nor 1oves Maid, that ſets men fiercer on, 

For now the beſt were choſen our, and they recciv'd th'iadvance 

Of Hefor and his men fo full, that Lance was lin'd with lance; 

Shields thickned with oppoſed ſhields; targets to targets nail'd -

Which martiall verſes, though they are as high 4s may befor their place, and end 
of our Homer: are yet infinitely ſhort of bue beffl ima thouſand other places. Nor 
thinke I the contention of any part rrue; Homer being affirmed by good Authors, 
tobe a hundred yeeres before Heſtodus: and by all others much the older, Heli- 
odus being neare in bloud to him. And thu, for ſome varictie in your delight, I 
thought not amiſſe to inſert bere. Os ; 

- Eperl:vn, che Commentors tranſlate in thy place, funda, moſt wntruly : 
there being no ſlings ſpoken of in all theſe 1liads, nor any ſuch ſervice uſed in all 
theſe wars, which in my laſt annotation in thus booke, will appeare more spparent: 
But here, amd in thus place, to tra»ſlate the word funda (thouzh moſt commonly 
it fugnifith ſomugh) is moſt ridiculows, Se*19%m, likewiſe ſignifying, orna- 
mentum quoddam mulicbre: which therefore Itranſlate a skar fe: « fitter thing 
to hang bi arme in then a [{img; and likely that his Squire carried about him, ei. 
ther as a favour of his owne Miftreſſe, or hs Maſters, or for eithers ornament - 
star fes being no unuſuall weare for ſouldiers. 

Ar length forfake our 
fleet, 676. Now come we to the continuance (with cleare notes) of Mcenelaus rid;- 
cnlows charatter. This very bezinning of hu inſultation, (in the manner of it) 
preparing it,and the ſimply utteredupbraids of the T rojans following confirming 
it moſt inzenionfly, Firſt, that the Traians raviſhed his wife in the flowre of her 
yeares, 
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ares, calling hey 1::N194397), which Spondanus tranſlaterh virginem uxo- 
rem, being bere to be rarſ/ated juvenile uxorem : *4c19& ppn;iug inveni- 
lis: but they will have it virginem; becauſe Homer wuſt be taxed, withignorance 
of what the next age after Troys fiege revealed of the age before , in which The- 
ſeus & remembred firſt to have raviſht Hellen ; and that by Theſeus, Iphigenia 
was begotten of ber: which being granted, maketh mach againſt Homer (if you 
marke it) for making Mcnclaus thinke yet, he married her a wirgin { if Spon- 
danus iranſlation ſhould paſſe.) Firft, no man being ſo ſimple to chinke, that the 
Poet thinketh alwayes as he maketh others ſpeake : and next, it being no verie 
range, or rare credulitie, in men,to beleeve they marry maids when they do net. 
Much more ſach 4 man made for the purpoſe as Menelaus, whoſe good h15bayd!ly 
imagination of hus wives maidenhead at their marriage,l hope anſwereth at full 
the moſt fooliſh taxation of Homers i2norance : in which a man may wonder at 
theſe learned Criticks ower-learnedaneſſe: and what ropes of ſand they make with, 
their kinde of intelligencing knowledoe. 1 mean, in ſuch as abuſe the name 1 f 
Criticks, 45 #2any verſers do, of Poets:the reſt, for their induſtries, I reverence. 
{ Bat all ths time, 1 loſe my colletFion of Menelaus filie and ridiculous «pbraids 
here given to the Trojans. Firſt (as above ſaid) for raviſhing his wife in the 
flowre of her yeaves: when ſhould a man play ſuch a part but then? thouzh in deed 
poore Menelaus had the more Wrong or loſſe iu it, aud yet Paris the more rea /on. 
He addeth then,and without canſeor injurie, a moſt ſharpe one in Homer, and 53 
Menclaus 4s much ridiculoms: as though lovers looked for more cauſe in their 
love-ſuits, then the beanties of their beloved : or that men were made cucksl 1; 
onely for ſpite, or revenge of ſome wrong precedent. But indeed, Menclaus truc 
ſomplicitte in this, to thinke barms ſhould not be done without harmes foregoins 
(wo n0t in theſe unſmarting harmes) making him well deſerve his Fpithite *;-_ 
3%, Yet farther ſee how bu pare imbecillitie prevaileth - and how by a thred 
Homer currerh him ont here , *ni #13: 223/79, poſtquam amice traQati 
fuiſtis apud ipſam,after ye had beene kindly entertaind at her hands, 1 hope you 
will thinke nothing could encourage them more then that. See how he ſpeaketh a- 
2ainſt her in taking hey part: and bow ingenionſly Homer giveth him il! (ome 
coloar of reaſen for his fenſleſneſſe which colour yet enouch to deceiue owr Com- 
mentors: they find not yet the tame figure of our horned. But they and all Tray- 
ſlators, ſtill force bu ſpeeches to the beſt part, Tet further then make we eur di/- 
ſection. And row (faith our Simplician) you would againe ſhrew your iniquities, 
eves to thecafting of pernicious fire into our fleet, and killing our Princes if you 
could. Would any man thinke this in an Enemic? and ſuch an Enemie as the Tro- 
jans? Chide Enemies in armes, for offering to hurt their Enemies? would yo!! 
have yet plainer this good Kings ſimplicitie* But bis ſlawghters ſometimes, and 
wiſe words, are thoſe miſts our Homer caſteth before the eyes of bus Readers, that 
binareth their proſpetts,to his more conſtant and predominant ſoftneſſe and ſim- 
plicitie, Which he doth, imagining bis underſtanding Readers eyes more ſharpe, 
then not 20 ſee pervially throwghthem. And yet,would not have theſe great ones 
them: ſelves need ſo ſubile flatteries: but that every ſhadow of their morth might. 
remove all the ſubſtance of their worthleſneſſe.I am weary with beatins this thin 
thicket for a woodcocke, and yet, leſt it prove ſtill too thicke for our ſanguine and 
gentle complexions to ſhine through, in the next words of hs lame reproofe, he

Chear'd up the Greceke hearts.thar they with their paincsno period, 
Saturnia from O!ympas top, law her great brother there, 

And hergreat husbands brother too, cxciting every where 

The glorious\pirits of the Greekes, which, as ſhe joy'd to ce : 

So (on the fountfull 74as top) Toves fight did diſagree 

With her contentment, ſince ſhe fear'd that his hand wouid deſcend, 

And checke the ſca-gods prattifes. And this ſhe did contend 

How to prevent, which thus ſeem'd beſt- to decke her curiouſly, 

And viſite the Idalian hill, that ſothe Lightnerseye | 

She might cnamour with her lookes,and his high temples ſteepe, 

(Evento his wiſedome) in the kinde, and golden tuyce of {leepe. 

So tooke ſhe chamber with her ſonne, the god of ferrary, 

With firme doores made, being ioyncd cloſe, and with a privy key, 

That no god could command but eve, where (cntrcd) ſhe made faſt 

The ſhining gates, and then upon her lovely body caſt 

«4mbr0/1a, that firſt made it cleare, and after, laid on it 

An odorous, rich, and ſacred oyle, that was ſo wondrous ſweet, 

Thar. ever, when it was but touch, it ſwcetncd heaven and carth. 

Her body being cleanſd with this, her Trefles ſhe let forth, 

nd combed, (her combe dipt in the oyle) rhen wrapt them np in cules -

On her white ſhoulders; wrought by her that rules in houſewiferics,

| wet leads Tt bus (arm'd with order) forth they flew, the great Earth: ſhaker led; 
i veGret. Along ſwordin his finowy hand,which when he brandiſhed, 
{ [tlightn'd ſtill: there was no law,for him, and It; poore men 
Mult quake before them. Theſerhus man'd, illuſtrious HedFor then 
His hoit brought up. The blew-bair d god,and be, ſtrercht through the preaſe 
A grievous fight: when to the ſhips, and tents of Greece, the ſeas 
3rike looſe, and rag'd, But when they joynd, the dreadfull Clamoy roſe 
To ſuch a height; as not the ſea, when up,the North-ſpirit blows 
Her raging billows; bellows fo, againſt the beaten ſhore: 
Nor ſuch aruſtling keeps? fire, driven with violent blore, 
Through woods that grow againſt a hill: nor ſo the fervent ſtrokes

| As did the clamor of theſe hoſts, when both the barrels cloſd. 
 Ofall which, noble Hedor firſt, at Azax breaſt diſpoſd 
His javelin, ſinceſo right on him, the great-ſoul'd ſouldier bores 
Nor miſt it, but the bawdricks both, that his brode boſome wore, 
Tohang his ſhield and ſword, it ſtrooke; both which, his fleſh preſeru'd: 
Heer (diſdaining that his lance, had thus, as good as ſweru'd) 
iris efer. T rode to his trength; but going off, great Ara with a ſtone, 
(One, of the many props for (hips, that there lay trampl'd on} 
Srooke his broad breaſt, above his ſhield, juſt underneath his throat; 
And {hooke him peecemeale. W hen the ſtone,ſprung backe againe,and ſmote 
(- Earth, like a whirlwinde gethcring duſt, with whirring fiercely round, 
For feruour of his unſpent ſtrength, in ſetling en the ground: | 
And,as when 7oves bolr, by the roots, rends from thecarth an Oke; 
His ſu!phure caſting with the blow, a ſtrong, unſavoury ſmoke; 
Andon the falne plant none date looke,but with amazedeyes, 
Aw over- (Toves thunder being no laughing game) ſo bowd ſtrong Hedors thyes; 
rbrowne, And fo, with toſt-up heels he fell: away, his lanec he flung, 
His round ſhield followd; then his helme, and out his armour rung. 
The Greeks then ſhowted, and ranne in, and hop'tto hale him off, 
And therctore powr'don datts, in ſtormes, to keepe his aide aloofe; 
Put none cou!d hurt the peoples guide; nor ſtirre him from his ground: 
Heftor reſanrds Sarpedon, Prince of Lycia, and Glawcus, ſo renownd, 
| Divine £4 gener, Venus fonne, and wiſe Polydamas, 
Ruſhr to his reſcue, and the reſt: no one, neg!eRive was 
Of Hector: (aterie; all their ſhields, they coucht abour him cloſe; 
Raiſd him fromearth, and (giving him, in their kinde armcs repoſe) 
From oft the labour, carried him, to his rich charior, 
And bore him mourning towards 7 70 - but whenthe flood they got 
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Of gulphy X4nrbas, that was got by deathleſle 1upirer, 
There tooke they him from chariot, and all beſprinkled there 
His temples with the ſtreame; he breath'd, looke up, aſlaidto riſe, 
And on his knees ſtaid, ſpitting bloud: againe then, cloſd his eyes, 
And backe againe his body fell; the maine blow had not done 
Yer wich his ſpirit. When the Greekes ſaw worthy Hedor gone, 
Then thought they oftheir workzthen charg'd with much morechere the foe 
And then (farre firſt) 0:/eades, began the overthrow, 
He darrcd Sarnims Enrps ſonne, whom famous Nav bore, 
(As ſhe was keeping Enops flockes) on Satwiws rivers {hore : 
Andſtrookehim in his bellies rimme, who upwards fell, andraild 
A mighty skirmiſh with hisfall: and then Paxthades feiſd 
P rothenor Areilicides, with his reveng dfull ſpeare, 
On bis right (houlder, ſtrooke it through, and laid him breathletle there. 
For which he inſolently bragd,and cryed out; Nor a dart A 4 
From great ſoul'd Paxthws fonne, I thinke, {hall ever vainlier part, ers ; 
But ſome Greekes boſome it ſhall take, and make him give his ghoſt. 
This bragge the Grecians ſtomackt much, but Telamonixs moſt, 
Who ſtood moſt neare Prothenors fall: and out he ſenta Lance, 
Which Pan:hus ſonne (declining) ſcap't, yet tooke it to fad chance, 
LA rchelochus, Antensrs ſonne, whom heaven did deſtinate 
To that ſterne end, twixt necke and head, the iavelin wrought his fate, 
And ran in at the upper ioynt, of allthe blacke long bone, 
Cut both the nerves, and ſuch a lode of ſtrength laid 41ax on, 
As, that ſmall part he feiſd, ovewaid all th'under lims, and ſtrooke 
His heeles up fo, that head, and face, the earths poſſcſhons tooke, 
When all the low parts ſprung in aire, and thus did «14x quit 
Panthelts Brave, Now, Panthus ſonne, let thy propherique wit, Aiax inſults in 
Confider, and dilcloſe a truth, if thisman doc not weigh SEED 
Even with Pr#thenor ? I conceive, nv one of you will ſay, ROE 
That cither he was bafe bimſelfe, or ſprung ofany baſe, 
Antenors brother, or his fonne, he ſhould be by his face; 
Oncof his race, paſt queſtion, his likenefle ſhewes hes. 

This ſpake he, knowingit well enough. The Troians ſtorm'd at this, 
And then {lue Acamas (to fave his brother yet ingag'd) 
Be otizs, dragging him to ſpoyle, and thus the Greekes inrag'd. 

O Greckes? even borne to beare our darts, yet ever breathing threats, 
Not alwaycs under tearcs, and toyles, ye ſee our fortune ſweats, 
, But ſometimes you drop under death: fee now your quicke among 
Our dead,intranc't with my weake Lance, to prove I hauc erc long 
Revengd my brother: tis the wiſh of every honeſt man, 
His brother flainein Ars his field, may reſt wreakt in his Phanc. 

This ſtird freth envy in the Greeks, but urg'd Pene/cxs moſt, 
Who hurld his Lanceat Acamas, heſcap't: nor yet it loſt 
The forre he gave it, for it found the flocke-rich Fhorbas ſonne, 
Tlionews, whoſe deare Sirc, (paſt all in lion) 
Was lovdof Hermes, and enricht, and to him onely bore 
His mother, this now {laughterd man. The dart did undergore 
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The eyc picrctthrough: nor could the nerve that ſtaics the necke, repel! 
His ſtrong wing'd lance; but necke and all, gave way,and downe he dropt, 
Penelews then untheath'd his (word, and from the ſhoulders chopt 
His lucklefſe head; which downe hethrew, the helme ſtill ticking on - 
And ſtill the Lance, fixt in his cyc; which, not to (ce, alone, 
Contented him; bur up againe, he ſnarcht, and ſhewd ir all, 
With this ſtcrne Brave; 1/:ans, relate, brave 7/ionews fall, 
To his kinde parents, that their roofes, their teares may over-runne, 
For {0 the houſe of Promachws, and Alcgenors ſonne, 
Muft with his wives cycs, overſlow: ſhe never ſeeing more 
Her dearc Lord, though we tell his death; when toour native ſhore, 
Webring from ruind Troy our flecte, and men ſo long forgone. 
This faid, and ſcene, palc Feare poſſcſt all thoſe of lion : 
Andev'ry man caſt round his cyc, te ſce, where death was not, 
That he might flic bim. Let notthen, his grac't - IRR XY

Apollo with the golden ſword, the cleare farrc-ſeer, ſec

Barte them,the poore beaſts pulling downe, when ſtraight the clamorous fray, 
Cals out a Lyon, hugely man'd, and his abhorred view 
Turnes headlong in unturning flight (though ventrous) all the crew: 
So hitherto the chaſing Greekes, their ſlaughter dealt by troupes, 
But after Hefor was beheld, range here and there, then ſtoupes 
The boldeſt courage; then their heeles rooke in their dropping hearts, 
And then ſpake «4ndremonides, a man of farre-beſt parts 
Ot all th*Zrolians, skild in darts; ſtrenuous in fights of ſtand, 
And one of who, few of the Greekes could get the better hand, 
 ., (ForRhetorique) when they fought with words,with all which,beigg wile, 
—_— Thus ſpake he to his Grecian friends: O miſchicfe! now minc cycs 
| *  Diſcernens little miracle; Hector eſcapt from death, 
And all recoverd; when all thought his foule had ſunke beneath 
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The hands of efiax: but fome god hath fav'd and freed againe, 
Him that but now diffolv'd the knees of many a Grecian, 
And now [I fearc will weaken more, for not wirhourthe hand 
Ot him that thunders, can his powres, thus ſtill the forefights ſtand, 
Thus ſtill criumphant: heare me then, our troupes in quicke retreate, 
Ler's draw up to our fleet, and we, rhatboaſt our ſclves, the Grear 
Stand firme,and trie, if theſe that raiſe, ſo bightheir charging darts, 
May be refifted: T beleeve. even this great heart of hearts, 
Will feare himſelfe to be too bold in charging thorow us. 
They calily heard him, and obcyd, when all the generous 
They cald tencotinter HedFors charge, and turn'dthe common men 
Backe to the flcet: and theſe were they, that bravely furniſhe then 
The fierce forefight; th 4/aces both; the worthy Cretan King, 
The Aars-like Megesz Merion, and Texcer. Vpthen, bring 
The Troian chicfes, their men in heapes; before whom (amply pact) 
Marcht Heer, and in front of him, «pelo, who had caſt 
About his brighrtaſpeR;, a cloud, and did before him bearc 
Toves huge and cach- where ſhaggie ſhield; which {ro containe in feate 
Offending men) the gad-ſmith gave to 7ove, withthis heled 
The Trojan forces. The Greckes ſtood, a fervent clamor ſpred 
The aire on both ſides as they ioynd; out flew the ſhafts and darts, 
Somefalling ſhore, but otherſame, found buts in breaſts and hearts. 
Aslong as Phzbus held but out, his horrid ſhield, ſo long 
The darts flew raging cither way, anddeath grew both waycs firong. 
But when the Greckes had ſeenc his face, and who it was that ſhooke 
The briftled carge, knew by his voyce; then all their ſtrengths forſooke 
Their nerves and mindes; and then looke how a goodly herd of Neat, 
Qr wealthy flocke of ſheepe, being cloſe, and dreadleſle ar their meare, 
In ſome blackemidnight, ſodainly (and not a keeper neere) = 
A brace of horrid Bearesruſh in, and then flyc here and there 
The poore aftrighted flockes or herds; fo every way diſperſt 
The heartlefſe Grecians: fo the ſunne, their headſtrong chace reverſt 
To headlong flighr, and that day raiſde, with all grace, HeiFors head. 
Arcefilaus then he ſuc, and Stichime; Sticbins led 
Beotias brazen-coted men: the other was thefriend 
Ofmightie-ſoul'd Meveſtherss. .Aineas brought tocnd, 
Medon, and Iaſms; Medon was the brother (though but baſe) 
Offſwift 9ileades, and dwelt farre from his breeding place, 
In Phylaca, the other led th*Athenian bands: his Sire 
Was Spelas, Bucolus his ſonne. Mecriſthew did expire 
Beneath Polydamzs his hand. Polttes, Echiws flew 
Tuſt at the ioyning ofthe hoſts. 4zenor overthrew 
Clonize. Bold Detochnus felt A lexanders Lance, 
Te ſtrooke his ſhoulders vpper part, and did his head advance, 
Quite through his breaſt, as from the fight, he turn'd him for retreat. 
Whale theſe ſtood ſpoyling of the flaine, the Greeks feund time to ger 
Beyond the dike, andeh'undik'r pales: all ſcapes they gladly gain'd, 
Till all had paſt the urmoſt wall; Neccthtic Fraignd 
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© Then Heater cryed our: Take no {poyle, but ruſh on tothe fleet, 


From whoſcaſlault (for{poyleor flight) if any man I meete, 

{1c mectcs his death: nor inthe firc, of holy funcrall, 

{lis brothers or his ſiſters hands, ſhall caſt (within our wall) 

His lothed body; but withour, the throtes of dogges ſhall grave 
His manleſſe lims. This ſaid, the ſcourge his forward horſes drave 


Through every order; and with him, all whipt their chariots on, 
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A!l threatningly, ovt chundring ſhowts,ascarth were overthrowne. 
Before taem marche 4pooſtill, and as he marcht, digd downe, 

(Without all labour) with his fect, the dike; till, with his owne, 

He fild itro the top; and made way both for manand horſe, 

As broad snd long as with a Lance (caſt out to try ones force) 

A man could am Into this they peur'd whole troupes as faſt, 

As numerous: Phebwe ſtill, before, for all their baſte,

In much more violence on the Greckes; and thought on nought bur fight. 
And as a huge wave of a ſea, ſwolne to his rudeſt height, 
Freakes over both {des ofa ſhip, being all urg'd by the wind; 


ined x; For that's it makes the wave fo proud: in ſuch a borne-up kind, 
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The Trojans overgat the wall, and getting in their horſe, 

Fought cloſeat fleet; which now the Greekes aſcended for their force: 

Then from their chariots,they with darts,the Greeks with bead-hooks fought 
(Kept fill aboord for navall fights)their heads with iron wrought, 

Inhookes and pikes, eFchilles friend, till while he ſaw the wall 

That food withourthcir flect, affoord employment for them all, 

Was never abſent from the tent of that man-loving Grecke, 
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Late-hurt Earypilns; but fate, and cvery way did ſecke 

To ſpendthe ſharpe time of his wound, withall the eaſe hecould, 

In medicines, and in kinde diſcourſc: but when he might behold 

The Troians paſt the wall; the Greekes flighe driven, and all in cries; 

Thencride he out, Caſt downe his hands,aud beate with gricfe histhighes : 

Then, O Eurypilus, (hectide) nowall thy need of me, 

Muſt beare my abſence: now a worke of more neceffitic, Ppverag

Who knowes, but(God afhiſting me) my words may make him yceld ? 
The motion ofa friend is ſtrong. His feete thus tooke him thence. 

The reſt yer ſtood their enemics firme, bur all their violence 

(Though Troy fought there with fewer men) Jacket vigor to repell 

Thoſe fewer from their Navies charge; and fo, that charge as well 
Lacktforce toſpoyle their fleet or tents. And asa ſhipwrights line

So HedFor (in a flight from heaven, upon the Grecians caſt)

Who, of the heavens- Queene-lov'd. king, (great Ewryſthews) wonne

And downe he upwards fell, his fall up from the center ferche 

A huge ſound with his head and helme; which He&or quickly (pide,

Andiluc about him all his friends, who could not give him aide:

and in her deſpite about loves commanament: which all the hiſtory before, in her

New come from currie of a Stagge; their iawes all bloud-beſmeard, 
And when from ſome blacke water. fount, they altogerher herd, 
There having plentifully lapt, with chin, and thruſt our tongues, 
The top and cleareſt of the ſpring, goc belching fromtheir lungs 
The clotterd gore, looke dreadfully, and cntertaine no dread,

Ot allthe Myrmidans, except, their Lords companion: 
»4anix 4s The fourth charge aged Phenix had, The fifth, 1 lcimedon, 
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fourio, Sonne of Laerews, and much fam'd. All theſe digeſted thus 
— »:%* In firplace, by the mightic ſonne of royall Pelews; 


This ſterne remembrance hegave all: You Myrmidons, {ſaid he) 
x59 Fav Left any of you ſhould forget his threatnings uſde to me 

In this place; andthroughall the time that my iuſt anger raign'd; 

Attempting me with bitter words, for being fo reſtrain'd 

(For my hot humour) from the fight: remember them, as theſe - 

Thou cruell ſonneof Pelews, whom ſhe that rules the (cas, 

Did onely nourith with her gall; thou doſt ungeatly hold 

Our hands againſt our wils trom fight, wewill not be controld, 

But rake our ſhips, and faile for home; before we loyter here, 

And fced thy turic, T heſc high words, cxcceding often were 

Thethreats, that in your mvtinous troupes, ye uſde to me, for wrath 

To bedetaind fo fromthe field: now then, your ſpleenes may bath 

In ſweate of thoſe great workes ye wilht; now he that can employ ;

This (cr eheir mindes and ſtrengrhs on fire; the ſpeech enforcing well, : 

Being uſde 1n time, but being their kings, it much more did impell, 

I0uis And clefcr rufhr-in all the troupes. And, as for buildings hic, 

The Maſon Jayes his ſtones more thicke, againſt th'extremitie 

Of winde and weather; and eventhen, if any ſtorme arike, 

He ehickens them the more for that; the preſent a& ſo plics 

His honcft minde to makeſure worke. So for the high eſtate 

This workc was brought to, theſe mens minds (according to the rate) 

Wereraiſd, and all their bedics ioynd: but their well-ſpoken King, 

With his ſotimely-thought. on ſpeech, more ſharpe made valours ſting, 

And thickn'd fo their targets boſt; ſoall their helmets then, 

That ſhields propthields, helmes, helmets knockt, and men encouragd men. 
ahimnt _ Patreclus, and vAutomedon, did arme before them all 
«91:49 T wobodies with One mindeinform'd; and then the General! 
= 19797 Befooke him to hisprivate Tent, where (from a coffer wroughe 
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Moſt rich and curiouſly; and givenby Thezzs, to be brought 

Jn his owne ſhip, top-fild with veſts, warme robes to chccke cold wind, 
And tapiſtrics, all golden fring'd, and curl'd with thrumbs behind : 

He tooke a moſt unvalued bowle, in which none dranke but he, 


| Not he, but co the deities, nor any deitie, 


But 7ov? himſclfc was ſerv'd with thatzand that he firſt did clenſe 
With ſulphure, then with fluences of (weeteſt water renſe: 
Then walht his hands, and drew himſelfe a mighty bowle of winc, 
Which (ſtanding midſt the place encloſde for ſervices divine, 
And looking up to heaven and 7ove, who ſaw him well) he pour'd 
Vpon the place of ſacrifice, and humbly thus implor'd 

Great Dodonews, Prelidentof cold Dodonees towres; 
Divine Pelaſcicae, that dwell'ſt farre hence, about whole bowres 
Thauſtere propherique Sel; dwell, that ſtill ileepe enthe ground, 
Goe barc, and never clenfe their feet: as I before have found 
Grace to my vowes, and hurtto Greece, ſo now my prayers ir:tend, 
1 ſtill ſtay in the gatherd flecte, but have diſmiſt my friend, 
Amongſt my many Myrmidons, to danger of the dart. 
O grant his valour my renowne, arme with my minde his hart, 


- That HefFors(elfe may know, my friend can worke in ſingle warre; 


And not then onely ſhew his hands, ſo hot and ſingular, 
When my kinde preſence ſeconds him: but, fight he nere ſo well, 
No further let him truſt. his fight: but, when he ſhall repel! 
Clamor and danger fromour flcete, vouchſafca ſafe retreate 
To him andall his companies, with fames and armes compleate. 
He prayd, and heavens great Counſellor gave ſatisfying care, 
To one patt of his oriſons, bur left the other there - 
He let him free the ficete of focs, bur ſaferetreatedenide. 
Achiltes left that utter part, where he his zcale applidez 
And turn'dinto his inner tent, made faſt his cup, and then 
Stood forth, and with his minde bcheld the foes fight and his men, 
That follow'd his great minded friend, embartail'd, rill they brake 
With gallant ſpirit upon the foe: and as fell waſpes, that make 
Their dwellings in the broad high way, which fooliſh children uſe 
(Their cottages being neare their ncaſts) to anger and abuſc 
With cver vexing them, and breed (te ſooth their childiſh warre) 
A common ill to many men, ſince if a traveller 
(That would his iourneysend apply, and paſſe them unaſſayd) 
Come neare and vexe them, upon him the childrensfaules arc layd; 
For on they flyc, as he were ſuch, and ſtill defend rheir owne - 
So far'd it with the fervent minde of every Myrmydon, 
W ho pour'd themſclves out of their flecte, upon their wanton foes, 
T hat needs would tirre them, thruſt ſo neare, and cauſe the overthrowes 
Of many others that had elſe beene never toncht by them, | 
Nor would have toucht. Patrocius then puthis winde tothe ſtreame, 
And thus exhorted: Now my friends, remember you expreſſc 
Your late urg.d vertueand renowne, our great #acides; 
That he being ſtrongeſt of all the Greekes; his eminence may dimme 
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And others likewiſein our ſtrengths, that farre off imitate him. . 
And Azamewnon now may ſec bis fault as gencrall, 
As his place high, diſhonouring him, that ſo much honours all. 
Thus made he ſparkle their treſh firc, and. on they ruſhe, the flcete 
Fild full her hollow ſides with ſounds, thattcrribly did greete 
'Th'amazed T roians: and their eycs did ſecond their amaze, | 
1 he error of When great Menetizs lonne they ſaw, and his friends armour blaze; 
ranoia 191 Al] troupes ſtoodtroubl'd with conceit, that Pe/ews ſonne was there, 
His anger caſt off ar the ſhips, and each lookt every where 
For ſome authoritic to leade, the then prepared flight. 
P atrocl us greeted with a lance, the region where the fight 
Made ſtrongeſt rumult; neare the ſhip, Prozeſilaws brought, 
And ftrooke Pyrechmen, who before the faire. helmd Poms fought, 
| Led from A myaen, neare whoſe wals, the broad ſtream'd Axi#s flowes. 
Pnecimmn (43 Through his right ſhoulder flew the dart, whoſe blow ſtrooke all the blowes 
z»d the (147, In his powre, from his powrcleſſe arme, and downe he groning fell : 
jones, His men all flying (thcir Leader fled.) This onedart did repell 
The whole guard plac't about the ſhip, wholc fircextinR, halfe burn'd 
The P eons left her, and full cry toclamorous flight rcturn'd. 
Then ſpread theGreckes about cheir ſhips, eriumphant rumule flow'd : 
—_ Andas trom top of ſome ſtcepe hill, the lightner ſtrips a cloud, 
And lets a great skie out from heaven, in whoſe deligheſome light, 
All prominent forcheads, forreſts, towres, and templey cleare thefight : 
So clear'd theſe Greekes, this Troian cloud, andat their ſhips and tents 
Obrain'd 8 little time to breathe, byt found no preſent vents 
To their inclufions; nor did Troy (thouga theſe Pxonians fled 
Lo'e any ground, but from this ſhip, they needfully turn'd head. 
Then every man, a man ſubdude; Patroclus in the thigh 
Strooke Areilices; his dart, the bone did breake, and flye | 
Quite through, and ſunke him to the carth. Geod Menelans ſlew 
Accompliſht 7 hoas, in whoſc breaſt (being nak'd) his lance hethrew 
Above his ſhield, andfreed his ſoule, Phylides (taking note 
That bold 4mphidas bent at him) prevented him, and ſmote 
His thighes cxtreme part, where (of man) bis fatteſt mulcle lies, 
The nerves torne with his lances pile, and darknefle cloſde his eyes. 
Antilechus, Atywwins (cizd, his ſteele lance did impreſle 
His firſt three guts, and looſd his life. At yong Neſtorides, 
Mars, Atymnims brother flew, and at him, Threfimed, 
(The brother to «Autilochw) his cager Iavelins head, 
The muſcles of his arme cur out, and ſhiverd all the bone; 
Night cloſde his eyes, his liveleſſecorſc, his brother fell upon. 
And fo by two kinde brothers hands, did two kinde brothers bleed : 
Both being divine Serpedons friends, and were the darting ſecd 
Of eAmiſodarwe, that kept the banc ofmany men, 
Abhord Chimera, andiuch banc, now caught his children: 
 Aax Oileades didtakeClibuls alive, ; 
Invading him, (ſaid by the -preaſe) andat him then let drive, | 
VVith his (hort ſword, that cut his necke; whoſc bloud warn all the ſteele: 


And 
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And cold Death, with a violentfate, his ſable eyes did ſeele. 

Penelews and Lycoy, caſt together off theirdarts; 

Both mitt, and both rogether then, went with their ſwords; in parts 

The blade and hilt went, laying on upon the helmets height; 

Peneleus (word caught Lycons necke, andcut it thorough quite. 

His head hung by the very skin; The ſwift Meriones | 

(Purſuing flying eFcamas) iuſt as he got acceſle | 

To horle and chariot, overtooke, and tooke him ſuch a blow 

On his right ſhoulder, that he left his chariot, anddid ſtrow 

The duſtie carth, life left his lims, and night his eyes poſleſt. 
idomen es his ſterne dart, at Erymes addreſt, 

As (liketo {came ) he fled, he cutthe ſundry bones 

Beneath his brainc, betwixt his necke and foreparts, and ſo runs 

(Shaking his tecthout) chrongh his mouth, his eyes all drown'd in bloud - 


' Sothrovgh his noſtrils and his mouth (that now darr-open ſtood) 


He breath'd his ſpirit. Thus had death from every Grecian Chicfc 
A Chicfe of Troy. For, as to Kidsor Lambs, their cruclſt thiefe 
(The Wolfe) ſtealcs in, and when he ſees, thar by the ſhepheards ſloth, 
The dams are ſperſt about the hils; then ſerves his ravenous rooth 
VVith caſe, becauſe his prey is weake: So ſerv'd the Greekes their foes, 
Diſcerning well how ſhricking flight did all their fpirits diſpole; 
Their biding vertues quite forgot, and now the naturall ſpleenc 
That Arax bore to Heer, (till, by all meancs would have becne 
Within his beſome with a dart: bur he that knew the warrc, 
(Well cover'd ina well-lin'd ſhield) did well perceive how farre 
Thearrowes and the javclins reacht, by being within their ſounds 
And ominous ſingings; and obſerv'd the there-inclining bounds 
Of Conquelt, in her aide of him, and ſo obeyd her change; 
Tookeſafeſt courſe for him and his, and ſtood to her as ſtrange. 
Andas when 7ove intends a ſtorme, he lets ont of the ſarres, 
From ſteepe Olympus, a blacke cloud rhat all heavens ſplendor barres 
From men on earth: ſo from the hearts of allthe Troian hoſt, 
All comfort lately found from 7ove, in flight andcrics was loſt, 
Nor made they any faire retreat, Heors unruly horſe 
Would nceds retire him; and he left engag'd his Troian force, 
Forc't by the ſtecpeneſle of the dike, that in ill place they rooke, 
And kept them that would fainc have gone. Their horſes quite forſooke 
A number of the Troian kings, and left rhem in the dike; 
Their chariots in their foreteames broke. Psrrociue then did ſtrike 
While ſtecle was hot, and chear'd his friends, nor meant his cnemics good : 
Who when they once began to fiye, cach way receiv'd a floud, 
And chok' themſelves with drifts of duſt. And now were clouds begot 
Beneath the clouds; with flight, and noiſe, the horſe neglcRed not 
Their home intendments, and where ront was buficſt, there pour'd 9n 
Patroclus moſt exhorts and threats; and then lay overthrowne 
Numbers beneathrheir axle-trees, who (lying in flights ſtreams) 
Made th'after chariots iot and jumpe, in driving over them: 
Thviramortall horſe Parroctus rode, did paſſethe dike with calc, 
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As great 4 ſpirit had to reach, retiring Hectors haſt, 


- Bar his flcete horſe had coo much law, and fetcht him off too faſt. 


S;mle. 7 
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And as in Autumne the blacke earth is loaden with the ſtormes, 
That 7ove in gluts of raine poures downe, being angry with the formes 
Of indgemear in authoriſde men, that in rheir courts maintaine 
(With violcnroffice) wreſtred lawes, and (fearing gods,nor men) 
Exile all iuſtice, for whoſe faults, whole fields are overflowne, 
And many valleys cut away, witi torrents headlong throwne, 
From neighbour mountains; till the ſea receive them, roring in; 
And judg'd mens labours then are vaine, plagu'd fortheir Judges fin : 
So now the foule defaults of ſome, all Troy were laid upon : 
$9 like thoſe torrents roard they backe to windie Ilion; 
And lo like tempeſts blew the horſc, with raviſhing backe againe 
Thoſe hor aflailants, all their workes at flecte now rendred vaine. 
P atrocius (when he had diſperſt the formoſt Phalanxes) 
Caid backe his forcesto the fleet, and would not let them preaſe 
{ As they defir'd too neare the towne, but twixe the ſhips and flond, 
And thcir ſteepe rampire, his hand ſteepr, Revengcin ſcas of bloud. 
Then Pro7oms was firſt that fell beacath his fierie lance, | 
Which ſtrooke his bare breaft, neare his ſhield. The ſecond, Theftors chance, 
(Old Erops ſonne) did make himſelte, who (hrinking, and ſet cloſe 
In his {aire ſeate (even with thrapproch, Patrecius made) did loſe 
All manly courage; infomuch,that from his hands, his raincs 
Fell fowing downe, and his right jaw, Patrocles lance attains; 
Strooke through his teeth, and there itſucke, and by it, to him drew 
Dead Theſtor to his chariot, it ſhewd, as when you view 
An Angler from ſome prominent rocke, draw with his line and hooke, 
A mightie fiſh out of the ſea: for ſo the Greeke did plucke 
The Troian gaping from his ſcare; his jawes op't with the dart, 
Which when Parrocizs drew, he fell; his life and breaſt did part. 
Then ruſht he 07 Er94/es, at whom he hurl'd a tone, 
VWhich ſtrake his head fo in themidf(t, that two was made of one. 
Two wayes it fell, cleft through his caske: and then T /epolemmue, 
Epaltes, Damaſtorides, Evippms, Echigge, 
Ipheas, bold Amphoterue, and valiant Erymas, 
And Polymelws (by his Sire, firnam'd eArgeades) 
He heaprtupon the much-fed earth. When 7over moſt worthy ſonne 
(Divine Sa7pedon) ſaw theſe friends thus ſtayd, andothers runne; 
O (hame! why flyc ye then he cride? now ſhew ye feeteenow : 
On, keepe your way, ny ſelfc will mecte the man that ſtartles you : 
To make me nnderſtand his name, that flants in conqueſt rhus, 
And hath ſo many able knees, ſo ſoonediſſolv'd to us. 
Downe tumpt he from his charior, downe leapt his foe as light: 
nd as on ſome farre-looking rocke, a caſt of Vultures fight, 
Fiy* on cach other, ſtrike, and truſſe, part, meete, and then ſticke by, 
Tug, both with crooked beakes, and ſcres; cry, hghr; and fight and cry - 
So hercely fought theſe angry Kings, and ſhew'das bitter gals. 
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Tove (turning eyes tothis ſterne fight) his wife and ſiſter cals, 
And much mov'd for the Lycian Prince)ſaid: O that to my ſonne, 
Fate, by this day, and man ſhould cur a thread ſonobly ſpunne. 
Two mindes diſtra& me; if I ſhould now raviſh him from fight, 
And ſer him late in Lycia, or give the Fates their right. 
Auſterc Saturnize, ({he replide) what uniult words are theſe ? 
A mortall long fince market by Fate, wouldſt thou immortalize ? 
Doc, but by nogod be approv'd, treehim, and numbers more 
(Sonnes of immorrals) will live free, that death muſt taſte before 
Thele gates of 1lion, every god will have his ſonne a god, 
Or ſtorme extremely. Give himthen an honeſt period, 
In brave fight, by Patroc{us ſword, if he be dearcto thee, 
Andgrieves thee, for his danger'd life: of which, when he is frec, 


Let Death and Sonu bearc him hence, till Zyc/4s naturall wombe 


_ *Receive him from his brothers hands, and citizens; a Tombe 
And columne raifd to him; this is the honour ofthe dead, 


She (aid, and her ſpeech rubd his powre: but in his (afeties ſtead, 


For ſad oftent of his neare death, he ſteept his living name 


In drops ofbloud, heaven {wet for him, which carth drunke to his fame. 


Andnow, as this high combat grew, tothis too humble end; 
Sarpedons death had this ſtate more, twas uſherd by his fricnd, 
And chariotcere, brave Thraſimed, whom in his bellics rim, 
Patroclus wounded with his lance, and cndlefſe ended him. 

And then another a&t of name, foreranne his princely fate; 
His firſt lance miffing, he let flic a ſecond that gave date 
Of violent death to Pedaſus; who (as he joy'd to dic 
By his ſo honourable hand) did (cvenindying) ney. 

His ruine ſtartl'd th'other fteeds, thegeres cracke, and the raines 
Strapp''d his fellowes; whoſe mil-rule, »4utomedos reſtraines, 
By cutting the intangling geres, and ſo diſſundering quite, 


The brave-ſlaine Beaſt; when both the reſt obeyd, and went foreright : 


Andthen the royall combatants fought for the finall ſtroke, 
When Lycies Generall miſt againe, his high. caiſde iaveline tooke 
Above his ſhoulder, emptic way. But no ſuch ſpeedlefle flight 
Patroclus let his ſpeare performe, that on the breaſt did light, 
Of his brave foe, where lifes ſtrings cloſe about the ſolid hearr, . 
Imprefbng a recurcleſſe wound, his knees then left their part, 
Andlct him fall; when like an Oke, a Poplar, or a Pine, 

New feld by arts-men on thc bils, he ſtrercht his forme divine 
Before his horſe and chariot. And as a Lyon leapes 

Vpon a goodly yellow Bull, drives all the herd in heapes, 

And under his unconquerd jawes, the brave beaſt ſighing dics ; 
Soigh'd Sarpedon underneath, this prince of enemies, 


Cald Glaucws to him (his deare friend, and ſaid: Now friend, thy hands 


Much dutic oweto fight, and armes; now for my love,it ſtands 
Thy heart ir much hand to approve, that warre is harmefull,now 
How ative all thy forces are, this one houres a& muſt ſhow. 
Firſt call our Zyci4n Captaines up, looke round, and bring up all, 
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And all cxhort, to ſtand like friends about Serpedons fall; 
And ſpendthy ſelfe thy ſtcele for me: for be affur'd, no day 
4 21l thy life, tothy laſt houre, cancleare thy blacke diſmay 
[1 woe and infarnic for me; if I be taken hence, | 
$poil'd of mine armes; and thy renowne defpoild of my defence. 
Stand firme then, and confirme thy men. This ſaid, the bonnds of death 
Concluded allfightrto his cycs, and ro his noſtrils breath, 
Patrocis (though his guard was ſtrong) forc't way through cvery doubt: 
Climb'd his high boſome with his foot, and plucke his javelin out, 
And with it drew the filme and ſtrings of his yer-panting heart; 
And laſt, rogether with the pile, his princely fonle did part. 
His horſc({poyld borh of guide and King, thicke ſnoring, and amaz'd, 
Andaptro flight) the Myrmidons made nimbly to, and feaz'd. 
G/aucus,to heare his friend askeaide, of him paſt all the reſt, 
1: / ( Though well he knew his wound uncur'd) confuſion fild his breſt, 
G124:4: (07 $41 Not to have good in any power; and yet ſo much good will. | 
pm © Andlaying iis hand upon his wound, chat pain'd him ſharpely ſtill; 
_ And was by Texcers hand {et on, from their aſſail'd ſteepe wall, 
!n keeping hurt from other men) he did on Phoebus call os 
(T he god of Med'cines)for his cure: thou king of cures (faid he) 
That art pcrhapsin Lycia, with her rich progenic, 
Or here in Troy, but atiy where, fince thou haſt powre to heare; 
O give a hurt, and wofull man (as I am now) thine care. 
This arme ſuſtaines a cruel! wound, whoſe paines ſhoot every way, 
Afi this ſhoulder, and this hand, and nothing long can ſtay, 
A fluxe of bloud ſtill ifſuing; nor therefore can I Nan 
With 2ny enemy in fight, nor hardly make my hand 
Support my lancezand herelycs dead the worthieſt of men; 
 Sarpedon, worthy fonne to 1ove, (whoſe power could yet abſtaine 
From all aid in this deadly need) give thou then aide rome, 
(0 {ting of all aide to men burr) afſwage th'extremitic 
O f chis armes anguilh; give it ſtrength, that by my preſident, 
I may excite my men to blowes; and this dead corſe prevent 
Zffurther violence. He praid, and kinde 4poZo heard, 
Allayd his anguiſh, and his wound ofall the blacke bloud cleard, 
That vext it fo, infuſde freſh powres into his weakened minde, 
And all his fpirits low'd with joy, that Phebws ſtood inclind 
(In ſuch quicke bountie)to his prayers.

{'or good Sarpedor,, And from them, he ſtretcht his ſpeedy pace,s 
Tefgenor, Hettor, Yenw ſonne, and wiſc Polydamas; 
Glaxw bin; And (oncly naming HetFor) ſaid: HeiFor, younow forget 
credo Hiclor | ge» . . 
Your poore auxiltaric friends, that in your toyles have ſwet 
Thci friendlefſe ſoules our farre from home; Sarpedon that ſuſtain'd 
\Vith inftice, and his vertues a!!, broad Lycia hath not gain'd 
Thelike guard for his perſon here, for yonder dead helies 
Beneath the great Parroclas lance: but come, let your ſupplies 
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(Good friends) Rand nearc him: O diſdaine to ſee his corſedefil'd 

With Grecian furie, and his armes, by their opprethons ſpoild, 

The Myrmidons are come enrag'd, that ſuch a mighty boote 

Of Greekes, Troyes darts _ made at nn This = _ _ to foot 
Griefe trobke their powres, paſt patience, and notto bereftrain* 

To hcare newes of Sarpedens death, who, though he appertain'd 

Fort, 


To other cities; yet to theirs, he was the very 
And ed a mighty people there, of all whoſe berter ſort, 

Himſclfe was beſt. This made them runne in flames upon the foe, 
The firſt man, Heoy to whoſe heart, Sarpedows death did goe: 

Patroclus ſtird the Grecian ſpirits; and firſt, th'isces thus : 
Now brothers, be it deare to youto feht and ſuccour us, 

Ascver heretofore yedid, with men firſt excellent, 

The man lyes lainc, thatfirſt did ſcale and raze the battlemenr, 
Thatcrownd our wall, the Lycian Prince. Bur if we now ſhall adde 
Force to his corſe, and ſpoyle his armes, a priſe may more be had 
Of many great ones, that for him, will put on to the death. | 

Tothis worke, theſe were prompt enough, and each ſide ordereth 
Thoſe Phalanxes that moſt had rate of reſolutions, 

The Troians and the Lycian powres; the Greekes and Myrmidons. 
Thcſe ranne together for the corſe, and cloſde with horrid cryes, 
Their armours thundring with the claps, laid on about the prize. 
And ove about th'impetuous broyle, pernicious night pour'd our,' 
As long as for his loved ſonne, pernicious Labour r. 

The firſt of Troy, the firſt Greckes foil'd, when nor the laft indeed, 
Amangſt the Myrmidons was {laine: the great _A#aciew ſeed; 
Divine Epigewe, that before had excrciſde command 
In faire Budzus; but becaulc he laid a bloudy hand 
On his owne fiſters valiane ſonne;to Pelews and his Queene, 

Hecame for pardon, and obtain'd; His (laugheer being the meane 

He came to Troy, and fo tothis. He ventur'deven totouch - 

The princely carkaſſe, when a ſtone did more to him, by much; 

(Sent out ofable Hetors hand) it cut his skull in ewaine, 

And ſtrooke him dead. Patroclas (griev'd to ſee his friend (o ſlaine) 
Before the foremoſt thruſt himſclfe: and asa Faulcon frayes 
Aflocke of Stares or Caddaſles; ſuch feare his aſſayes 
Amongſtthe Troians and their friends; and (angry atthe hearr, 

As well as griev'd) for him fo ſlaine: another ſtony dart, 

As good as Hetfors, he let flic, that duſtedin the necke 
Of Sthenelaws, thruſt his head to carth firſt, and did breake 
The nerves in ſander, with his fall; off fellthe Troians too, 

Even HedFors (elfe, and all as farre as any man can throw, 
(Provoktfor games, orin the warres, to ſhedan cnemies ſoule) 

A light, long dart. The firſt that eurn'd, was he that did controulc 
The Targaniers of Lycia; Prince Gleancus, who to hell 
Sent Bathyclews, Chalcons ſonne; he didin Hellas dwell, 

And ſhin'd ſor wealth and happineſſe, the Myrmidons; 

His boſomes midſt the Taveline ſtrooke, his fall gat carth with grones, 
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The Greckes griev'd, and the Trotans joy'd, for fo renownd a man, 
About whom ſtood the Grecians firme: and then the death began 
On Troyes ſide by C1er:ones; be flue one great in warre, 
Laogonas, Onerors ſonne, the Priclt of 1epirer, 
Created inth'Idecan hill. Betwixt his jaw and eare | 
The dart ftucke faſt,and looſde his ſouleglad miſts of Hate and Feare 
Invading him. A#c#ſes ſonne, diſparchta brazen lance - 
At bold cMeriones, and hop tro make an cquall chance 
On him, with bold Zaogonuszithough under his broad ſhie!d 
He lay fo cloſe. But he diſcern'd, and madehis body yeeid 
So low, that over himit flew, and trembling tooke the ground; 
With which, fars made it quench his thirſt, and fince the head could wound 
No better body, and yctthrowne from nere the worſea hand, 
It turnd from carth, and lookt awry. «Aineas lt it ſtand, 
Much angry at the vainecvent, andtold Meriowes, 
Fxia ie a: He (capt but hardly, nor had cauſe to hope for ſuch ſucceſle 
Prim Another time, though well he knew his dancing facultie, 
By whole agilitie he {cap't; for had his dart gone by 
 Withany leaft touch, inſtantly, he had beene ever flaine, 
Meiines's He anſwerd: though thy ſtrength be good, it cannot render vaine 
Enter. The ſtrength of others with thy teſts, nor art thou ſo divine, 
Bur when my lance {hall couch at thee, with cquall ſpeed to thine, 
Death will hare with it, thy lifes powres, thy confidence can ſhun 
No more then mine, what his right claimes. Menetins noble fonnc 
Rebuk't Aeriones,and ſaid: VVhat needlit thou uſe this ſpeech ? 
Not thy ſtrength is approv'd with words, (good friend) nor can we reach 
| Thebody, nor make th'cnemy yceld, with theſe our counterbraves; 
We maſt cnforce the y—_ carth, to hold them in hergraves. 
If you will warre, Fight, will you ſpeake? give counſel, counſel, blowes 
Are th'ends of warres, and words; talke here, the time in vainebeftowes. 
| He ſaid, and led, and nothinglefle, for any thing he ſaid, 
(His ſpeech being ſealon'd with ſuch right) the Worthy ſeconded. 
Spoiler And then, as in a ſounding. vale, (ncarc neighbour to a hill) 
Wood. fellers make afarce-heard noiſe with chopping, chopping ill, 
And laying on, on blockes and trees: ſo they, on men Jaid lode, 
And bearelike noylesinto ayrc, both asthey ſtrooke and trod. 
Bur (paſt their noiſe) ſo fullof bloud, of duſt, ef darts, lay ſmit 
Divine Srpedon, that a man muſt have an cxcellent wit, 
Thar could but know him, and might faile: ſo from bis utmoſt head, 
Even to the low plants of his fecte, his forme was altered. 
All thruſting neare itevery way, asthicke as flyes inſpring, 
That ina ſhecpe-cote (when new milke aſſembles them) make wing, 
And buzze about thetop-full pailes: nor ever was the eye. 
Of 7owe averted from the fight, he vicw'd, thought ceaſleſly, 
| Anddiverſly upon the death, of great Achiles friend: 
if Heer there (to wreake his ſonne) ſhould with his javeline end 
His life, and force away his armes, or ſtill augment the field; 
He then concluded that the flight of much more foule, ſhould yeeld 
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Achilles good friend more renowne, and thar, even eo their gates 
He ſhould drive He#orand his hoſt: and ſo difanimares 
The minde of Hedor, that he mownes hischariot, and takes flight 
Vp with him, tempting all ro her; afhrming his inſight 
K new evidently, that the bear of 7owes all-ordering ſcoles, 
| \vas then in finking on their {ide,ſurcharg'd with flockes of foules. 
Then, not the noble Lycian ſtaid, but left theirſlaughrerd Lord 
Amongſt the corſes common beape; for many more were pour'd 
Abour, and on him; white 7-ves hand —_ Friel 
And nowthey ſpoyld Sarprdons armes, and to the [hips rhe ſpoyle 
Was fent by Mhddaades: Then 7ove, thts charg'd the Sunne : 
Haſte, honour'd Phebwe, let no more Greeke violence be done 
To my S4rpedon, but his corlc, of all the fable bloud 
And j welins purg'd, then carry him farre hence to ſome cleare floud, 
With whoſe waves waſh, and then embalme each rhorouph-cleanſed lim, 
Vith our «Ambroſia, which perform'd, divine weeds put on him - 
Andthen to = __ _ Pied qv _ Sleepe and Death commit 
His princely perſon, and with ,they both ma it © 
To ks ably Lyle ; where his friends and bidders will embedce 
And tombe it in ſome monumenr, as firsa Princes place. 
Then flew «pofts to the fight, from the Idalian hill, 
Ar all parts putting into a, his great Commanders will - 
Drew all che darts, waſht, balm'dthecorſe; which (deckt with ornament. 
By Sleepe and Death, rhoſe featherd twins) he into Lycia ſent 
Patroclus then, Automedon commands to pivehis ſteeds 
Large raines, and all way to the chace: ſo madly he exceeds 
The ftri& commitſion of his friend; which had he kept, had kept 
A hHlacke death from him. But loves minde hath evermore outſtept 
The minde of man; who both affrighrs and takes the victory 
From any hardieſt hand with cafe; which he can iuſtifie, 
Though he himſelte commands him fight-as now he put this chace 
In Menetiades his minde, How much Teh weighs the grace 
( Patroclis? ) that Tove gives thee now, in [coles pur with thy death * 
Ot all thelegreatand famous mer., the honourable breath. 
Of which, 44ref firſt he (Ine, and next e-A#romem; 
Fpiſtora, and Perimas, Pylartes, Elaſms, 
Swift M-»nalippus, Molivs; all theſe were overthrowne 
By him, and all elſe, putin rent, and rhen proud 7/jon 
Had toopr beneath his glorious hand. he rap'd fo with his lance, 
If 212544 had not kept the towre, and helptthe !lians, 
Suſtaining ill choughrs gainſt the Prince, Thrice to the prominence 
Ot Troyes ſteepe wall he bravely leapt: thrice Pheb thruft him thence : 
OvicRing ali his dazling ſhield with his reſiftleſſe hand. 
But tourthly, when (like one of heaven) he would have ſtird his ſtand, 
- /p3lo chrearned him, and ſaid, Ceaſe, it exceeds thy fate 
(-orward Patroclus) to expugne, with thy bold lance, this fate, 
Nor under great Achilles powres, (ts thine ſuperiour fare) 
Lics Troyes grave ruine. When he ſpake, Paryos/s left that warre : 
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Leapt farre backe, and his anger ſhund. Hedor detaind his horſe 
Within the Sczan ports, in doubt to put hisperſonall force . 
. Amoneſt the rout, and turne their heads, or ſhun in Troy the ſtorme. 
= e-poloſccing his ſuſpence, allum'd che goodly forme 
Apalls inſ1ap* Of RecFors uncle, Afm, the Phrygian Dymas ſonne, 
4 4/4 4 Who neere the deepe Sangarius, had habitation, 
Being brother to the Troian Queene. His ſhape «polls tooke, 
And askrt of Hefor, why his ſpirit, ſo cleare the fight forſooke; 
Afﬀfrming twas unfit for him- and wiſht his forces were 
As much above his, as they mov'd in an infcriour ſphere : 
He ſhould (with ſhame to him) be gone; and ſo bad, drive away 
Againſt ? 4:rec1w8, to approve, if he that gave them day, 
| Would give the glory of his death, to his preferred lance. 
So letr he himzand to the fight did hisbright head advance, 
Mixt with the multitude, and ſtird foule rumult for the foe. 
Then Hedor bad Cebriones put on, himſelfcler 
All other Greekes within his reach, and onely gave command 
To front Patreclas. He at him, jumpr downe, his ſtrong left hand 
A lavelin held; hisright, a ſtonc, a marble {harpe; and fuch 
As his large hand had powre to gripe, and gave it ſtrength ſo much 
As he could lycto: nor ſtood long ia feare of that huge man 
That made againſt him; but full on, with his huge ſtone he ran 
Diſcharg'd, and drave ittwixt the browes of hold Cebriones - 
Nor could the thicke bone there prepar'd, extcnuate fo th'acceſſt, 
Bar Out it drave his broken eyes, which in the duſtfell downe, 
And he div after,z which conccit ofdiving, tooke the ſenne 
Of old Heneiine, who thus plaid upon the others bane. 
Parnclwie% O heavens! for truth, this Troian was a paſbng aQive man; 
orien". With what exceeding eaſehe dives? as if at worke he were 
Within the fiſhie ſcas. This man,alone would furniſh cheare 
For twenty men, though twere a ſtorme; to leape out of a ſaile, 
And gather Oyſters for them all, hedees it here all well, 
| And there are many ſuch in Troy. Thus jcſtced he fo neare 
Hisowne gravedeath, and then made in to ſpoyle the Charioteere, 
| With ſucha Lyons force, and fate, as (often ruining, 
Stals of tat Oxen) gets at length, a mortall wound to ſting 
Hisſoule,out ofthat ravenous breaſt that was ſo inſolent; 
And fo his lifes blifſe proves his banc: ſo deadly confidence 
Wert thou Patroclas in purſuit of good Cebriones, 
4 "nilieexyeſ- To whoſe defence new Heftor leapt. The oppoſite addrefle, 
{ne Parotss * Theſemaſters of the cry in warre, now made, was of the kinde 
Hefb.rs Ofrwo fierce kings of beaſts, @ppoſd, in ſtrife about a Hinde 
Slaine on the forehead of a hill, both ſharpe and hungry ſer, 
And tothe Curric never came, but like two Deaths they met : 
Nor theſe two entertain'd leſſe minde of mutual! prejudice, 
Abourthe body,cloſe to which, wheneach had preſt for prize, 
_ Hettor the head laid band upon, which once gript, never could 
be forc't from him, Patrecix: then, upon the feet got hold, 
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And he pincht with as ſurc a naile: ſo both ſtood rugging there, 
While all the reſtmadecaper fight, and grapph'd every where: Sine. 
And as the Eaſt and South winde ſtrivero make a lofry wood 
Bow to their greatneſle; barkie Elmes, wilde Alhes, Beeches bowd 
Even with the carth; in wheſe thicke armes the mightic vapours lic, 
Andtoffe by turnes, all, cither way; tacir leaves at randon flic, 
Boughs murmure, and their bodies cracke, and with perpetuall din, 
The Sylvans faltcr,and the ſtormes are never to begin : 
Soragd the fight, and all from flight, pluckt her forgotten wings, 
While ſome ſtill Mtucke, ſtill new wingd (hafes flew dancing from their ſtrings, 
Hyge ſtones ſent after, that did ſhake the ſhields about thecorſe, 
Who now (in duſts ſoft forehead ſtretcht) forgat his guiding horſe. 
As long as Phebas turn'd his wheeles about the migſt of heaven, 
$0 long the touch ofcithers darts, the fals of both made even : 
But when his waine drew necre the Weſt, the Greckes paſt meaſure were 
The ablcr (ouldiers, and ſo ſwept the Troian tymule cleare 
From off the body, out ef which, they drew the hurl'd. in darts, 
And from his ſhoulders fript his armes, and then to more ſuch parts 
Patroclus turn'd his firiving thoughts, to doc the Troians ill ; 
Thrice, like the god of warre, he charged, his voyce as horrible : 
And thrice ninethoſe three charges (lue, bur in the fourth aſſay, 
O then Petrocizs, {hew'd thy laſt, the dreadfull Sunnc made way 
Againſt that on-ſer, yet the Prince dilcer'nd no deitie, 
He kept the preaſe ſo, and beſides, obſcur'd his glorious eye 
With ſuch felt darknefſe. Art his backe,he made a ſodaineſtand, 
Andtwixt his necke and ſhoulders laid downe-right with either hand, 
- A blow ſo weightic, that his eycs a giddy darkeneſic rooke, 
And from his head, his chree-plugo'd helme, the bounding violence ihooke, 
That rung beneath his horſes hoofes,and like a water. fpour, _ 
Was cru together with the fall. The plumes that ſcr itour, 
All ſpattcrd with blacke bloud andduſt, whenever heretofore 
It was a capital] oftence, to have, or duſt, or gore 
Defile a triple-feather'd helme, but on the head divine, 
And yourhfull temples ofthcir Prince, it uſde, uatonchr, to ſhine. 
Yetnow 7ove gave it HedFors hands, the others death was neare. 
Beſides whoſeloſ and filed helme, his huge long weightic ſpeare, 
Well bound with iron in his hand, was ſhiverd, and his ſhield 
Fell from his ſhoulders to his feer, the bawdricke ſtrewing the field. 
His Curets left him, like the reſt, and all this onely done 
By great Apollo, Then bis minde, tooke in confuſion, 
The vigorous knittings of his joyats, difſolv'd, and (thus diſmaid) 
A Dardan (one of Panthw ſons) and ene that overlaid 
All Troians of his place, with darts, ſwift footing, skill, and force. 
In noble horſemanſhip, and one that tumbl'd from their horſe, 
One after other, twenty men: and when he did but learne 
The art of warre; nay when he firſt did in the fild diſcerne 
A horſeand chariot of his guide: this man, with all theſe parts 


(His name Ewphorbes) comes behind,and twixt the ſhoulders darts -

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Forilorne Patroclus, who yet liv'd, and th'other (getting forth 
His javelin) tooke him to his ſtrength, nor durſt he ſtand rhe worth 
Ot thee Patrockus, though difarmd; who yet (diſcomfired-

He now too late ſhund,and retir'd. VVhen He&or ſaw bim yeeld, 
And knew he yeclded with a wound, he ſcour'd the armed field; 
Came cloſc up to him,and both ſides ſtrooke quite through with his lance, 
Hefell, and his moft weightie fall, gave fit tune to his chance. | 
ite For which, all Greece extremely mourn'd, Aud as a mightic ſtrife 
About alittle fount, begins and riſethto the life | 
Ot ſome fell Bore, refolv'd to drinke; when likewiſe to the ſpring 
A Lyon comes, al:ke diſpoſde; the Bore thirſts, and his King, 
Both proud, and both will firſt be ſerv'd; and then the Lyon takes

em — All this ſpake good 4 #r0meden then, brandiſhing his lance, 
+42-v251 4476 He threw, and ſtrooke Arerwu {hifld, that gave it enterance 
Os. y ,, Through all rhe ſtccle, and (by his belt) his bcllics inmoſt pare 
be'ps ec, It pierct, and all his trembling lims, gave life up to his darr, 
Then Hettoy at A#tomedon, a blazing lance let fiyc, 
Whoſe flight he faw, and falling flat, the compaſſc wasteo high, 
And made it ſticke beyondin carth, th'cxtreme part burſt, = there 
Mars butied all his violence. The ſword then, for the ſpearc, 
Had chang'd the conflit, had not haſte ſent both th' 4ieces in,

An oxes hide, after the tanning, 
as king ſo much laboar and oyle to ſupple and extendit, ——rorvev nito42 anugn, 
diftendendam, temulentam pinguedine 3 eo be ftretcht out, being drank with 
tallow, oyle, or liquor : rhe word «ow which ſirnifies temulentam, of «%» 
fiemifying cbrius ſun, (being a metaphor) and uſed by Homer, 1 thought fit 10 
expreſſe ſo 1, beth becauſe it « Homers, and doth mach more illaftrate than 
crallam pinguedine multa, & Eobanus turres it. But Valla leatzes ir cleerely 
out ; and with hu briefneſſe utterly maimes the Simile, which (to my anderſian- 
ding bring ſo excelent) 1could not but with thus mach repetition and labour 
gnculcate the ſence of it ; ſince I ſee not that any tranſlator hath ever theurht of 
it.

Menelans by it, not wnderſtanding bis [romie here, agreeing with «the other [il- 
lin-(ſe noted in his cheradter. Eobanus Heflas, 17 prerze of Homer, /cawes it «:- 
zerly out; and Valla comes over him with a litile ſalve for the ſore diſgrace bee 
hath by his ignorant readers laughters; and expound the words abgveſaia thu; : 
Lene namqueeius ingeniam prudenti audacia implevit: laying bs medicine n0- 
thing neare the place. Spondanns (d:/iiking Homer with the reſt in thy Simile) 

would not bave Lucian forgotten in hy merry Encomium of 2 Flie; and there-

And looke how Oxen, (yok't and driven about the circular floore 
Ofſſome faire barne) treade ſodainly the thicke ſheaves, thinof corre, 
4nd all the corne conſum'd with chaffe: ſo mixt and overborne, 
Beneath Achil/es one. hov'd horſe,{hields, ſpears, and menlay tred, 
His axel-tree, andchariot wheeles, all ſpatterd with theblog, 
Hurt'd from the ſtceds hoves,and the ſtrakes. Thus to be rzagnified, 
Mis moſt inacceſfible hands, in humane bloud he dicd.

Neſtorsſonne with much more icourgeimpeld may ſee playd 
His hotiſe for this, as if not heard; and got as farre before v/0n ban, 
AS any yourh can caſt a quoyte; Arrides would no more; 
He backe againe, for fearc himfelfe, his goodly charior, 
And horſe together, ſtrew'd the duſt; in being ſoduſt#hor, 
Of thirſted conqueſt. Bur he chid, ar parting, paffing ſore - 

Anuttlochus (taid he) a worſe then thee, carth never bore:

Yet he berhough: him, and went too, thus ſticring vp his ſtceds : HilocB ute

Of feet and knees, not you: ſhall theſe, theſe old jades, (paſt the flowre 
Of youth, thar you have) paſſe you? this, the horſe fear'd, and more powre 
Put to their knees, ſtrait getting ground. Both flew, and fo the reſt, 
All came in (mokes, like ſpirits; the Greekes, {ſ{ctto ſee who did beſt, 
Without the race, aloft: ) now made a new difcoveric, 
Orher then that they made at firſt, 1domenens eye 
Diftinguiſht all, he knew the voyce of Dzomed, ſeeinga horſe 
Ot ſpeciall marke, ofcolour bay, and was the firſt in courſe, 
His forchcad pmtting forth a ſtarre, round, like the Moone, and white, Pio es 
Vp ſtood the Crecan, uttcring this; Is it alonemy fight, beg 2a" 
(Princes and Capraines) thatdiſcernes, another leade the race, [Tee, Fl 
Wich other horſe, then led of late? &umelus made moft pace, diſcover the 
Virh his flecte mares, and he began, the flexure, as we thought.

For firſt place in the cenſure, T his, 7domerewtooke 
1demenex 19 111 rauch dildaine, and thus replide : thou beſt, in ſpeeches worft, 
118%, Barbarous languag'd; others here might have reprov'd me ficht : 
| Not thou, unfitſt of all. I hold a Tripode with thee here, 
Or Caldron, and our General! make,our <quall arbiter, 
Thoſe horſe are firſt, that when thoupaiſt, thou then maiſt know, This fir'd 
0ileades more, and morethen words, this quarrell had inſpir'd, 
Had not Achiles roſe, and ulde this pacifying [peech.

Impreſt behinde them. Theſe horſe flew a flight; not ranne arace. 
Arria'd, amidſts the liſts they ſtood; ſweat trickling downe apace 
Their high manes, and their prominent breaſt; and downe iumpt Diomed, 
The runners Laid up his ſcourge aloft theſeate, and ſtrait his priſe was led 
arrive 4 the Home to his tent: rough $rheneclus laid quicke hand on the dame, 
r4cc1en4, - And handled Triuet, and ſent both home by his men.

Hadlike rites folemniz'd for him) he went viAtorious 

From all the Thebaxes. This rare man, 7 y4/des would prepare; 

Pur on his girdlc; oxchide cords, faire wrought, and ſpent much care, 

Thar hemightconquer, heartncd him,andraught him trickes.Both drelſt 

Fit for th/aftaire, both forth were brought, then breaft oppoſdero brealt, 

Fiſts againft fiſts roſe, and they ioynd, ratling ofiawes was there, 

Gnalhing of teeth, and heauic blowes,daſhtbloudout cuery where. 

Ar |cngth, Epexs ſpide cleare way, ruſht in, and ſuch a blow 

Draue vnderneath the others carc, that bis ncate lims did ſtrow 

The knockt earth, no more legs had he, But as a huge fiſh laid 
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Nearc to the cold-weed-gathering ſhore,is with a North flaw fraid, 
Shootes backe; and in the backe deepe hides: So fentagainſt the ground, 
\Vas toyld Eurialme; his ſtrength, ſo hid in more profound 
Deepes of Epens; who tooke vp, th'intranc't Competitor, 
About whon) raſht a crowd of friends, that through the bluſtegs bore 
His faltring knees, he ſpitting vp thick clods of bloud, his head 
Achiller puts Torterd ot one fide, his ſence gone, When (to a by-place led) 
4-ne priſe Thither they brought him the round cup. Pelides then ſer forth 
or wraſert« Pritc for wraſtling, to the beſt, a trivet,that was worth 
Twelue oxcn, great and fit for fire; theconquerd was robtaine 
A woman excellent in workes, her beauty, and her gaine, 
Priſde at foure oxen.

The houſe, being built by well-skild men : So crake their backe bones wrincht

[ongd for the conqueſt, and the priſe; yet ſheived no play, being loth

his worke ſofarre exceeds the Ocean, with all his Court and concourſe; 
that all his Sea,is onely a ſerwiceable ſtreame to it, Nor can it be compa- 
redrto any One power tobe named innature;being anentirelywel-ſorted 
and digeſted Confiuence of all. Where the mo$t ſolide and graue,is made 
as nimble and fluent, as the moſt airie and firie; the nimble and fluent,as 
firme and well bounded as the moſt graue and ſolid, And (taking all ro- 
gether ) of ſo tender impreſſion, and of ſuch Command tothe voice of the 
Mule; that they knocke heauen with her breath, and diſcouer their foun- 
dations as low as hell, Nor is this all-compriſing Poeſie, phantaſtique,

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or meere fibtiue; but the moſt material,aud doftrinallillarions of Truth;

 Toilluſtirare both which,zn both kinds,with allheight of expreſſion, rhe 


Poet creates both a Bodie and a Soule in them, Wherein,if the Bodie ( be. 
ing che lerter,or historie ) ſcemes fictiue, and beyond Poſſibilitie to bring 
inco Atl: the ſonce then and Allegorie (which ts the Soule)is robe ſought: 
which intends a more eminent expreſſure of Vertue,for ber louelineſſe; 
and of Vice for her vglineſſe, in their ſeueralleſtetts; going beyond the 
life, then any Art wichin life,can poſSibly delmeate. Why then is Fiction, 
ro this end, ſo hatefull to our true Ignorants ? Or why ſhould a poore 
Chronicler of a Lord Maiors naked Truth, (that peraduenture wullla(t 
his yeare ) include more worth with our moderne wizerds,then Homer 
for his naked V lyſles,ciad in eternall Fiftion ? But this Prozer Dio- 
nylius, aud che reſt of theſe graue, and reputatiuely learned, (that dare 
pn4ertake for their grauities, the headſtrong cenſure of all things ; and 
challenge the onderstanding of theſe Toyes intheir childhoods: when e- 
wen theſe childiſh vanities, reraine deepe and moit neceſſarie learning e- 
nough in them, to make them children in their ages, and teachthem while 
they luc ) are not intheſe abſolutely diuine Infufions,allowd either voice 
or reliſh: for, Qui Poeticas ad fores accedit, &c, (ayes the Diuine 
Philojopher ) h: that knocks at the Gates of the Muſes; fine Muſarum 
furore; 5 neither to be admitted entrie, nor atouch at their Threſholds:

He, men ſay, nomore 
Viſitsthe Citic; but will needs deplore 
His ſonnes beleeu'd loſle, ina priuate field, 
Oneold maide onely, at his hands to yeeld 
Foodeto his life, as oft as labour makes | 
His old limbs faint, which though he creepes, he takes 
Along a fruitfull plaine, ſet all with vines, ; 
Which, husbandman-like (though a King) he proines. 
But now I come to be thy fathers gueſt; 
I heare he wanders, while theſe wooers feaſt. 
And (as thiImmortals prompt me at this houre) 
Ile tcll thee, outof a prophetique powre, 
(Not as profeſt a Prophet, nor cleare ſeene 
Ar all times,what ſhall after chance to men) 
Whar I conccive, for this time,will be true: 
The Gods inflitions keepe your Sire from you. 
Diuine Ylyſſes, yet,abides not dead 
Aboueccatth,nor beneath;nor buried 
In any ſeas, (as you didlate conceiue) 
Bur,with the broad ſea fieg'd, is kept aliue 
Within an Ile, by rude and vp-land men, 
That in his ſpite, his paſſage home detaine, 
Yet long it ſhall not be,before he tred 
His countries dearecarth; though ſolicited, 
And held from hisreturnc,with iron chaincs. 
For he hath wit to forge a world of traines, 
And will, of all, be ſure to make good one, 
For his returne,ſo much relide vpon, 
Bur tell me, and be true: Art thou indeed 
j Teo 54 * So much fa ſonne, as to be ſaid the ſeed 
Pala :hwen- Of Ithacw himiclte © Exceeding much 
foremg ber que> Thy forchead and faire eyes, at his forme touch: 
"4 on rnb. For oftentimes we met, as you and I 
ro the fathers Meete at this houre; before he did apply 
were wneſſe.. His powres for Troy. VVhen other Grecian States, 
In hollow ſhips were his aſſociates. 
Bur ſince that time,mine eyes could never ſee 
Renowmd /lyſſes; nor met his with me. 
Telemach to The wiſe Telemachw againe replide: 
Pallas. You ſhall withall I know, be fatisfide. 
My mother, certaine,ſayes Iam his ſonne: 
I know not, nor was cuer ſimply knowne 
By any child, the ſure truth of his Sire. 
But would my veines had tooke in liuing fire 
From ſome man happie,rather then one wiſe, 
Whom age might ſec ſeizd,of what youth made priſe. 
But he, whoeuer of the morrall race : 
I moſt ynbleſt, he holds my fathers place. 
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This,fince you aske, I anſwer. She, againe: _ 
The Gods ſure did not make the future ſtraine 
Both of thy race and dayes,obſcure to thee, 
Since thou wert borne fo of Penelope. 
The ſtile may by thy after afts be wonne, 
Ot lo great Sire, the high vndoubred ſonne. 
Say truth in this then: whar's this feaſting here? 
What all this rout * Is allthis nupriall cheare ?

For here no ſhots are, where all ſharers be. 
Paſt meaſure contumelioully, this crew 
Fare throughthy houſez which ſhould thiingenuous view 
Ot any goodot wiſe man come and find,

He could not but through euery veine be mou'd; 
Againe Telemachm:My gueſt much lou'd, 
Since you demand and ſift theſe ſights ſo farres 
I grant twere fir, a houſe ſo regular, 
Rich,and {6 faultlefle, once in goternment, _ 
Should ſtill,at all parts,the ſame forme preſent, 
That gaue it glorie, while her Lord was here. 
But now the Gods, that vs diſpleaſure beare, 
Have otherwiſe appointed; and diſgrace 
My father moſt,of all the morrall race. 
For whom I could not mourne ſo,werehe dead, 
Amongſt his fellow Capraines ſlaughtered 
By commonenemies; or in'the hands 
Of his kind friends, had ended his commands; 
After he had egregiouſly beſtow'd 
His powre and order ina warre ſo vow'd; 
And to his tombe, all Greekes their grace had done 
Thar to all ages he might leaue his ſonne 
Immorrtall honor: but now Harpies haue 
Diggd in their gorges his abhorredgraue, 
Obſcure, inglorious, Death hath made his end; 
And me (for glories) to all griefes contend. 
Nor hall I any more mourne him alone 
The Gods haue giuen me other cauſe of mone. 
For looke how many Optimates remaine 
In Samos,or the ſhoares Dulichian, | 
Shadie Zacynthus, or how many beare »" 
Rule in the rough browes of this Iland here; 
So many now, my mother and this houſe, 
Arall parts make defam'd and ruinous. 
And ſhe, her harcfull nuptials, nor denies, 
Nor will diſpatch their importunities: 
Though the beholds them ſpoile ſtill,as they feaſt, 
All my free houſe yeelds:and thelittlereſt 
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Ot my dead Sire in me, perhaps intend 
To bring, ere long,to ſome vntimely end. 

This Pals figh'd, and anſwerd: O (faidſhe) 
Abſent Fiyſſes is much miſt by thee: | 
Thar on theſe ſhamclcſſe ſuiters he might lay 
His wreakfull hands. Should he now come, and ſtay 
In thy Counts firſt gates, armd with helme and ſhield, 
And two ſuch darts as I haue ſcene him wield, 
When firſt I ſaw him in our Tphian Court, 
Feaſting, and doing his deſerts diſport; 
When trom Ephyrus he returnd by vs 
From 1/as, ſonne to Centaure Mermerus;, 
To whom he traucld through the watrie dreads,

The (oft weeds he wore, 
Put off; and to the diligent old maid

Prepar/d to ſhore; and (in the aged ſeas, 

His faire hands waſht) did thus to Pallas pray: 

Heare me (O Goddeſle) that but yeſterday C 
Didſt daigneacceſle to me at home; and lay 

Graue charge on me,totake ſhip, and enquire 

Along the datke ſeas for mine abſent Sire, 

Which all the Greekes oppoſe; amongſt whom,moſt 
Thoſe that are proud ſtill at anothers coſt, 

Paſt meaſure,and the ciuill rights of men, 

(My mothers wooers) my repulſe maintaine. 

Thus ſpake he praying;when cloſero him came 
Pall s,relembling Mentor, both in frame 
Of voice and perſon; and aduiſde him thus:

perſon's! #1%= Thou wilt not euer weake and childiſh be; 
th-»99aze: If rorhcebeinſtilld the facultie 

Ot mind and bodie, that thy Father grac. 
And if (l\kehim) there be in thee enchac't 
Vertueragiuc words works, and works their end; 
This voyage,that tothem thou didſt commend 
Shall not fo quickly,as they idly weene, 
Be vaine,or giuen vp,tor their oppolite ſplecne. 
Put if /lyſſes, ror Penelope 
Were thy true parents; I then hope in thee 
Of no more vrging thy attempt in hand, 

. For few,that rightly bred on both ſides ſtand, 
Areclike thetr parents; many that are worſe; 
And moſt-tew,better.Thole then that the nurſe, 
Or mother call true borne; yet arenot ſoz :

But I fled all,with all that followd me; 

;ecauſe I knew,God ſtudied miſerie, 
Tohurle amoneſt vs. With me likewiſe fled 
Martiall Tzd:des. I,the men heled, Co 
Gat to go with him. Winds our fleete did bring 
To Lesbos,where the yellow-headed King 
(Though late, yer) found vs: as we put tochoile 
A tedious voyage; if we ſaile ſhould hoiſe} 

Aboue rough Chzus (left onour left hand) 

Tott'lle of Pſiria, or thatrugged land 

Saile vnder; and for windie Mims ſtere. 

We asktof God,that ſome oſtent might cleare 

Our cloudie buſineſſe: who gaue vs ſigne, 
And charge that all ſhould (in a middle line) 

The ſca cut,for Eubza; that with ſpeed, 

Our long-ſuſtaind intortune might be freed. 

Then dida whiſtling wind begin to rife, 

And {wittly flew we through the fiſhie skies, 

Till ro Gereſt# we in night were brought; 
Where(through the broad ſea,fince we ſafe hadwrought) 
At Neptunes altars,many ſolid thies 
Ofſlaughterd buls, we burnd for ſacrifiſe. 

The fourth day came,when Tydews ſonne did greete 
The hauen of Argos,with his complete Fleete, 
ButT,for Pylos ſtrait ſter'd on my courle, 
Norcuerleftthe wind his fore-right force, 

Since God fore-ſentirt firſt. And thus I came 
(Deare ſonne)to Pylos,vninformd by fame; 

Nor know one ſau'd by Fate,or ouercome. 

WhomT haue heard of lince (ſet hereat home) 

As fits,thou ſhalt be taught, noughr left vnſhowne. 

The expert ſpeare-men; euery Myrmidon, 
(Led by the braue heire of the mightie ſould 
Vnpcerd Achilles) ſafe of home got hold. 
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Safe Philoctetes, Peans famous ſeed: 

And lafe Idomenews; his men led 

To his home,(Crete;)who fled thearmed field; 

Of whom, yet none, the ſea from him withheld. 
Atrides (you haue both heard, though ye be 

His farre off dwellers) what an end bad he, 

Done by Mgrſth«s, to a bitter death, 

Who miſcrably paid for forced breath; 

Atridesleauing a good ſonne, that dide 

In bloud of that deceitfull parricide | 

His wreakfull ſword. And thou my friend (as he 

For this hath his fame) the like ſpirit in thee 

Aſſume ar all parts. Faire,and great I ſee 

Thou arr, in all hope; make it good to th'end; 

That after-times,as much may thee commend. 
He anſwerd:O thou greateſt grace of Greece, 

Orefles made that wreake, his maſter pecce; 

| And him the Greeks will giue a maſter praiſe, 

Verſe finding him, to laſt all after daies, 

And would to God.the Gods would fauour me 

With his performance; that my iniurie, 

Doneby my mothers wooers, (being ſofoule) 

I might reuenge vpon their euery ſoule,

(O!I did never ſee,in ſuch cleare ſhow, 

The Gods ſograce a man,as ſhe to him, 

To all oureyes,appeard in all her trim) 

If fo, ſay, ſhe wouldbepleaſd to loue, 

Andthat her minds care, thou ſo much couldſtmone, 
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Asdid thy Father, cucry man of theſe, 

Would loſe in death their ſeeking mariages. 

Telemachus, O Father, (anſ{werd he) you make amaze 
Sciſe me throughout. Beyond the height of phraſe 
You raiſe expreſſion; but twill neuer be, 

ThatT ſhall moue,in any Deitie, 

So bleſt an honour. Not by any meanes, 

It Hope ſhould prompt me, or blind Confidence, 
(The God of Fooles), or cucry Deitic 
Should will it; for, tis paſt my deſtinie.

Out ſhrickt the daughters,daughter inlawes,and wife 

Of three-ag'd Neſtor, (who had eldeſt life 

Of Clymens daughters) chaſt Ewrydice, 

The Oxe on broad earth, then layd laterally, 

They held,while Duke P:ſiftratws,the throte 

Difſolu'd and ſer, the ſable blood afflore; 

And then the life the bones left, Inſtantly 

They cut him vp; apart flew either Thie; 

That with the fat they dubd,with art alones 

The throte-briske, and the ſweet-bread pricking on. 

Then Neſtor broild them on the cole-turnd wood, 

Powrd blacke wine on; and by him yong men ſtood, 

Thar ſpits fine-pointed held, on which (when burnd 

The ſolid Thics were) they transfixt, and turnd 

The inwards,cut in cantles: which (the meate 

Vowd to the Gods, conſum'd) they roſt and cate, 
In meane ſpace, Polycaſte (calld the faire, 


Neſtors yongſt daughter) barh'd Yy//es heire, 


Whom, hauing cleanſd,and with rich balmes beſpred; 
She caſt a white ſhirr quickly o're his head, 

And then his weeds put on; when,forth he went, 
And did the perſon ofa God preſent, 

Came, and by Neſtor tooke his honourd ſeare, 

This paſtor of the people. Then, the meate 

Of all the ſpare parts roſted; off they drew, 

Sate,and fall to. But ſoone the temperate few, 


Roſe, 
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Roſe,and in golden bolles, fiild others wine, 

Till, when the reſt felt thirſt of teaſt decline; 
Neſtor his ſonnes bad,fetch his high-man'd horſe, 
And them in chariot ioyne, to runne the courſe 
The Prince reſolu'd. Obaid,as ſoone as heard 
Was Neſtor by his ſonnes; who ſtrait prepar'd

Both holding yoke, and ſhooke it all the day;

Whom flood Alphews got) ilept all that night: 

Who gauethem each due hoſpitable rite, 

But when the roſfie-ftingerd morne aroſe,

Rode ſcourgin g ſtill their willing flying Steeds;

Their journey ending iuſt when Sunne went downe; 
And ſhadowes all wayes through the carth were throwne. 
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Eceiu'd now inthe Spartan Conrt 
Telemachus, preferres report 
ToMenelaus, of the throng 
Of wocers with him, and their wrong, 
Menelaus. Actrides tels the Greekes retreate, 
Ard doth a Prophecie repeate, 
That Proteus made; by which he knew 
Hes brothers death; and then doth ſbew 
How with Calypſo lid the ſire 
Of his yong gueſt, The woo'rs conſpire 
Their Princes death: whoſe trechery knowne, 
Penelope 5n teares doth drowne, 
Wham Pallas by a dreame doth cheare, 
And inſumlitude appeare 
Of faire Iphthima, knowne to be 
The fter of Penelope.

# Could he effe& this?let me truly know: 
Togainethy veſlell,did he violence ſhow,

Toue (hall conuert vpon himſclte his powres, 
Before their ill prelum'd, he brings on ours. 
Prouide me then a ſhip, and rwentic men 
To giue her manage; that againſt again 
Herurnes for home; on th'1rhacenſ#an (eas, 
Or Clifhe Samiav; I may interpreale; 
Way-lay,and rake him and make all his craft, 
Saile with his ruine, for his Father ſaf'r. 

This, all applauded; and gaue charge to do; 
Roſe, and to greete Yhy/ſes houſe, did go. 
But long time paſt not, ere Penelope 
 Hadnorice of their far-fetcht trecherie. 
Meaon the Herald told her, who had heard 
Withoutthe Hall, how they within conferd: 
And haſted ftrair, to tell it to the Queene: 
Who from the entrie, hauing Medorm{cene 
Preuents him thus: Now Herald; what affaire 
Intend the farnous woo'rs, in your repaire? 
Torell /lyſſes maids, that they muſt ceafle 
From doing our worke, and their banquets dreſſer 
I would to heauen, that (leaving wooing me, 
Nor euer troubling other companie) _ 
Here might the laſt Feaſt be, and moſt extreme, 
That euer any ſhall addreflc for them. 
They never meete, but ro conſent in ſpoile, 
And reape the free fruites of anothers toile. 
O did they neuer,when they children were, 
What to their Fathers,was Y1yſſes, heare? 
Who never did gainſt any one proceed, 
Withvniuſt vſage, or in word or deed? 
Tis yet with othcr Kings, another right, 
One to purſue with loue, another ſpighr; 
Heſtill yet iuſt; nor would,though might deuoure; 
Norto the worſt,did cuer taſte of powre, 
But their vnruld as, ſhew their minds eſtate: 
Good rurnes receiu'd once, thanks grow out of date. 

Meaon, the learn'd in wiſedome, anſwerd her: 
I wiſh (O Queene) that their ingratitudes were 
Their worſt i[ towards you: but worſeby farre, 
And much more deadly their endeuours are; 
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Which /oze will faile them in.T elemachus 
'Their purpoſe is (as he returnes to vs) 

1 0giue their ſhatrpe ſtecles in a cruell death: 
Who now is goneto learne,if Fame can breathe 
Newes of his Sire; and will the Pylian ſhore, 
And ſacred Sparta, in his ſcarch explore. 

This newes diflolu'd to her both knees and heart, 
Long ſilence held her,cre one word would part: 
Hercyes ſtood full of teares; her ſmall ſoft voice, 
Alllate vie loſt; that yet atlaſt had choice 
Of wonred words; which briefly thus ſhe vide: 

Why left my ſonne his mother? why retulde 
His wit the ſolid ſhore,to trie the ſeas, 

And put in ſhips the truſt of his diſtreſſe? 

That arc art ſea ro men vnbridld horſe, 

And runne, paſt rule, their farre-engaged courſe, 
Amidſt a moiſture, paſt all meane vnſtaid? 
Nonecd compeld this: did he it,afraid 

To liue and leaue poſteritic his name? 

I kaow not (he replide) if th'humor came 
From current of his owne inſtin&, or lowd 
From others inſtigations; but he vowd 
Attempt to Py/os, or to ſee deſcried 
His Sires returne, or know what death he died. 

This ſaid;he tooke him to Yly//es houſe 
After the wooers; the Y1y//ean Spouſe R 
(Runne through with woes) let Torture ſeiſe her mind, 
Nor,in her choice of ſtate-chaires,ſtood enclin'd

Th'old King,to whom your hopes ſtand ſoinclin'd, 
For his g:aue counſe!s, you perhaps may find 
Vnhitaftected,for his ages lake. {1 
But heauen-kings waxe not old, and therefore make 
Fir prays to them;for my thoughts neuer will 
Beleeue the heauenly powres conceit ſo ill, 
The ſeed of righteous Arceſrages, 
Tocnd it veterly; but ſtill will pleaſe 
In ſome place euermore, ſome one of them: - 
To ſauce; and decke him with a Diadem:

And he afftirmes, that one, the moſt annoid | 
With wocs andtoiles, of all thoſe men that fought 
For Priams Citic; and to end hath brought 
Nine yeares in the contention; is withthee, 
For in the tenth yeare,when roy Vicorie 
Was wonne, togiue the Greeks the ſpoile of Troy; 
Rerurne they did profeſſe, but not enjoy, 
Since Pall.z they incenſt;and ſhe,thewaues 
By all the winds powre,that blew ope their graves, 
And there they reſted.Onely this poore one, 
This Coaſt, both winds and waucs haue caſt vpon: 
Whom now forthwith he wils thee to diſmiſſe;

That iudgement hath to ſpeake becoming things) 
 Thatwill depraue your vertues, Note then now 
My ſpecch,and whar,my loue preſents to you; 
That you may tell Heroes, when you come 
Tobanquer with your Wife, and Birth at home, 
(Miadfull of our worth )what deſeruings love 
Hath put on our parts likewiſc;in remoue 
From Sire to Sonne,as an inherent grace 
Kinde,and perperuall. We muſt nceds giue place 
To other Countreymen, and freely yeeld 
Wearenot blamelefſe, in our fights of held, 
Buff*rs, nor wreſtlings: but in ſpeede of feere, 
And all che Equipage that fits a fleete , 
We boaſt vs beſt. For table cuer ſpred 
With neighbour feaſts,for garments varied; 
For Poeſie, Muſique, Dancing, Baths,and Beds. 
And now, Pheactans, you that beare your heads 
And feete with beſt grace,in enamouring dance; 
Eaflame our gueſt here; that he may aduance 
Our worth paſt allthe worlds,to his home friends; 
As well for the vnmatchr grace,that commends 
Your skills in footing of a dance; as theirs 
Thartflica racebeſt.. And fo, all affaires, 
Ar which we boaſt vs beſt; he beſt may rriez 
As Sea-race,Land-racce, Dance, and Pocſie. 


Some one, with inſtant ſpeede to Court retire, A 
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And fetch Demodecas, his ſoundfull Iyre. 
This ſaid, the God-grac't king, and quickereſort 
Pontonows made, for that faire harpe,to Court. | 
Nine of the lot-chuſde publique Rulers roſe, 
That all in thoſe contentions did diſpoſe; 
Commandinga moſt ſmooth ground,anda wide, 
Ard allthe people, in faire game,aſide, 
Then with the rich harpe,came Pontonows 
Andin the midſt, trooke place Demodocas. 
About him then ſtood foorth, the choiſe yong men, 
That on mans firſt youth,made freſh entrie then:

Who then, the night-and-day-bed did defile 
Of good king Vulcan. But in little while 
The Sunne their mixture ſaw; and came,and told.

Now (Loze) is Yalcan gone; letvs to bed, 
Hee's forthe barbarous Sint:avs, Wellappaid 
Was Yenw: with it; and afreſh aſſaid 

Thcirold encounter, Downe they went; and ſtraight 
About them 'clingd , the artificiall ſleight 

Of moſt wiſe Yulcan; and were ſo enſnar'd, 

Thar neither they could ſtirre their courſe prepar'd, 
Inany lim about them, nor ariſe. | 
And then they knew,they could no more diſguiſe 
Theircloſe conueiance; butlay,forc't,ſtone ſill. 
Backe ruſht the Both foote cook't, bur ſtraight in skill, 
From his neare skout-hole turnd; norever went 
Toany Lemos, but the ſure cuent 

Left Phebus to diſcouer, who rold all. 

Then, home hopt Yulcay, full of gricte,and gall;

Many and better ſouldicrs made ſtrong head, 
That held the Continent, and managed 
Their horſe with high skill:on which they would fight, 
When fitteſt cauſe feru'd; and againe alight, 
(With ſoone ſeene vantage) and on foote contend. 
Their concourſe ſwift was, and had neuerend; 
As thicke and ſodaine twas,as flowres and leaues 
Darke Spring diſcouers,when ſhe *Light receaues. 
And then began the bitter Fate of Hue | After Night.ju 
Toalter vs vnhappie; which,cuen ſtroue Poe ao 
Togiue vs ſuffrance. At our Fleet we made 
Enforced ſtand; and there did they inuade 
Our thruſt-vp Forces: darts encountred darts, 
With blowes on both ſides: either making parts 
Good vpon cither,while the Morning ſhone, 
And facred Day her bright increaſe held onz 
Thoughmuch out-matcht in number. But as foone 
As Phebus Weſtward fell,the Cicons wonne 
Much hand of vs; ſixe proued fouldiers fell 
(Ofcuery ſhip) the reſt they did compell 
To ſecke of Flight eſcape from Death and Fate. 
Thence (fad in heart) we ſaild: and yet our State 
Was ſomething chear'd; that (being ouer-marche ſo much 
In violent number) our retreate was ſuch, 
As ſau'd ſo many, Our deareloſle the leſle, 
That they ſuruiu'd; ſo like forlike ſucceſle, 
Yerleft we not the Coaſt, before we calld 
Home to our countrycarth,the ſoules exhald, 
O . all the friends,the C/cons ouercame, 
Thrice calld we on them, by their ſeuerallname, 
And then tooke lows Thes from the angry North, £ fone ofetg 
Cloud-gathering pre,a dreadfull torme calld forth the 
Againſt our Nauie, couerd ſhore and all, 
With gloomie vapors. 7 /2ht did headlong fall 
Fromfrowning Heauen, And then hurld here and there 
Wasall our Nauic; the rude winds did teare,] 
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In three, in foure parts, all their ſailes;and downe 
Driuen vnder hatches were we, preſt to drowne., 
Vp ruſht we yet againe; and with tough hand 
(Two daies,two nights cntoild) we gat nere land; 
Labours and forrowes,cating vp our minds. 

The third cleare day yet, to more friendly winds 
We maſts aduanc't,we white ſailes ſpred, and fate, 
Forewinds,and guides,againe did iterate, 
Oureaſe and home-hopes; which we cleare had reach; 
Had not,by chance,a ſodaine North-wind fetchr, 
With an extreame ſca,quite about againe, 

Our whole endeuours; and our courſe conſtraine 
To giddic round; and with our bowd failes greete 
Dreadfull Maleia; calling backe our fleete, 

As farre forth as Cythera. Nine dayes more, 
Aduerſe winds toſt me; and the tenth, the ſhore, 
Wheredwell the bloſſome-fed Lotophazrte, 

I fetcht:freſh water tooke in; inſtantly 

Fellto our tood aſhip-boord, and then ſent 
Twoot my choice men to the Continent, 
(Adding a third,a Herald) to diſcouer, 

What ſort of people were the Rulers ouer 


The Lotophagie. The land next to vs. Where, the firſt they mer, 


Were the Lotophazie; that made them cate 
Their Country dict; and no ill intent, 

Hid in their hearts to them:and yetth'euent, 
To ill conuerted ir; for, hauing cate 


 Theirdaintie viands; they did quite forger 


(As all men elſe,that did but taſte theirfcaſt) 
Both country-men and country; nor addreſt 
Any returne,tinforme what ſort of men | 
Made fixt abode there, but would needs maintaine, 
Abode themſclues there; and eate that food ever. 
I made our after; and was faine to ſeuer 
Th'enchanted knot; by forcing their retreate;. 
Thar ſtriu'd,and wept, and would nor leaue their mcate 
For heauen it ſelfe. But,dragging them to flere; 
I wrapt in ſure bands, both their hands and feete, 
And caſt them vnder hatches; and away - 
Commanded all the reſt, withour leaſt tay; 
Leſt they ſhould taſte the Zoze toozand forget 
With ſuch ſtrange raptures,their deſpiſde retreate. 
All then aboord,we beare the ſea with Ores; 


_ *Andſtill with ſad hearts ſaild by our-way ſhores; 
_ Tillth'out-lawd Cyclops land we fetchr; arace 


TheidleCyelops. Of proud-liu'd loiterers, thar neuer ſow, 


Norpura plant in earth, nor vſc a Plow; 
Bur truſt in God forall things; and their earth, 
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(Vaſowne,vnplowd) giues cuery of-ſpring birth, 

Thatother lands haue. Wheate,and Batley; Vines 

Thar bearc in goodly Grapes, delicious wines; 

And hue ſends ſhowres for all:no counſels there, | 

Norcounſellers, nor lawes; but all men beare 

Their heads aloft on mountaines, and thoſe ſteepe, 

And on their tops too: and there, houſes keepe 

In vaultie Caucs; their houſholds gouernd all 

By each manslaw,impolſde in ſcucrallz | 

Nor wife,nor child awd; bur as he thinks good. 

None for another caring. But there ſtood 

Another lirle ]le,well ſtor'd with wood, 

Betwixt this and the entry; neither nie 

The Cyclops Ile, nor yer farre off doth lic, | 
Mens want it ſufferd; but the mens ſupplies, | 
The Goates made with their inarticulate cries. 

Goates beyond number,this ſmall Iland breeds, - 

So tame,that no accecſle diſturbs their feeds. 

No hunters (that the tops of mountaines ſcale, 

And rub through woods with toile) fecke themarall. 

Nor is the ſoile with flocks fed downe, nor plowd; 

Nor euer in it any ſeed was ſowd. 

Nor place the neighbour Cyclops their delights, 

In braue Vermilion prow-deckt ſhips; nor wrights 

Vſefull and skilfull,in ſuch works, as need 

PerfeQion to thole trafhcks,that exceed 

Their naturail confines: to flic out and ſec 

Cities ofmen; and rake in, mutually 

The preaſe of others; To themſclues they liue, 

And to their Iland, that enough would giue 

A good inhabitant; and time of yeare

Thatthen was vp, ſhou'd waves againſt the ſhore, 
Thar then to an vameaſur'd hcight pur on. 

Ve ſtill at ſea eſteem d vs, tillalone 

Our flcet pur in ir ſelfe. And then were ſtrooke 
Our gatherd failes: our reſt aſhore we tooke, 
Andday expected. When the Morne gaue fire, 
We roſe,and walkt, and did the Ile admire. 

The Nymphs,Zoucs daughters, putting vpa heard

My fellow ſouldicrs.To our Fleet we flew; 

Our crooked bowes tooke, long-pil'd darts,and drew

Fat Goates allotted; ten onely mine. 

Thus all that day, eventillthe Sunnewas ſer, 

VVe fate and feaſted; pleaſant wine and meate, 
Plentcouſly raking, for we had not ſpent | 
Ourruddic wine aſhip-boord: ſupplement 

Of large ſort,cach man to his veſſcll drew, 
Vhen we theſacred Citie ouerthrew, 

That held the Cicors, Now then ſaw weneare, 
The Cyclops late-praiſd Iland; and might heare 
The murmure of their ſheepe and goates; and ſee 
Their ſmokes aſcend. The Sunnethen ſet, and we 
(When Night ſucceeded) tooke ourreſt aſhore,

Like any man, that food could poflibly 
Enhance {o hugely, but (beheld alone) 
Shewd like a ſteepe hils top, all ouergrowne 
' Withrrees and brambles; litle thought had I 
Of ſuch vaſt obics. When,arriud ſo nie 
Some of my lou'd friends, I made ſtay aboord, 
To guard my ſhip; and twelue with meI ſhord, 
The choice of all. I rooke beſides along, 
A Goat-skin flagon of wine,blacke and ſtrong, 
That Maro did preſent, Euazthewslonne, = 
And Prieſt to Phzb#us; who had manſion 
In Thracian 1\marus (the Townel tooke) 
He gaue it me; ſince I (with reuerence ſtrooke, 
Of his graue place, his wife and childrens good) 
Freedall of violence, Amidſtawood 
Sacred to Phebus, ſtood his houſe; from whence 
He fetcht me gifts of varied excellence; 
Seuen talents of fine goldza boll all fram'd 
Of maſſie (ilaer, But his gift,moſt fam'd, 
Was twelue great veſlels, filld with ſuch rich wine, 
As was incorruptible,and diuine, 
He kept it as his iewell, which none knew 
But he himſelfe,his wife, and he that drew. 
It was ſo ſtrong, that neuer any filld 
A cup,where that was but by drops inſtilld, 
And drunke it off; but twas before allaid 
With twentie parts in water: yet ſo ſwaid 
- Theſpirit of tharlitle, that che whole, 
A ſacred odour breath'd about the boll, __  VinumMaro» 
Had you the oJour ſmelt,and ſentit caſt, pr pg 
It would haue vext you to forbearethe taſte. 
zut then (the taſte gaind too) the ſpirit it wrought, 
To darethings high, ſetvpan end my thought. 
Of this, a hage great flagon full I bore, 
And in agood large knapſacke,viales ſtore 
 Andlongd to ſee this heape of fortitude, 
That ſo illicerare was,and vpland rude, 
Tharlawes divine nor humane he had learnd, 
With ſpeed we reacht the Cauerne, nor diſcernd 
His preſence there, His flocks he fed ar field. 
Entring his den; cach thing beheld,did yeeld 
Our admiration:ſhelues with cheeſes heapt; 
Sheds ſtuft with Lambs and Goates,diſtindykepty 
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Diſtin& the bicgeſt, the more meane diſtin, 
Diſtin&the yongeſt, And in their precinct 
(Proper and placcfull) ſtood the troughs and pailes, 
In which he milkt; and what was giuen at meales, 
Set vpa creaming:in the Eucning ſtill, 
All ſcouring bright,as deaw vpon the hill. 

Then were my fellowes inſtantto conu 
Kids,cheeſes,lambs,aſhip-boord; and away 
Saile the ſalt billow. 1 thought beſt,not ſo, 
But better otherwiſe; and firſt would know, 
Whart gueſt-gifts he would ſpare me. Little knew 
My friends,on whom they would haue preyd: his view 
Prou'd after,that his inwards were too rough | 
For ſuch bold vſage: we were bold enough, 
In what I ſufferd; which was there to ſtay; 
Make fire and feed there,though bearenone away, 
There late we,till we ſaw him feeding come, 
Andon his necke a burthen lugging home, 
Moſt highly hoge of Sere-wood; which the pile 
Thar fed his fire,ſupplide all ſupper while, 
Downe by his den he threw it; and vp roſe 
Atumulcwith the fall. Afraid, we cloſe 
Withdrew our ſclues,while he into a Caue 


Ofhuge receit,his high-fed cattell draue, 


Alltharhe milkt, the males he left without 


His loftie roofes, that all beſtrowd about 


With Rams and buck-goates were, And then arocke 
He lift aloft, that damd vp to his flocke, | 


The doore they enterd: twas ſo hard to wield 
That two andrwentic Waggons, all foure-wheeld, 


(Could they be loaded,and haue teamesthat were 


Proportion'd to them) could not ſtirreit there. 
Thus, making ſure, he kneeld and milkt his Exwes, 
And braying Goates,with all a milkers dues, 
Then let in all their yong-then,quicke did dreſle, 
His halfe milke vp for cheeſe, andin a preſſe 
Of wicker preſt itz put in bolls the reſt, 
Todrinke,andeate, and ſerue his ſupping feaſt. 
All works diſpatcht thus; he began his fire; 
Which blowne, he ſaw vs; and did thus enquire: 
Ho!Gucſts!what are ye? whence faile ye theſe ſeas: 
Trafficke,or roue yerand like thceues opprefie 
Poore ſtrange aduenturers; expoling ſo 
Your ſoules todanger, and yourliues to woe

But tell me:where's the ſhip, that by the ſeas

Informe me quickly. Theſe his temptings were, 
But I,too much knew ,not to know his mind, 
And craft,with craft paid; telling him the wind 
(Thruſt vp from Sea,by him that ſhakes the Shore ) 
Had daſht our ſhips againſt his rocks, and tore 
Her ribs in peeces, cloſe vpon his Coaſt; 
And we from high wracke ſau'd; the reſt were loſt, 
He anſwerd nothing; but ruſhe in,and tooke 

Tivo of iny fcllowes vp from earth,and ſtrooke 
'T heir braines againſt it. Like two whelps they flew 
Abour his ſhoulders, and did all embrew 
The bluſhing carth. No mountaine Lion tore 
Two Lambs ſo ſternly; lapt vpall their gore, 
Guſht from their torne-vp bodies; lim by lim, 
(Trembling with life yet) rauiſht into him,

As you would ope and ſhut your Quiuerlid, 
With ſtormes of whiſtlings then, his flocks he draue 

Vpto the mountaines; and occaſion gaue 

For me to vie my wits; which to their heighr, 

I ftriu'd to skrew vp; thata vengeance mighe 

By ſome meanes fall from thence; and Pa//axnow 

Aﬀoord a full care to my needicſt vow, 

This then, my thoughts preferd:a huge club lay 

Cloſe by his milk-houſe,which was now in way

Made lighter for his manage. Twas ſo vaſt, 

That we re{embl'd it to ſome fir Maſt,

We indgdthisclub;which I,in part, hewd ſmall, 

And cur a fathome off, The pcecel gaue 

Amongſt my ſouldiers,to take downe, and ſhaue, 


Which done, I ſharpn'd itat top, and then 


(Hardn'd in fire) Ihid it in the den, 

Within a naſtic dunghill reeking there, 
Thicke,and ſo moiſtir ifſude eucry where, 
Then madel lots caſt, by my tricnds to trie, 
Whoſe fortune ſcru'd to dare the bor'd out eie 
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Of that man-cater:and the lot did fall 
On foure I wiſht to make my aid,of all; 
And Ihe fift made, choſen like the reſt. 
Then came the Euenzand he came from the feaſt 
Of his fat catrell; draue in all; nor kept 
One male abroad:it,or his memory ſlept 
By Gods direc will, or of purpoſe was 
His driuing in of all then, doth ſurpaſſe 
My comprehenſion. But he clo{de againe 
The mightie barre; milkt, and did ſtill maincaine 
All other obſeruation,as before. 
His worke, all done; two of my ſouldiers more, 
At once he [natcht vp, and to ſupper went, 
Then dar'd I words to him, and didpreſent 
A boll of wine,with theſe words: Cyclopitake 
A boll of wine from my hand,that may make 
Way for the mans flcth thou haſt cate; and ſhow 
Whar drinke our ſhip held; which in ſacred vow, 
] offer to thee; to take ruth on me 
In my diſmiflion home. Thy rages be 
Now no more ſufferable, How ſhall men 
(Mad and inhumane that thou art) againe 
Greet thy abode,and get thy actions grace, 
If thus thou rageſt,and carſt vp their race. 
He tooke,and drunke; and vehemently joyd 
To taſte the ſiveet cup; and againe employd 
My flagons powre;entreating more,and faid: 
Good Gueſt,againe affoord my taſte thy aidz 
Andlet me know thy name; and quickly maw; 
That in thy recompence I may beſtow ** 
A hoſpitable gift on thy deſert, 
And ſuch a one as ſhall reioyce thy heart, 
For to the Cy/ops too, the gentle Earth 
Beares generous wine; and xe augments her birth, 
In ſtore of ſuch,with ſhowres. But this rich wine, 
Fell from the riuer that is meere diuine, 
Of XN e#zar and Ambroſia. This againe 
Igque him; and againe; nor could the foole abſtaine, 
But drunkeas often, When the noble Iuyce 
Had wrought vpon his ſpirit; I then gaue vſe 
To fairer language; ſaying: Cy/op!now 
As thou demandft, [le tell thce my namezdo thou | 
: 


Make good thy hoſpitable gift to me; | 
My name is Vo-Marn; XN o-Man, each degree ; 
Of friends,as well as parents, call my name. 
He anſwerd, as his cruell ſoule became: 

No-Man!Tle eate thee laſt ofall thy friends; 
And thisis that,in which ſo much amends | 
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I vowd to thy deſervings; thus ſhall be 
My hoſpitable gifr,made good to thee, 
This ſaid; he vpwards fell;but then bent round 
His fleſhie necke; and Sleepe (with all crownes,crownd) 
Subdude the Sauage. From his throte brake out 
My wine,with mans fleſh gobbers,like a ſpour; 
Vhen loded with his cups,he lay and ſnor'd, 
And then rookeI the clubs end vp, and gord 
The burning cole-heape,that the point mightheate. 
Confirmd my fellowes minds, leſt Feare ſhould let 
Their vowd aſſay, and make them flie my aid, 
Strait was the Olive Leuer,T had laid 
Amidſt the huge fire,to get hardning, hot; 
And glowd extremely,though twas greene; (which got 
From forth the cinders) cloſe about me ſtood 
My hardie friends: but that which did the good, 
Was Gods good infpiration,that gaue 
A ſpirit beyond the ſpirit they vide to haue: 
Who tooke the Olive ſparre,made keene before, 
Andplungd it in his eye:and vplI bore, 
Bent to the top cloſe; and helpr poureit in, 

Simile. With all my forces: And as you haue ſeene 
A ſhip-wright bore a nauall beame; he oft 
Thruſts at the Awgurs Froofe, works ſtill aloft, 
And at the ſhanke,helpe others;with acord 
Wound round abour, to make it ſooner bord; 

' Allplying the round ſtill:So into his eye, 

The firie ſtake,we labourd to imply. 
Out guſht the blood that ſcaldedghis eve-ball 
Thruſt out a flaming vapour,thatfcorchr all 
His browes and eye-lids; his eye-ſtrings did cracke, 
As in,the ſharpe and burniog rafter brake. 

—__— And as a Smith to harden any toole, 
(Broad Axe,or Matrocke) in his Trough doth coole 
The red-hote ſubſtance,rhat ſo feruent is, 
It makes the cold wave ſtrait to ſeethe and hifle: 
So ſod,and hizd his eye about the ſtake. 
He roar'd withall, and all his Cauerne brake 
In claps like thunder. We,did frighted flie, 
Diſperſt in corners. He from torth his cie, 
The fixed ſtake pluckt: after which, the blood 
Flowd freſhly forth; and,mad,he hurl'd the wood 
About his houilL. Out he then did cric 
For other Cyc/ops,that in Cauernes by, 
Vpon a windie Promontorie dwelld, 
Who hearing how impetuovſly he yelld, 
Ruſht eucry way about him; and enquir'd, 
What ill afflicted him, tharhc expir'd 
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Such horrid clamors; and in ſacred Night, 
To breake their {leepes ſo? Aske him,if his fright 
Camefrom ſome morrall,that his flocks had driuen? 
Or if by craft,or might, his death were giuen? 
He anſwerd from his den;By craft,nor might, 
Noman hath giuen me death. They then faidright; 
If noman hurt thee, and thy ſelfe alone; 
That which 1s done to theegby zoe is done. 
And what grear Joxe inflicts,no man can flic; 
Pray to thy Father yer,*a Deitie; 
And proue, from him,if thou canſt helpe acquire. 
Thus ſpake they, leauing him.When all on fire, 

My heart'with toy was;that ſo well my wit, 
And name decciu'd him, whom now painedid ſplit; 
And groning vp and downe, he groping tride, 
To find theſtone,which found he put aſide; 
Burt in the doore fate, feeling if he could 
(As his ſheepe iſſude) on ſome man lay hold; 
Eſteeming me a foole, thar could deviſe 
No ſtratagemeto ſcape his grofle ſurpriſe. 
ButT,contending what I could inuent, 
My friends and me,from death ſoimminent, 
Toget deliuerd:all my wiles I woue, 
(Life being the ſubicR) and did this approve, 
Far fleecic Rams,moſ2t faire,and great, lay there, 
That dida *burthen like a Violet beare. 
Theſe(whilc this learn'd in villanie did fleepe) 
I yokt with Ofters cut there,ſheepe toſheepe; 
Three in a ranke; and ſtill the mid ſheepe bore 
A man about his belly:the two more, 
Marcht on his each {ide for defence. I then, 
Chufing my ſclfe the faireſt ofthe den, 
His fleecic bclly vnder-crepr; embrac't 
His backe, and in his rich wooll wrapt me faſt 
With both my hands, arm'd with as taſta mind. 
And thus each man hung,till the Morning ſhin'dz 
Which come, he knew the houre, and let abroad 
His male-flocks firſt: the females,vnmilkt ſtood 
Bleating and braying;their full bags ſo ſore, 
With being vnempried;but their ſhepheard more, 
With being vnſ1ghred;which was cauſe, his mind 
Went nota milking. He (to wreake enclin'd) 
The backs felt as they paſt,of thoſe male dams: 
(Grofle foole) beleeving, we would ride his Rams. 
Nor ener knew,that any ofthem bore 
Vpon his belly, any man before. 
Thelaft Ram came topaſſe him,with his wooll, 
And me togcther,loded tothe full: 
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Vlyſſes inſults 
ower the Cyclops 


For there did I hang:and that Ram he ſtaid, 
And me withall had in his hands, my head 
Troubl'dthe while, not cauſlcfly, nor leaſt. 
This Ram he grop't,and talkt to:Lazie beaſt! 
Why laſt art thou now? thou haſt neuer v{de 
To lag thus hindmoſt:bur ſtil! fi: ſt haſt bruſde 
The tender bloſſome of a flowre, and held 
Srate in thy ſteps,both to the flood and ficld: 
Firſt ſtill at Fold,at Eucn; now laſt remaine? 


Doeſt thou not wiſh I had mine eycagaine, 


Which that abhord man X o-/an did put out, 
Aſſiſted by his execrable rout, 
When he had wrought me downe with wine? but he 
Muſt not c{cape my wreake ſo cunningly, 
I would roheaucn thou knewſt, and could but ſpeake, 
To tell me where he lurks now; I would breake 
His braine about my Cave, ſtrewd here and there, 
To caſe my heart of thoſe foulc ils,that were 
Thiinflitions of a man,[I priſdeat noughr. 

Thus ler he him abroad;when I (once brovght 
A litle from his hold) my ſclfe firſt loſde, 
And next, my friends. Then draue we, and diſpoſde, 
His ſtrait-leggd fat ficece-bearers over land, 
Euen till they all were in wy ſhips command, g 


And to ourlou'd fiijends,ſhewd our praid-fot fight, 


Eſcap't from death. But for our loſſe, outright 
They brake in teares; which with alooke I Raid, 
And bad them take our Boote in. They obaid; 
And vp weall went, ſatc,and vide our Ores, 

Bur having left as farre the ſauage ſhores, 

As one might heare a voicezwe then might ſee 
The Cyclop at the hauen;when inltantly 

] ſtaid our Ores, and this inſultance vide: 
Cyclypithou ſhouldſt not have ſo much abuſde 
Thy monſtrous forces, to oppole their leaſt, 
Againſt a man immartiall,and a gueſt, 

Andeate his fellowes: thou mightſt know there were 
Someils behind (rude ſwaine) for thee to beare; 
That feard not to deuoure thy gueſts, and breake 
All Iawes of humanes: /oe ſends therefore wreake, 
And all the Gods, by me. This blew the more © 
Hes burning furic;when the top he tore 

From off Se Rocke; and ſo right a throw 
Made atour ſhip,that juſt before the Prow, 

It overflew and fell: miſt Maſt and all 

Exceeding litle; but abour the fall, 

So fierce a waue it raiſd, that backe it bore 

Ourſhip ſo farre, it almoſt touchr theſhore, 
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| Abead-hooke then (a far-extended one) 

I ſnatcht vp,thruſt hard, and fo (et vs gone 
Some litle way; and ſtrait commandedall 

To helpe me with their Ores; on paine to fall 
Againe on our confuſion. Bur a ſigne, 

I with my head made; and their Ores were mine, 
In all performance. When we off were ſer, 
(Then firſt,rwice further)my heart was ſo great, 
It would againe prouoke him:burt my men

All day,rill Sun-ſer yer, we fate and catez

Thereaſon, how the Man-enlightning Sunn 
Diues vnderearth : the reaſon how againe 
He reres his golden head. Thoſe counfailes then

T hat paſſc our comprehenſion, we muſt leaue 
To him that knowes their cauſes; and receaue 
DireRion from him,in our acts, as farre 
As he ſhall pleaſe to make them regular; 
And ſtoope them to our reaſon. In our ſtate, 
What then bchoues vs? Can we eſtimate 
Vith all our counſailes,where we are* or know 
(Withour inſtruction, paſt our owne $skils) how 
(Put off from hence) to ſtere our courſe the more? 
I thinke we cannot, We muſt then explore 
 Theſepartrs for information; in which _ 
We thus farreare : laſt Morne I might diſplay 
(From off a high-raiſd cliffe) an Iland lie 
Girt with th ynmeaſur'd Seazand is ſo nie 
That in themidſt I ſaw the ſmokeariſe 
Through rufts of trees. This reſts then to aduiſe, 
Who ſhall explore this. This ſtrooke deaqtheir hearts, 
Remembring the moſt execrable parts 
That Leſtrigonian CAntiphas had plaid: 
Andtharfoulc Cyc/op, that their fcllowes braid 
Betwixt his iawes; which mou'd them fo they cried. 
{3 But idle teares, had neuer wants ſupplicd. 
IH / I, in two parts diuidedall; and gauc 
by To citherparthis Capraine : I muſt haue 
The charge of one; and one of God-like looke, 
Eurylochws, the other, Lots we ſhooke, 
(Part ina caske together,) which of vs 
Should leadeth'attempt;and twas Earylochw. 
He freely went; with two and twenty more: 
All which, tooke leaue with teares; and our eyes wore 
Theſame wet badge, of weake humanity, 
Circes bouſe. Thele, in a dale, did Cerces houſe deſcricz 
Ofbrightſtonebuilr, in a conſpicuous way: 
Before her gatcs;hill-wolues, and Lyons lay; 
Which with her virtuous drugs, ſo tame ſhe made; 
That Wolfe,nor Lyon, would one man inuade 
VVith any violence; burall aroſe; 
Their huge long tailes wagd; and in fawnes wouldcloſe, 
Simile, Aslouing dogs, when maſters bring them home \ 
Relicks of feaſt; in all obſeruance, come | 
And footh their entries, with their fawnesand bounds; 
All gueſts, ſtill bringing, ſome ſcraps for their hounds: 
So, ontheſe men, the Wolucs, and Lyons rampr; 
Theirhorrid paws ſet vp. Their ſpirits were dampt 
To ſee ſuch monſtrous kindnefle; ſtaid at gate, 
And heard within, the Goddeſle cleuate 
A voicediuine, as at her web,ſhe wrought, 
Subtle, and glorious, and paſt carthly thought,

As all the houſwiferies of Deitiesare, 
To heare a voice, ſo rauiſhingly rarez 
Polites (one excceding deare to me, 
A Prince of men; and of no meane degree 
In knowing vertue; in all Acts, whoſe mind medris | 
Diſcreete cares all wayes, v{de'iro turne, and wind) pranandny > 
Was yet ſurpriſd with it; and ſaid; O friends, | verlat, 
Some one abides within here, thar commends 
Theplace to vs; and breathes a voice divine; 
As ſhe ſome web wrought; or her ſpindles twine 
She cheritht with her ſong: the pauement rings 
With imitation of the tunes ſhe ſings; 
Some woman,or ſome Goddefle tis; Aﬀay 
To ſee with knocking. Thus ſaid he; andthe 
Both knock, and calld; and ſtraight her ſhining gates 
She opened, iſſuing : bade them in, to cates. 
Led, and (vnwile) they follow'd; all, but one 
Which was Ewrylochus, who ſtood alone 
Without the gates; ſuſpicious of a ſleight, 
They enterd, ſhe made fit; and her deceit 
She cloakt with Thrones;and gocdly chaires of State; 
Set heatby honey,and thedelicatre 
Wine brought from S-yrz, to them; mealeand cheeſe; 
* Butharmefull venoms, ſhe commixt with theſe; 
That made their Countrey vaniſh fromrtheir thought. 
Which,cate; (he touchtthem, with arod that wrought 
Their transformation, farre paſt humane wunts; | 
Swines ſnowts, {wines bodies, tooke they, briſtles, grunts 
Bur ſtill retaind the ſoules they had before; 
Which made them mourne their bodies change the more. 
She ſhut them ſtraight in ſties, and gaue them meate 
Oke-maſt, and beech,and Cornell truite,rhey cate, 
Groucling like (wine on earth,in fowleſt ſorr. 
Eurylochrs, ſtraight haſted the report 
Ofthis his fellowes moſt remorcefvull fate, | 
Cameto the ſhips; but ſo excruciate + 
Was with his woe; he could not fpeakea word: 
-yes ſtood full ofteares,; which ſhew'd how ſtor'd, 
t/1> mind with mone remaind. Veall admir'd; 
Ackt what had chanct him, earneſtly defir'd 
He would reſolue vs. At the laſt, our eyes, 
Enflam in him, his fellowes memories: 
And out his gricfe burſt thus; You willd;we went Ss 
Throughthoſethicke woods you ſaw; when, a deſcent | hg 
Shew'd vsa faire houſe, inalightſomeground, 7% Fellowes, 
Where (at ſome worke) we heard a heauenly ſound | 
Breath'd from a Goddefle, or a womans breſt: 


They knockt, ſhe op't her bright gares; each, her gueſt

(Fooles that they were) when ſhe once led the way, 
I enterd not, ſuſpeing ſome deceit.

7yſſes moss (My ſword and bow reacht) I bad ſhew the place, 
ſor ba ſouldiers. When,downe hefell; did both my knees embrace, 
Ewrylocbu. Andpraid with teares thus; O thou kept of God, 
Do notthy ſelſc loſe;nor to that aboad 
Leadc others raſhly; both thy ſclfe,and all 
Thou venturſt thither, Iknow well, muſt fall 
In one ſureruine: with theſe few then flic; 
We yet may ſhunne the others deſtinie. 
I anſiverd him : Zarylochw ! ſtay thou

With carelefſe haſte diſmiſle him:nor the maine

"Togoods crow. This ſpeech,the oldeſt man 


Of any other Pheacenſian, 
The graue Heyoe, Echinemws gaue 
All approbation; ſaying: Friends!ye haue 
The morion of the wiſe Queene; in ſuch words, 
As hauc not miſt the marke; with which, accords 
My cleare opinion. But : Mcinores, 
In word and worke,muſt be our rule. He thus; 
And then Alcinous ſaid: This then muſt ſtand, 
If while I liuc;, I rule in the command 
Of this well-skild-in-Nauigation State, 
Endure then (Gueſt) though moſt importunate 
Be your afie&ts for home. A litle ſtay 
It your expectance beare, perhaps it may 
Our gifts make more complete. The cares of all, 
Your due deduction asks; but Principall 
I am therein, the ruler, He replied:

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Fauvurs of Miltrefles, he ſaw him weareg 
For paſt all doubt, his beauties had no peere, 
Of ail that mine cies noted; next to one, 
And that was Memmon,T ithons Sun-like ſonne, 
Thus farre,for fight in publicke,may a taſt 
Giue of hiseminence. How farreſurpaſt 
His ſpirit in priuate;where he was not {eene; 
Nor glorie could be ſaid,to praiſe his ſpleene;

Be hit by me,then others:as, prouokr, 
I ſhifted place ſtil]; when,in ſome Iſmoket 
Both priuic tremblings, and cloſe vent of teares, 
In him yer,not a ſoft conceit of theirs, 
Could all my ſearch ſee, cither his wet cies 
Plied (till with wipings; or the goodly guiſe, 
His perſon all waies put forth, in leaſt part, 
By any tremblings,ſhewd his crouchr-at heart. 
Buteuer he was vrging me to make 
Way to their ſally; by his ſigne to ſhake 
His {word hid in his ſcabberd; or his Lance 
Loded with iron,at me. No good chance, 
His thoughts to Troy intended. In th'cuent, 
(High Troy depopulate) he made aſcent 
Tohis faire ſhip,with priſe and treaſure ſtore: 
Safe,and no touch, away with him he bore, 
Of farre-off harl'd Lance, or of cloſe-fought ſword, 
Whoſc wounds, for fauours, Warre doth oft affoord, 
Which he (though ſought) miſt,in warres cloſeſt wage; 
In cloſe fights, Mars doth ncuer fight but rage. 
This made the ſoule of ſwift _Ahillesrred 
A March of glorie, through the herbie meade; 
For ioy to heare me ſo renowme his Sonne;

But his firme ſelfe,did no ſuch Fare oppreſle; n 
Hefeaſting lives amongſt thiimmorrall States; | 

White-ankled Hebe,and himfſelfe,made mares, 

In heauenly Nuptials. Hebe, /oues deare race, 

And urns; whom the golden Sandals grace, 

About him flew the clamors of the dead,

That if with herds, orany richeſt flocks

We once ſhould rouch; nor (for that conſtant ill 
Thar followes folly) ſcorne advice, and kill: 
But quiet fit vs downe, and take ſuch food 
As the immortall C:rce had beſtowd. 
They ſwore allthis, inall ſeuerſt ſort; 
And 
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And then weancord, in the winding Port; 
Neare a freſh Riuer, where the longd-forſhore 
They all flew out to; tooke in vidtles ſtore, 
And, bcing full, thought of their __ wept 
Their lofle by Scyllas waging till they ſlepr. 
In Nz24rs third part;,when ſtars began toſtoope; 
The Cloud-afſembler, puta Tempſt vp. 
A boiſtrous ſpirithe gaue itz drauc out all 
His flocks of clouds; and let ſuch darknefſefall, 
That Earth, and Seas for feare, to hide were driven; 
For, with his clouds, he thruſt our Night from heaucn, 
At Morne, we drew our ſhips intoacaue; 
In which the Nymphs, that Phebus cattaile draue; 
Faire dancing Roomes had.and their ſeates of State. 
I vigd my fricnds then, thatto ſhunne their Fate, 
They would obſerye their oaths and rake the food 
Our ſhip afforded; nor attempt the blood 
Ofthole faire Herds and Flocks; becauſe they were, 
That dreadfull Gods, that all could ſee,and heare, 
They ſtood obſeruant, and in that good mind 
Had we bene gone : butſo aduerſe the wind 
Stood to our paſſage, that we could notgo. 
For one whole moneth, perpetually did blow 
Impetuous Notws;not a breaths repaire 
But his, and Zurw,ruldinallthe Aire. 
As long yet, as their ruddy wine, and bread 
Stood outamongſt them; ſo long, nota head 
Of all thoſe Oxen, fell in any ſtrife 
Amongſtthoſe ſtudents for the gut, and life. 
But when thcir vidtles faild, they fell to prey: 
Neceſstie compell'd them then, to ſtray 
In rape of fiſh, and fowle: what euer came 
In reachof hand or hooke; the bellies lame

Free from, both friends, and winds)I waſht my hands, 
Andall the Gods beſought, that held commands

Of giuing whar I prayd for, powre of deed, 
Adcedleſle ſicepe, did on my lids diſtill, 
For meane ro worke vpon,my friends their fill. 
For, whiles Iſlepr, there wak't no meane to cutb 
Their headſtrong wants, which he that did diſturb 
My rule, in chietc, at all times, and was chiefe 
Toallthereſtin counſaile to their griefez, 
Knew well, and of, my preſentabſcnce tooke 
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His fit aduantage; and their iron ſtrooke 

Athigheſt heate. For (fecling theirdeſire 

In his owne Entrailes, to allay the fire 8 

That Famine blew in them) he thus gaue way 

To thataffeRion : Heare what I ſhall ſay, 

(Though words will ſtanch no hunger) cuery death; 
Tovs poore wretches, that draw temporall breath, _ 
You know, is hatcfull; but all know,to die

Had place, cloſe by our ſhips. They tooke the liues 

Of ſence,moſt eminent. Abour their fall 

Stood round, andtothe Stares celeſtiall 

Made folemne vowes: But, other Rites,their ſhip 

Could not afford them; they did therefore ſtrip 

The curld-head Oke, of freſh yong leaues, to make 

Supply of ſeruice for their Barly cake. 

And,on the ſacredly enflamd, for wine 

Powrd purcſt water; all the parts divine 

Spitring, and roſting : all the Rites beſide 

Orderly vſing. Then did light diuide 

My low, and vpper lids; when,my repaire 

Madeneare my ſhip; I met the delicate ayre 

Their roſt exhal'd, Out inſtantly | cried; 

And faid, O 7oxeand all ye Deificd, 

Yehaue oppreſt me with a cruel|leepe, 

While yeconferd on me, a loſſe as deepe 

As Death deſcends to. Tothemſclues, alone 
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My rude men, left vngouernd,; they haue done

When ſtraight the Gods, fore-went their following paine 
With dire Oſtents. The hides, the fleſh had loſt, 
Crept, all before them. As the ficſh didroft 
It bellowd like che Oxe it ſclfe, aliue. 
And yet my ſouldiers, did their dead Beeues drive 
Through all cheſe Prodigies,in daily feaſts. 
Sixedaies they banquered, and flue freſh beaſts, 
And when the ſeuenth day, overeduc'tthe wind

W here,come : His frends moſt lonely gifts, he bore 
Aboord the Ship ; and in her hin-deckplac'it 
The vailerhat Helens curious hand had grac't; 
And Menelaus Gold: and ſaid, Away 
Norletthy men,in any leaſt date, ſtay : 
But quite put off, cre I gethome,and tell 
The old Duke,you are paſt : for paſſing well 
1 know his minde, to ſo exceed all force 
Of any.pray'r; That he wil ſtay your courſe : 
Himſelte make hither, All your courſe call backe; 
And when he hath you, haue no thought ro racke 
Him from his bounty ; and toler you part 
VVithour a Preſent : but be vext at hearr 
With both our pleadings ; if we once but moue 
The leaſt repreſſion of his fiery loue. on 
Thus took he coach: his faire-man'd ſteeds ſcourg'd

His Fathers Courtreachr. VVhile Yes Sonne 
Bad boord,and arme;whichwith a thought was done. 
His Rowers fer, and herich Odors firing 
In his hin-decke; for his ſecure retiring 
To great * Athenia: To his Ship came flying 
A. Stranger,and a Prophet ;as relying 
Onwiſhed paſſage : hauing newly ſlaine 
A man at Argos: yethisRaces vaine * 
Fow'd from Melampms; who in former date 
In Pxlos Ind, and had a huge eſtate, 
Burt fled his countrey; andthe puniſhinghand 
Ot great-ſoul'd Ne/ews, in a forrejigne Land 
From that moſt famous Mortal hauing held 
A world of riches : nor could be compeld 
To render reſtitutionin a yeare. 
In meane ſpace, lining as cloſe priſoner 
In Court of phylace:: and for the ſake 
Of Neles daughter, mighty cares did take ; 
Together with a greeuous Languor ſent

V Vho (angry with his Father)tooke his way

Himſelfe at Sacrifice ;whom in a word

E.uen heere at Ship, afacrificing minde

All ſwore; th'Oath paſt,with euery conſequence : 
She bad, Befilent now; and not a word 
Doyou,or any of your friends afford, 

Meeting me afterward in any ways _ 

Or at the waſhing Fount; leſt ſome diſplay 

Be made,and told the old man: and he then 

Keepe meſtreight bound: To you,andto your men 
The vtter ruine,plotting of your lines, 

Keepein firme thought then, euery wordthar ftriues 


For dangerous wtterance: Haſte your ſhips ful freight 


Of what you Trafficke for; and let meſtreight 
Know by ſome ſent friend ; *She hath allin hold, 
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And (with my ſelte) Ile bring thence allthe gold 
I can by all meanes finger: and beſide, 
Ile do my beſt, to fee your freight ſupplide 
VVith ſome wel-weighing burthen of mine owne. 
For I bring vp.,in houſe,a great mans ſonne, 
As crafty as my ſelfe; who will with me

His Leader,till your Ship hath made him ſure. 
He will an infinite great priceprocure 
Transfer him to what languag'd men ye may. 

This ſaid; She gat her home,and there made ſtay 
A whole yeare with vs; Goods of great auaile 
Their Ship enriching. V Vhich now,fit for faile: 
They ſent a Meſſenger tinforme the Dame. 
And,to my fathers houſe a fellow came, 
Full of Pheniſian craft : that,to be fold 
A Tablet bought ; the body all of Gold, 
The Verge,all Amber. This had ocular view, 
Both by my honor'd Mother,and the crew

They boorded ſtraight: Tookevs vpzAnd all went

Andthere,poore me,did to LZaerres ſell: 

And rhus theſe eyes, the ſight of this Ifle prou'd. 
Eumeus (he replyed) Thou much haſt mou'd 

The minde in me,with all things thou haſtſaid, 

And all the ſufferance on thy boſomelaid : 

Bur (truly) ro thy ill,hath Joe joyn'd good, 

That one whoſe veines are ſeru'd with humane blood 

Harh bought thy Teruice; that gives competence 

Of food, wine; cloth to thee. And ſure th'expence 

Ofthy litesdate heere, is of good defarr. 

VVhoſelabours,not to thee alone,impart

Haue hither err'd ; where,though (like thee) not ſold, 

Not ſtaid,like thee yet; nor nonghtneedfull hold. 
This mutuall ſpeech they vid; nor had they ſlept

To her fairethrone. Andnow ſtrookefaile, the men 

That feru'd Telemachwarriu'd iuſt then 

Nere his lou'd ſhore: wher now they ſtoopt the Maſt,

VVas ſhewne about it : In which three hadpartz 
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VVhoſenames, Neritzs and PolyFor were, 
And famous /thacus. Ic had a Sphere 
Of poplar, that ranne round about the wall; 
Andinto it,a lofty Rocke let fall, 
Continuall ſupply of coole cleare ftreame : | 
On whoſe top,to the Nymphs that were ſupreme 
In thoſe parts loues; a ſtately Altar roſe; 
VVhere cuery Trauailer,did ſtillimpoſe 
Deuored ſacrifice, Arthis founr, found 
Theſe filly Travailers, aman renown'd 
- For guard of Goats,which now he had in guide z 
VVhole huge-ſtor'd Herd,two herdſmen kept beſide:

To beg baſe cruſts,but to no manly ends; 
As asking {words,or with aCtiuity 
To get a Caldron.VVouldſt thou giue him me, 
Tofarme my Stable,or to ſweepe my yarde, 
And bring brouſe to my kids; and thatprefer'd, 
He ſhould be at my res, his paines, 
To drinke as much whey as his thirſty veynes 
VVould ſtill be ſwilling (whey made all his fees) 
His movſtrous belly,would opprefle his knees. 
Puthe hath learn'dto leade bale life about; | 
And will not worke,but crouch among the rout; 
For broken meate, to cram his burſten gut. 
Yerthis lle ſay ; and he will findeitpur 
In ſure effe; that if heenters where 
Vyſjes roofes caſt ſhade ; the ſtooles will there

Their honor'd Nephew : whoſe returnehhis Sire, 

Andreuerend Mother,tooke with ioyes entire: 

Enquir'd all paſſages; all which,he gaue 

In good relation: Nor of allgwould ſaue 

His wound from vtterance : By whoſe ſcar he came 

To be diſcouered by this aged Dame. 
VVhich,when the Montag felt,and noted well: 

Downe from her Lap,into the Caldron,yfell 

His weighty fo@t, that made the Braſſe reſound : 

Turn'd all afide,and on th'embrewedground 

Spilt all the water. Ioy and griefe together 

Her breſt inuaded: and of weeping weather

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Continuall motion, grinding Barley meile, 
And wheat (mans Marrow.) Sleepe the cies did ſeale 
Ofall the other women : hauing done 
Their vſuall raske; which yer,this Dame alone 
Had ſcarſe giuen end to;being,of althe reſt, 
Leaſt fir for labour. Bur when theſe ſounds, preſt 
Her eares, aboue the rumbling of her Mill : 
She letthat ſtand, look't out ; and heatiens ſteepe hill

Cfpaines, ſhe will dto be : For this,to all 
Should bea day of commune Feſtiuall ; 

And not a wooer now ſhould ſecke his home, 
Elſe where then there; But all were bid to come 
Exceeding early ; and be rad to heauen, 

Wirth all the entertainment could be geuen. 

They heard with greedy eares; and euery thing 
Pur firazghgin praCtiſe: Twenty to the Spring 
Made ſpeed for water; m inthe houſe 
Tooke paines; and all,were both laborious 
And skill din labour. Many fellto Fell | 
And cleaue their wood : & all did morethen well. 

Thentroopt theluſty wooers in; andthen 
Cameall from Spring.Act their heeles; loaded men 
VVithſlaughter'd Brawnes: of all the Herd,the prize, 
That had hene long fed vp in ſeveral Sties.
